Christ  Church,  Greenville,  S.  C, 

Tuesday,  May  7th,  A.  D.  1901. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Eleventh  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina  met  at  the  above  mentioned  time 
and  place.  There  was  a  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion, the  Bishop  being  the  Celebrant,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
J.  D.  McCollough,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  W.  B.  Gordon 
and  John  Kershaw,  and  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  the  Rev. 
A.  R.  Mitchell. 

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address  instead  of  a  sermon, 
at  this  service. 

Immediately  after  Divine  service,  Council  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  roll  of  the  Clergy  was  called  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
last  Council,  and  the  following  named  Clergy  answered  to 
the  roll  call:  the  Rt.  Rev.  Ellison  Capers,  D.  D.,  and  the 
Revs.  B.  M.  Anderson,  C.  W.  Boyd,  J.  H.  Brown,  T.  W. 
Clift,  A.  E.  Cornish,  H.  H.  Covington,  J.  G.  Glass,  W.  B. 
Gordon,  J.  W.  Gresham,  L.  F.  Guerry,  W.  S.  Holmes,  J.  W. 
C.  Johnson,  G.  H.  Johnston,  D.  D.,  E.  N.  Joyner,  John  Ker- 
shaw, J.  D.  McCollough,  D.  D.,  J.  M.  Magruder,  H.  J. 
Mikell,  A.  R.  Mitchell,  B.  B.  Sams,  Churchill  Satterlee,  O. 
T.  Porcher,  A.  S.  Thomas,  Harold  Thomas,  J.  H.  Tilling- 
hast,  W.  N.  Tillinghast,  G.  C.  Williams — twenty-eight  in 
all.  Of  these,  twenty-one  were  entitled  to  seats  and  votes, 
and  seven  to  seats  but  not  votes.  A  constitutional  quorum 
of  the  Clergy  was,  therefore,  found  present. 

During  the  calling  of  the  roll  of  the  Clergy,  on  the  list  as 
handed  to  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Edward  McCrady  objected  to 
the  calling  of  the  names  of  any  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese 
not  entitled  to  a  seat. 
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The  Bishop  ruled  that  the  objection  was  well  taken,  and 
instructed  the  Secretary  to  omit  in  future  roll  calls  the  names 
of  all  such  Clergy. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  Deputies.  Twenty-one 
Deputies,  representing  fourteen  Parishes,  were  found  pres- 
ent. 

There  being  no  constitutional  quorum  of  Parishes  present, 
a  motion  to  adjourn  until  5  o'clock  P.  M.,  was  made,  and 
carried. 

5  o'clock  P.  M. 

Council  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  promptly  at  the 
appointed  time. 

The  roll  of  the  Parishes  was  called,  and  sixteen  additional 
Deputies  answered  to  their  names,  representing  eleven  addi- 
tional Parishes.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present, 
Council  was  declared  duly  organized. 

The  Bishop  appointed  on  the  Committee  on  The  Roll  of 
•  the  Clergy,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  H.  Tillinghast,  J.  W.  C. 
Johnson,  and  J.  M.  Magruder ;  and  on  the  Credentials  of  Lay 
Deputies,  Messrs.  Robt.  Jenkins,  O.  McR.  Holmes,  and  P. 
T.  Villipigue. 

The  election  of  a  Secretary  being  in  order,  Mr.  F.  A. 
Mitchell  nominated  the  Rev.  Jas.  G.  Glass. 

On  motion,  the  rules  were  suspended,  and  the  Bishop  was 
requested  to  cast  the  unanimous  ballot  of  Council  for  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Glass.  The  vote  being  cast,  Mr.  Glass  was  de- 
clared duly  elected  Secretary. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell  was  nominated  as  Treasurer,  and,  on 
motion,  the  Bishop  was  requested  to  cast  the  unanimous  bal- 
lot of  Council  for  Mr.  Mitchell,  which,  being  done,  he  was 
declared  duly  elected  Treasurer. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  Standing  Commit- 
tees of  Council  : 

(1.)  On  Admission  of  New  Parishes — Rev.  W.  S. 
Holmes,  and  Messrs.  H.  P.  Duval  and  H.  K.  Jenkins. 
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(2.)  On  Constitution  and  Canons — Revs.  J.  D.  McCol- 
lough,  D.  D.,  John  Kershaw,  and  T.  W.  Gift,  and  Messrs. 
Edward  McCrady  and  W.  H.  Parker. 

(3.)  On  the  State  of  the  Church — Rev.  Messrs.  A.  E. 
Cornish,  O.  T.  Porcher,  and  W.  N.  Tillinghast,  and  Messrs. 
L.  O.  Patterson,  J.  F.  W.  DeLorme,  and  G.  W.  S.  Hart. 

(4.)  On  Unfinished  Business — Rev.  Geo.  H.  Johnston, 
D.  D.,  and  Messrs.  J.  Alwyn  Ball  and  L.  W.  Simkins. 

(5.)  On  Finance — Messrs.  John  R.  London,  R.  I.  Man- 
ning, and  C.  S.  Gadsden. 

The  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was,  on  motion,  dis- 
pensed with. 

The  Rev.  Edward  McCrady  was  appointed  preacher  for 
the  next  meeting  of  Council. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund  wras  presented  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Prioleau,  in  the  absence 
of  Rev.  John  Johnson,  D.  D.,  the  Vice-President.  {See 
Appendix  VII.) 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Council  presented  his  report,  and, 
on  motion,  it  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee.    {See  Appendix  V.). 

The  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish  was  appointed  Assistant  Secre- 
tary. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  McCollough  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

"Resolved,  That  the  best  interests  of  the  Church  in  South  Carolina 
demand  the  division  of  the  Diocese,  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable." 

After  discussion  of  the  resolution,  a  motion  was  made  to 
lay  it  upon  the  table.  A  vote  was  taken  and  division  called 
for,  resulting  in  a  vote  of  39  to  14  in  favor  of  tabling  the 
resolution. 

Mr.  Edward  McCrady  presented  the  following  draft  of  a 
Canon,  which,  at  his  request,  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Canons  : 
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Canon  XX.    Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

In  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  providing  for  the 
substitution  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  in  the  place  and 
instead  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  same  as  Trustees 
under  a  former  Act.  approved  on  the  20th  day  of  February,  1901. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  eight 
Communicants  of  the  Diocese,  that  is  to  say,  three  presbyters  and  five 
laymen,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  of  both  Orders,  immediately  upon  the 
adoption  of  this  Canon  ;  of  which  one  presbyter  and  one  layman  shall 
hold  office  for  two  years  ;  one  presbyter  and  one  layman  for  four  years ; 
one  presbyter  and  one  layman  for  six  years,  and  two  laymen  for  eight 
years.  The  respective  terms  of  the  members  of  the  said  Board  so 
elected  to  be  determined  by  lots  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  said  Board 
after  the  said  election,  which  meeting  for  organization  shall  take  place 
at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  determine,  who 
shall  summon  the  members  of  the  same  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  respectively  shall  be  elected  under  this  Canon.  When  the 
term  for  which  any  Trustees  shall  have  been  elected  shall  be  about  to 
expire,  the  next  annual  Council  sitting  prior  to  such  expiration  shall 
elect  their  successors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  eight 
years,  so  that  two  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  be  elected  at  each 
annual  Council.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  said  Board  by 
reason  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  of  the  same,  the 
Board  shall  choose  some  communicant  of  the  Church,  presbyter  or  lay- 
man, as  the  case  shall  be,  to  fill  the  said  vacancy,  and  the  person  so 
chosen  shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  so  vacating 
the  same,  or  until  his  successor  be  elected  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  Secretarv  and  Treasurer  either  from 
their  own  number  or  some  other  communicant  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese,  who  shall  be  required  to  give  bonds  amounting  to  three-fourths 
of  all  bonds,  stock,  securities  or  money  which  may  be  entrusted  to  his 
keeping,  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not  more  than  five  per  cent,  of  the 
net  income  of  the  property  in  his  care  and  custody. 

Sec.  4.  Investments  of  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  said  Board  shall  be 
made  in  such  securities  only  as  approved  by  the  law  of  South  Carolina, 
in  cases  of  investment  of  trust  funds  by  Trustees,  except  that  real  prop- 
erty may  be  purchased  for  some  specific  Church  purpose  by  the  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  : 
provided,  that  no  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  said  Board  shall  in  any  way 
be  diverted  from  the  terms,  trust,  and  purposes,  for  which  the  same  was 
originally  given  or  instituted. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  make  a  report  to  each  annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese  upon  the  first  day  of  its  meeting  of  all  their  acting  and  doings, 
with  a  detailed  statement  of  all  funds  in  their  hands,  the  investment 
thereof,  and  of  all  changes  made  by  them  in  investments  during  the 
preceding  year. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  shall  determine  and  appoint  times  for  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  same,  and  shall  provide  for  the  calling  of  extra  meetings  and 
of  the  notification  of  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  said  Board. 

The  Rev.  Robt.  Kimber,  representing  the  General  Board 
of  Missions,  was  introduced  to  Council  by  the  Bishop,  and 
invited  to  a  seat  on  the  floor. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon,  in  behalf  of  the  Second  Convoca- 
tional  District,  offered  the  following  amendment  to  Canon 
XII.,  and  asked  its  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Constitu- 
tions and  Canons:  k'That  Canon  XII.,  §  2,  be  amended  by 
the  following  addition : 

"In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  between  the  meetings  of  the  Annual 
Council,  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  said  vacancy." 

By  request  of  the  Bishop,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kimber  presented 
the  cause  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy  reported  as 
fellows : 

The  Committee  on  the  List  of  the  Clergy  respectfully  report,  that  they 
have  carefully  revised  the  same  and  find  it  correct,  except  in  the  case  of 
Rev.  Messrs.  C.  W.  Boyd  and  Harold  Thomas,  whom  they  find  entitled 
to  seats  only,  not  having  been  in  charge  of  organized  Parishes  for  the 
twelve  calendar  months  preceding  this  Council. 

Your  Committee  find  that  the  Article  of  the  Constitution  defining  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  Clergy  as  regards  the  Diocesan  Council,  is 
defective. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Canons,  to  consider  this  whole  matter,  and  report  such 
amendments  as  may  render  it  more  explicit.

On  motion  of  Mr.  H.  K.  Jenkins,  the  report  was  divided, 
and  so  much  of  the  report  as  referred  to  the  Clergy  Roll  was 
adopted,  and  so  much  as  concerned  the  Article  of  the  Con- 
stitution defining  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Clergy,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kim- 
ber for  his  clear  and  lucid  statement  of  the  missionary  work 
of  our  Church,  and  of  our  obligations  to  the  same. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon,  which  was  carried,  it  was 

"Resolved,  That  the  Bishoo  fix  a  date  upon  which  an  offering  shall  be 
taken  in  this  Diocese  for  the  relief  of  the  Church  in  Jacksonville,  so 
recently  afflicted  by  a  disastrous  fire,  and  that  contributions  for  this 
purpose  be  sent  to  Dr.  Wm.  H.  Prioleau,  Charleston,  S.  C,  who  will 
forward  them  to  the  Bishop  of  Florida." 


It  was  moved,  and  carried,  that  the  sessions  of  Council 
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shall  be  held  between  the  hours  of  10  A.  M.  and  2  P.  M.,  and 
from  4  P.  M.,  indefinitely. 

On  motion,  adjournment  was  had  until  10  o'clock  to-mor- 
row morning.

SECOND  DAY. 

Wednesday,  May  8,  A.  D.  1891,  10:30  A.  M. 
Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  at  10  130  o'clock. 
The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were  read,  and 
adopted. 

The  roll  of  the  Clergy  absent  on  the  first  day  was  called, 
and  six  additional  Clergy  answered  to  their  names — two 
others  reporting  later  in  the  clay. 

The  roll  of  Parishes  was  called,  and  six  additional  Depu- 
ties, representing  four  additional  Parishes,  answered  to  their 
names. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  and  on  motion  was 
received.     (See  Appendix  III.) 

The  time  having  come  for  the  election  of  the  Standing 
Committee  for  the  Diocese,  an  election  was  ordered. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Covington  and  Magruder  were  ap- 
pointed Tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  Col- 
cock  and  M.  W.  Simons  for  that  of  the  laity.  Nominations 
for  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  were  made. 

The  Committee  on  the  Credentials  of  Lay  Deputies  re- 
ported as  follows,  and  on  motion  the  report  was  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Deputies  find  the  Secretary's 
list  correct,  and  certificates  in  due  form  for  the  names  on  his  list.  They 
find,  however,  that  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield,  and  the  Church  of  the 
Redeemer,  Orangeburg,  are  not  entitled  to  a  vote  in  this  Council.

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The  Chair  stated  that  the  time  had  arrived  for  the  election 
of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Churchill  Satterlee  and  C.  W.  Boyd 
were  appointed  Tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  Clergy,  and 
Messrs.  L.  W.  Simkins  and  T.  G.  Croft  Tellers  for  the  vote 
of  the  Deputies. 

Nominations  were  made  for  Deputies  to  the  General  Con- 
vention.   An  election  was  ordered. 

The  Tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  Clergy  for  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  reported  that  the  following  members 
had  been  elected  :  The  Rev.  Messrs.  John  Kershaw,  John 
Johnson,  D.  D.,  W.  B.  Gordon,  A.  R.  Mitchell,  and  Messrs. 
F.  L.  Frost,  R.  I.  Manning,  J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  H.  P.  Archer, 
and  Edward  McCrady. 

The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was,  on  motion,  received,  and  ordered  printed : 

Since  my  last  report.  I  have  rediscovered  among  the  books  in  my 
charge,  three  most  interesting  volumes — these  are  the  Parish  Register 
and  Minute  Book  of  Prince  Frederick,  Pee  Dee,  from  1713  to  1779,  and 
the  Register  of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Denis  from  1693  to  1777.  The 
Prince  Frederick  books  are  most  valuable,  because  so  little  is  known  of 
that  Parish.  Dr.  Dalcho,  writing  in  1819.  gives  but  few  particulars, 
stating  that  the  Register  and  Records  were  lost ;  these  are  the  long 
lost  books.  The  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Denis  Register  has  been  rebound, 
and  is  in  excellent  preservation;  the  other  two  books  are  very  dilapi- 
dated, the  original  sheepskin  covers  are  warped,  and  the  paper  torn  and 
much  worn  from  age. 

With  the  view  of  preserving  these  and  such  other  documents  as  I 
may  succeed  in  obtaining,  I  would  suggest  that  a  small  appropriation  be 
made  in  order  that  the  Registrar  be  enabled  to  have  these  books  put  in 
proper  condition  to  save  them  from  further  decay.  It  would  be  best  if 
these  papers  and  the  valuable  "English  Abstracts"  or  Reports  of  the 
"Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,"  could  be 
kept  in  an  iron  safe,  as  a  precaution  against  fire. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  S.  D.  Doar,  of  St.  James,  Santee,  I  have 
been  furnished  with  a  certified  copy  of  the  Register  of  that  old  Parish 
under  the  Rev.  Samuel  Fenner  Warren  from  1758  to  1789. 

Miss  Harriett  G.  Doar  undertook  the  laborious  task  of  copying  the 
manuscript,  and  with  Dr.  Doar  is  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the  Diocese. 

I  have  myself  copied  the  Minute  Book  of  St.  Matthew's  Parish  from 
1767  to  1838.  It  would  be  advisable  to  have  all  of  these  old  documents 
typewritten,  and  if  the  Council  sees  fit  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the 
Registrar's  work,  I  shall  have  the  work  done  at  once. 

Through  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  I  have  received  the 
Minute  Book  of  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  Charleston,  from  1866  to  1880. 
I  have  also  a  Minute  Book  of  St.  Philip's  Church.  Bradford  Springs, 
from  1846  to  1855  ;  and  a  very  interesting  sketch  of  St.  James  Church, 
James  Island,  written  by  Mr.  Wm.  G.  Hinson. 
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From  the  Rev.  John  Johnson,  D.  D.,  I  have  received  various  valuable 
papers  and  pamphlets,  and  a  scrap  book  of  clippings  relative  to  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  to  which  I  hope  to  add. 

I  would  again  ask  the  co-operation  of  every  individual  member  of  this 
Council  and  of  the  Diocese,  in  aiding  my  efforts  to  collect  into  the 
Registrar's  keeping  the  history  of  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese.  Many 
valuable  old  documents  have  fallen  into  the  hands  of  individuals,  who 
attach  but  little  value  to  them,  and  have  been  lost  or  destroyed  through 
carelessness.  It  is  my  aim  to  rescue  such  as  can  be  gathered  before  it 
becomes  too  late. 

I  would  ask  the  Rectors  of  the  various  Parishes  to  bring  this  matter 
before  the  people,  and  I  am  sure  some  valuable  documents  may  be 
brought  to  light  which  are  now  mouldering  away,  of  no  use  to  the 
holders  but  of  great  value  to  our  Diocese.  Any  sketches,  pamphlets,  or 
documents  of  any  kind,  relating  to  the  Church,  will  be  acceptable,  or 
information  as  to  how  I  can  obtain  originals  or  copies  will  be  gladly 
received.

On  motion,  $50  was  ordered  paid  by  the  Treasurer  to  the 
Registrar  with  which  to  prosecute  his  important  work. 

The  Tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  laity  for  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  reported  that  the  following  members 
had  been  elected :  The  Rev.  Messrs.  John  Johnson,  John 
Kershaw,  W.  B.  Gordon,  A.  R.  Mitchell,  and  Messrs.  F.  L. 
Frost,  H.  P.  Archer,  Edward  McCrady,  R.  I.  Manning,  and 
J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  John  Johnson,  John  Kershaw,  W.  B. 
Gordon,  A.  R.  Mitchell,  and  Messrs.  F.  L.  Frost,  H.  P. 
Archer,  R.  I.  Manning,  J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  and  Edward  Mc- 
Crady, having  been  elected  by  the  Clergy  and  laity,  were 
declared  duly  elected  members  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

An  election  was  ordered  for  one  Clerical  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

The  Tellers  appointed  for  the  vote  of  the  Clergy  were  Rev. 
Messrs.  W.  N.  Tillinghast  and  A.  S.  Thomas,  and  for  the 
vote  of  the  laity,  Messrs.  Ford  and  Fetner. 

The  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell  presented  a  petition  for  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia,  asking  to  have 
their  unpaid  dues  to  Council  and  to  the  Bishop's  Fund  previ- 
ous to  1900,  remitted. 

On  motion,  the  petition  was  granted. 
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The  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Deputies  begged 
to  amend  their  report  as  follows : 

In  view  of  the  action  of  the  Council  at  Aiken  in  1900,  they  respectfully 
report  that  the  Parishes  of  Trinity,  Edgefield,  ^nd  Church  of  the  Re- 
deemer, Orangeburg,  are  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  voting  in  this 
Council,  the  Council  at  Aiken  having  restored  the  privilege  of  voting  to 
all  Parishes  which  had  theretofore  lost  the  same,  for  the  reason  set  forth 
in  Art.  III.,  §  7,  of  the  Constitution.

The  Tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  Clergy  for  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  reported  that  no  election  had  been 
effected.  The  Tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  laity  reported  that 
the  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Johnston,  D.  D.,  had  been  elected. 

There  being  no  concurrence,  another  election  was  ordered. 

The  Tellers  for  the  vote  of  Clergy  and  laity  reported  that 
the  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Johnston,  D.  D.,  had  been  elected  by  the 
respective  Orders,  and  he  was,  therefore,  declared  duly 
elected  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  Clergy  for  Deputies  to  the 
General  Convention  reported  that  the  Revs.  Messrs.  Ker- 
shaw, Glass,  and  Githens,  had  been  elected,  and  also  Messrs. 
Gadsden,  Emerson,  Shand,  and  A.  M.  Lee.  The  Tellers  for 
the  vote  of  the  laity  reported  that  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Kershaw, 
Glass,  Mikell,  Bratton,  and  Messrs.  Gadsden,  Emerson,  and 
Shand,  had  been  elected. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Kershaw  and  Glass,  and  Messrs.  Gads- 
den, Emerson,  and  Shand  having  been  elected  by  both 
Orders,  were  declared  duly  elected,  and  an  election  was  or- 
dered for  two  Clerical  and  one  lay  Deputy  to  the  General 
Convention. 

The  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner  presented  the  following  report  of 
the  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School,  which  was,  on  motion, 
received,  and  ordered  printed  : 

SAINT  MARY'S.  RALEIGH.    REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES. 
The  Trustees  of  our  adopted  school  for  girls,  St.  Mary's.  Raleigh,  N.

C,  are  happy  to  be  able  to  render  an  encouraging  report  to  those  for 
whom  they  hold  the  trust.  This  school  is  the  recognized  institution  of 
the  four  Carolina  Dioceses.  North.  South.  East,  and  Asheville.  We 
have  authentic  information  that  the  number  of  boarders  has  increased 
from  70  to  no  during  the  past  year.  The  whole  number  of  students  is 
225.  which  is  an  increase,  compared  with  the  preceding  roll.  There  are 
now  15  girls  from  this  Diocese,  as  against  two,  when  we  adopted  this 
school.  The  capacity  of  the  institution  has  been  tried  to  the  utmost,  not 
only,  but  applications  have  been  put  aside  for  want  of  room.  Already 
applications  are  being  made,  not  a  few  from  South  Carolina,  for  admis- 
sion at  the  coming  term. 

The  faculty  is  composed  of  diligent,  progressive  young  women,  who 
are  not  only  teachers  of  students,  but  students  themselves,  meaning  to 
leave  nothing  undone  to  fit  themselves  for  their  high  calling. 

Some  substantial  improvements  have  been  made,  costing  between 
$8,000  and  $9,000.  These  include  complete  water  works ;  14  new  piano 
rooms,  with  well-blanketed  floors,  which  has  proven  a  great  success.  A 
new  rectory  has  been  built,  and  two  of  the  old  buildings  rearranged, 
making  room  for  20  or  30  more  students. 

During  the  past  year,  a  special  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  funds 
to  pay  for  the  splendid  property,  of  which  this  most  excellent  and  prom- 
ising institution  consist's. 

A  canvass  of  South  Carolina  was  made,  in  great  part,  and  while  your 
Trustees  do  not  wholly  commend  the  spirit  of  the  agency  employed,  still 
they  can  and  do  felicitate  the  Diocese  upon,  and  thank  our  brethren  for, 
the  generous  spirit  in  which  they  responded  to  the  demand.  What 
amount  has  been  given  and  pledged  is  not  within  our  knowledge,  but 
will  appear  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  soon  to  be  held. 

We  are  the  more  convinced,  the  more  we  know  of  this  school,  that  it 
can  be  made  to  us.  in  this  Diocese,  for  our  girls,  of  the  very  greatest 
advantage ;  and  for  its  purpose  and  its  future  prospects,  we  do  not  hesi- 
tate to  commend  it  to  our  people.  The  expenses  of  the  institution  have 
been  reduced  to  the  very  lowest  possible  rate,  to  put  it  in  the  reach  of 
the  average  patron,  without  impairing  the  high  character  of  the  institu- 
tion. And  nothing  that  we  could  say  would  add  to  our  common  convic- 
tion that  in  our  beloved  brother,  the  Rev.  T.  D.  Bratton.  St.  Mary's  has 
a  rector,  whom  we  can  wholly  trust :  whom,  with  the  precious  interest 
in  our  behalf  committed  to  him.  we  wish  a  sincere  God-speed.

The  Tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  Clergy  for  Deputies  to  the 
General  Convention  reported  that  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Mikell 
and  Githens  had  been  elected  Deputies  to  the  General  Con- 
vention, but  no  election  of  a  lay  Deputy  had  been  effected. 
The  Tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  laity  for  Deputies  to  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  reported  that  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Githens  and 
Mikell  had  been  elected,  but  there  had  been  a  failure  to  elect 
a  lay  Deputy. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Githens  and  Mikell  having  been  elected 
by  both  Orders,  were  declared  duly  elected  Deputies  to  the 
General  Convention. 
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An  election  was  ordered  for  one  lay  Deputy  to  the  General 
Convention. 

Mr.  John  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  moved  the  following  amend- 
ment to  Canon  VI.,  and  asked  its  reference  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Canons.  The  amendment  was  referred 
as  requested : 

Canon  VI.  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 
Canon  VI.  Of  Annual  Parish  Meetings. 

"There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  every  Parish  or 
Church  in  this  Diocese  on  Easter  Monday,  or  some  other  day  legally 
appointed,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  of 
transacting  such  other  business  as  may  come  before  "said  meeting,  due 
notice  of  which  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Minister  or  Vestry.  At 
these  meetings  the  Rector  shall  preside ;  but  if  there  be  no  Rector  or  he 
be  absent,  then  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  chosen,  and  a  Secretary  be 
appointed.  The  election  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be  by 
ballot,  and  the  qualifications  of  those  who  may  vote  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  by-laws  of  the  Parish  or  Church :  Provided,  That  at  such  meet- 
ings and  elections  none  shall  vote  except  members  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years.  The  Vestry  shall  make  to  this  meeting  an  annual  report  of 
their  official  acts  during  the  year." 

The  Bishop  called  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon  to  the  Chair,  and 
the  Committee  on  Finance  presented  its  report.  The  report 
was  received,  and  its  appended  resolutions  were  adopted,  as 
follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  examined  the 
accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Bishop's  Common  Fund,  and  find  the  same  correct. 

Your  Committee  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

(i.)  Resolved,  That  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  a  levy  be  laid  upon 
each  Church  or  Parish  in  union  with  the  Council,  of  a  sum  equivalent  to 
three  (3  per  cent.)  per  centum  on  the  current  expenses  (including  sala- 
ries, fuel,  etc.,)  expended  in  each  Church  or  Parish,  and  a  sum  equal  to 
two  (2  per  cent.)  per  centum  on  the  same  be  levied  for  the  expenses  of 
the  Council ;  the  levy  to  be  made  on  above  items  as  reported  in  the  Jour- 
nal of  this  Council  for  1901. 

(2.)  Resolved  further,  That  the  Treasurer  notify  the  Churches  or 
Parishes  as  soon  as  the  assessments  have  been  made,  of  the  amounts  to 
be  paid  by  them. 

(3.)  Resolved  further,  That  Missions  be  urged  to  contribute  as  much 
as  possible  towards  the  support  of  the  Bishoo. 

Your  Committee  further  reports  :  That  whereas  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  held  May.  1900, 

"Resolved,  That  when  any  surplus  shall  arise  from  receipts  from  the 
Parishes  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  the  Treasurer  of  said  fund  shall 
pay  said  surplus  over  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  to  be  held  by  them, 
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or  to  be  invested  by  them,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bishop's  Common 
Fund." 

And  whereas  the  assessments  made  on  the  Parishes  for  the  Bishop's 
Fund  are  intended  to  raise  an  amount  to  be  used  only  as  a  supplement 
to  the  income  derived  from  the  investment  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund  so  that  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  shall  be  fully  paid ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  net  income  from  the  assets  of  the  Bishop's  Perma- 
nent Fund  shall  be  used  only  in  paying  the  Bishop's  salary,  and  the 
money  raised  from  the  Parishes  for  the  Bishop's  Fund  shall  only  be  used 
to  make  up  any  deficiency  that  may  arise  from  the  revenue  of  the  per- 
manent fund.

The  Rev.  A.  R,  Mitchell  offered  the  following  Standing 
Resolution,  which  was  carried : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Rector  in  whose  Parish  the  Council  is  held,  be 
authorized  to  secure  a  reporter  at  the  rate  of  $3  per  diem,  who  will 
report  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  for  the  principal  daily  papers  in 
the  State." 

The  Tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  Clergy  reported  that  Mr. 

A.  M.  Lee  had  been  elected  a  Lay  Deputy  to  the  General 
Convention.  The  Tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  laity  reported 
a  failure  to  elect.    Another  election  was  ordered. 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  through  Mr. 
J.  S.  Whaley,  presented  their  report  as  follows : 

There  are  two  thoughts  which  force  themselves  upon  the  attention  of 
your  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  whenever  called  upon  to 
render  a  report  of  that  institution.  They  are :  the  immense  amount  of 
good  work  accomplished,  and  scant  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  his  co-workers,  with  which  to  push  forward  the  work 
and  accomplish  the  results  attained. 

Therefore,  it  is  always  possible  to  report  splendid  results,  and  always 
necessary  to  plead  for  a  more  widespread  interest,  and  for  larger  means. 
And  so  your  Trustees  come  before  you  with  the  report  of  a  most  encour- 
aging progress  in  all  its  departments  of  labor. 

Before  entering  upon  any  report  of  the  several  departments  of  the 
University,  we  wish  to  place  on  record  our  sense  of  appreciation  of  the 
devoted  and  self-sacrificing  labors  of  the  present  Vice-Chancellor.  Prof. 

B.  L.  Wiggins,  LL.  D.  Dr.  Wiggins  is  one  of  the  most  far-seeing  and 
able  executive  officers  in  any  of  our  institutions  of  learning.  He  com- 
bines in  a  remarkable  degree,  the  wisdom  and  caution  of  mature  years, 
with  the  enthusiasm  and  energy  of  a  vigorous  manhood  in  its  prime. 
His  ability  as  an  executive  officer,  in  charge  of  large  and  varied  interest's, 
is  only  second  to  his  scholarly  attainments  in  the  Chair  of  Greek  and 
Latin  which  he  has  held  in  this  University  for  many  years ;  and  we  feel 
a  just  sense  of  nride  in  the  thought  that  South  Carolina  has  given  to  the 
world  of  education  such  a  splendid  example  of  consecrated  talents. 

The  following  facts,  which  constitute  the  larger  portion  of  our  report, 
we  have  gleaned  from  one  of  the  publications  printed  at  the  University : 
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"The  new  term  at  the  University  of  the  South  opened  most  favorably, 
showing  a  total  increase  of  seventy-five  students  over  the  previous  year 
in  the  several  departments.  The  number  of  the  Law  and  Theological 
students  remains  virtually  the  same,  but  the  Medical  and  Academic 
Departments,  and  the  neighboring  Grammar  School,  all  show  decided 
gains. 

"While  there  is  this  encouragement  on  the  spiritual  side  of  the  Uni- 
versity's life,  on  its  material  side  its  growth  has  been  no  less  gratifying. 
The  addition  of  new  buildings  has  been  the  marked  characteristic  of  the 
last  several  months.  The  erection  of  the  Hoffman  Memorial  Hall,  a 
large  five-storied  dormitory,  built  of  the  handsome  massive  Sewanee 
pink  sandstone,  has  given  a  new  spirit  to  Academic  life.  For  the  Medi- 
cal Department  an  imposing  structure  of  the  same  stone  has  been  added 
as  infirmary  and  ample  hospital  building.  What  is  to  be  the  handsomest 
and  largest  of  all  the  University  buildings  will  be  the  Quintard  Memo- 
rial, given  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  George  W.  Quintard,  of  New 
York  City,  as  a  memorial  to  his  brother,  the  late  Right  Reverend  Charles 
Todd  Quintard,  second  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  to  whom  the  University 
very  largely  owes  its  existence.  This  building,  also  of  stone,  is  210  feet 
long  and  four  stories  high,  and  will  be  used  as  a  dormitory  for  the 
Grammar  School.  It  has  been  in  building  all  summer,  the  corner-stone 
laying  being  one  of  the  features  of  the  commencement  of  1900,  and  will 
be  completed  in  time  for  dedication  in  June,  1901.  Also  the  Theological 
Department  has  already  in  sight  the  money  for  a  new  stone  building  for 
its  special  chapel  services,  as  a  memorial  of  the  late  Reverend  Telfair 
Hodgson,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  former  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University. 
This  will  permit  the  present  oratory  to  be  used  as  a  Theological  Depart- 
ment Library. 

"The  period  of  continuous  session  from  March  to  December  has  just 
been  divided  into  three  terms  of  three  months  each,  instead  of  two  long 
terms,  as  hitherto.  Consequently,  the  summer  term  from  now  on  cor- 
responds precisely  with  the  three  months'  vacation  of  most  colleges  and 
schools.  For  the  summer  of  1901  arrangements  are  perfecting  for  giv- 
ing special  opportunities  to  teachers  who  may  desire  to  avail  themselves 
of  work  in  regular  session  of  the  University.  Each  year  it  is  wished  to 
emphasize  some  particular  subject  so  as  to  get  the  best  results.  A  num- 
ber of  special  courses  in  English  will  be  emphasized  in  the  summer  of 
1 901. 

"Not  only  through  a  regular  summer  session  as  part  of  its  nine 
months'  course  is  the  University  seeking  to  correlate  its  academic  work 
with  the  interest  of  teachers  and  to  strengthen  the  schools.  Special 
interest  is  felt  in  organizing  the  academic  work  still  more  thoroughly, 
so  as  to  connect  it  closely  with  the  best  work  of  the  preparatory  schools 
and  to*  make  all  courses  leading  to  degrees  as  sound  and  uniform  as 
possible. 

"There  have  been  other  important  changes  in  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment during  the  year,  notably  in  the  personnel  of  the  faculty.  The 
important  chairs  of  English  and  Modern  Languages,  left  vacant  by  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  Wm.  P.  Trent  and  Dr.  Benj.  W.  Wells,  have  been 
very  acceptably  filled  by  the  election  of  two  new  professors.  Dr.  John 
Bell  Henneman  and  Professor  Eugene  Howard  Babbitt. 

"Dr.  Henneman  comes  to  Sewanee  from  the  University  of  Tennessee, 
where  he  held  the  chair  of  English  for  the  last  seven  years,  and  is  a  very 
worthy  successor  to  Dr.  Trent.  He  is  an  M.  A.  from  the  University 
of  Virginia,  and  later  studied  at  the  University  of  Berlin,  where  he 
received  the  degree  of  Ph.  D.  Dr.  Henneman's  long  experience  in 
teaching  fits  him  especially  for  the  work  at  Sewanee. 

"The  election  of  Professor  Babbitt  to  the  chair  of  Modern  Languages 
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has  been  equally  satisfactory.  Professor  Babbitt  is  a  graduate  of  Har- 
vard University,  and  has  also  studied  in  Berlin,  Copenhagen,  and  Paris ; 
later  he  was  an  instructor  in  Columbia  University,  from  which  place  he 
came  to  Sewanee. 

"Dr.  Cameron  Piggot  was  elected  Dean  of  the  Academic  Department 
upon  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Trent,  who  held  the  position  for  seven  years 
past." 

There  are  other  and  important  facts  connected  with  the  University 
and  its  life,  but  we  do  not  care  to  trespass  too  long  upon  the  time  of  this 
Council.  We  beg  to  express  to  the  Bishop  our  appreciation  of  his 
strong  words  of  encouragement  in  his  Annual  Address  with  reference  to 
the  University.

During  the  reading  of  the  above  report,  the  Tellers  for  the 
vote  of  the  Clergy  reported  that  Mr.  S.  T.  Poinier  had  been 
elected  a  Lay  Deputy  to  the  General  Convention,  and  the 
Tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  laity  again  reported  a  failure  to 
elect.    Another  election  was  ordered. 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  continued 
the  reading  of  their  report. 

The  Tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  laity 
reported  that  Mr.  S.  T.  Poinier  had  been  elected  respectively 
by  the  Clergy  and  laity  as  the  Lay  Deputy  to  the  General 
Convention.  He  was,  therefore,  declared  duly  elected  a 
Lay  Deputy  to  the  General  Convention. 

An  election  for  Alternate  Deputies  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion was  ordered. 

The  hour  for  recess  having  arrived,  a  recess  was  taken 
until  4  o'clock  P.  M. 

4  o'clock  P.  M. 
Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  at  the  appointed 
time. 

Nominations  were  made  for  Alternate  Deputies  to  the 
General  Convention.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Brown  and  Johnes 
were  appointed  Tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  Clergy,  and 
Messrs.  Hayne  and  H.  K.  Jenkins  for  the  vote  of  the  laity. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Rev.  Dr.  McCollough  to  the  Chair, 
and  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  which 
were  carried  by  a  rising  vote : 
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"Whereas,  certain  members  of  the  congregation  of  St.  Philip's  Church, 
Charleston,  cherishing  the  recollection  of  the  devoted  Rectorship  of  a 
Pastor  who  had  given  the  best  years  of  his  life  to  their  service,  are  now 
engaged  in  the  effort  to  erect  a  becoming  tablet  to  the  honored  memory 
of  their  departed  Rector ; 

"And,  whereas,  their  beloved  Pastor  became  the  Bishop  of  this  Dio- 
cese, and  for  many  years  gave  his  consecrated  life,  his  high  attainments 
and  his  faithful  Episcopate  to  the  Diocese,  and  died  in  her  service ; 
therefore, 

"Resolved,  That  this  Council  respectfully  and  most  earnestly  requests 
the  privilege  of  uniting  with  the  members  of  St.  Philip's  congregation, 
in  erecting  a  memorial  tablet  in  their  church,  in  sacred  and  living  mem- 
ory of  their  devoted  Pastor,  and  of  our  beloved  Bishop. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Chair  appoint  a  committee  of  this  body,  to  carry 
into  effect  this  resolution." 

The  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Johnston,  D.  D.,  in  behalf  of  the  Vestry 
and  congregation  of  Prince  George,  Winyah,  extended  a 
very  cordial  invitation  to  the  Council  to  hold  its  next  meet- 
ing in  their  church,  and  moved  its  acceptance. 

The  Tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  Clergy  for  Alternate  Depu- 
ties to  the  General  Convention,  and  also  the  Tellers  for  the 
vote  of  the  laity,  reported  that  the  Rev.  Messrs.  E.  N.  Joy- 
ner,  J.  C.  Johnes,  J.  H.  Tillinghast,  and  J.  D.  McCollough, 
and  Messrs.  J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  Walter  Hazard,  P.  T.  Ville- 
pigue,  and  H.  C.  Markley  had  been  elected  Alternate  Depu- 
ties to  the  General  Convention.  They  were,  therefore,  de- 
clared duly  elected. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Satterlee  moved  to  amend  the  motion  to 
hold  the  next  meeting  of  Council  in  Georgetown,  by  substi- 
tuting Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  as  he  had  been  authorized 
to  extend  an  invitation  to  meet  in  that  place. 

The  amendment  was  lost,  and  the  original  motion,  as  of- 
fered by  Dr.  Johnston,  was  carried. 

The  reading  of  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South  was  resumed,  and  completed. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  rendered  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  received,  and  the  sections  voted  on 
seriatim : 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  having  carefully  examined 
the  Journal  of  the  last  Council,  find  the  following  items  awaiting  its 
consideration,  to  wit : 

(i.)  Article  III.,  Section  7,  of  Constitution,  will  read  as  follows,  when 
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amended:  Section  7.  No  lay  vote  shall  be' received  from  any  Parish  or 
Church  which  has  not  paid,  on  or  before  April  30th  preceding  the  Coun- 
cil in  which  such  vote  is  offered,  all  assessments  laid  by  the  previous 
Council  or  Councils,  and  due  therefrom,  except  by  unanimous  consent : 
Provided,  however,  That  no  Church  or  Parish  shall  be  deprived  of  a 
seat  or  seats  of  its  deputiy  or  deputies  in  any  Council,  by  reason  of  any 
non-payment  of  assessments  or  dues. 

(Vide  Journal  of  Council,  1898,  p.  38;  and  1899,  p.  44  and  50.) 

(2.)  The  amendment  to  Constitution,  Article  III.,  Section  7,  to  strike 
out  the  word  "send"  and  substitute  therefor  the  word  "elect." 

(3)  Canon  12,  Section  8.  Strike  out  the  word  "morning"  in  second 
line  and  insert  "evening;"  strike  out  the  words  "after  the  calling  of  the 
names  of  members,"  and  insert,  "after  such  service  as  may  be  appointed 
by  the  Bishop;"  and  strike  out  the  word  "read"  and  insert  the  word 
"made"    (Page  21,  Journal.) 

(4.)  On  page  24,  Journal,  1900,  resolution  of  Dr.  Porter  in  reference 
to  incorporation  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.

Mr.  W.  H.  Parker  moved  to  amend  the  proposed  amend- 
ment to  Article  III.,  Section  7,  by  inserting  the  words,  "on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  the  meeting  of  Council,"  in  place  of 
the  words,  "on  or  before  April  30th,  &c." 

The  amendment  was  lost,  bv  a  vote  of  31  to  18. 

The  first  section  of  the  report,  viz :  the  amendment  to 
Article  III.,  Section  7,  was  then  voted  on.  The  roll  of  the 
Clergy  and  of  the  Parishes  was  called,  and  there  was  a 
unanimous  affirmative  vote  of  both  Orders.  The  Chair 
declared  that  the  amendment  was  carried,  and  the  Secre- 
tary's record  of  the  same  was  sufficiently  complete. 

Section  2  of  the  report  was,  on  motion,  laid  upon  the  table. 

Section  3  was,  on  motion,  carried  unanimously. 

Section  4  was,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table  for  future  con- 
sideration. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  rendered  a 
report,  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  Canon 
XX.,  as  presented  in  yesterday's  session  by  Mr.  Edward 
McCrady. 

The  report  was  laid  over  for  subsequent  action. 
A  vote  for  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  was 
entered  upon. 
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The  Rev.  Messrs.  John  Kershaw  and  Harold  Thomas, 
and  Messrs.  J.  S.  Whaley  and  J.  I.  Waring,  were  nomi- 
nated. The  present  Clerical  Trustee  declined  a  renomina- 
tion  because  of  his  election  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  Sewanee. 

On  motion,  the  rules  were  suspended,  and  the  Bishop  was 
requested  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  Council  for  the  Rev. 
John  Kershaw,  Mr.  J.  S.  Whaley  and  Mr.  J.  I.  Waring,  and 
they  were  declared  duly  elected  Trustees  of  the  University 
of  the  South,  for  the  next  three  years. 

The  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was,  on  motion,  carried : 

''Resolved,  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  Council  that  our  organ  of 
the  Bishop  and  Board  of  Missions,  'The  Diocese,'  is  a  worthy  agent  for 
its  purpose,  and  deserves  our  hearty  support. 

"(2)  That  we  hereby  express  our  appreciation  of  the  labors  of  the 
Rev.  W.  S.  Holmes,  editor,  and  commend  the  paper  to  the  consideration 
of  our  brethren." 

On  motion,  a  recess  was  taken  until  8  130  o'clock  P.  M. 

8  130  o'clock  P.  M. 
Council  reassembled  at  the  appointed  time,  the  Bishop  in 
the  Chair. 

The  Missionary  Session  of  Council  was  in  order. 

After  service,  as  required  by  Canon,  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  was  read  by  its  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
the  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted.     {See  Appendix  II.) 

The  apportionment  of  the  Board  of  Missions  on  the  vari- 
ous Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  for  the  support  of  the 
Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  was  read,  and  such  changes 
made  in  the  apportionment  as  were  deemed  necessary  or 
advisable  by  the  Rectors  or  lay  Deputies  from  the  Parishes. 

On  motion,  the  apportionment  for  St.  Philip's  Parish, 
Charleston,  was  referred  back  to  the  Board  for  further  ad- 
justment. 

The  report  of  the  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner,  Archdeacon,  for  the 
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Work  Amongst  Colored  People  in  the  Diocese,  was  read, 
and,  on  motion,  received  and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal. 
(See  Appendix  VI.). 

Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough,  Archdeacon  of  the  First  Mission- 
ary District,  rendered  a  verbal  report  of  his  District,  full  of 
hopeful  and  helpful  encouragement. 

The  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon,  Archdeacon  of  the  Second  Mis- 
sionary District,  presented  his  report,  which,  on  motion,  was 
received  and  ordered  printed,  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACON  OF  THE  SECOND  MISSION- 
ARY DISTRICT. 

There  have  been  two  meetings  of  the  Convocation  since  the  last  An- 
nual Council,  viz  :  One  at  Marion,  in  October,  and  one  at  Ridgeway,  in 
April.  At  the  first,  12  of  the  15  active  clerical  members  were  present; 
at  the  second,  8.  We  think  that  the  meetings  were  beneficial  to  the 
people  of  the  respective  places  where  they  were  held,  and  to  the  breth- 
ren in  attendance.  The  absence  of  so  many  of  the  Clergy  at  the  April 
meeting  caused  the  adoption  of  a  series  of  resolutions  on  the  subject  of 
absenteeism,  which  will  be  published  in  the  "Diocese."  In  November 
last,  the  Archdeacon  held  a  six  days  Mission  in  St.  Stephen's,  Ridgeway, 
preaching  twice  each  day.  He  hopes,  and  the  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's 
believes,  that  permanent  good  was  done.  This  is  an  agency  for  Church 
extension  which  we  should  be  glad  to  see  more  widely  used  in  our 
Diocese.  Our  District  is  most  satisfactorily  supplied  with  well-learned 
and  devoted  Priests.  Five  of  those  lately  advanced  to  the  Holy  Priest- 
hood having  their  cures  within  our  bounds.  There  has  been  no  change, 
so  far  as  I  know,  in  the  condition  of  our  two  disabled  brothers.

The  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  Acting  Archdeacon  of  the  Third 
Missionary  District,  read  his  report,  which  was  as  follows, 
and,  on  motion,  it  was  ordered  printed : 

REPORT  OF  THE  ACTING  ARCHDEACON  OF  THE  THIRD 
MISSIONARY  DISTRICT. 

Covering  the  Counties  of  Charleston,  Colleton,  Beaufort,  Hampton, 
Barnwell,  Dorchester,  Bamberg,  Williamsburg,  Georgetown,  Horry  and 
Berkeley. 

Owing  to  the  illness  of  Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  the  Bishop  in  February  last 
appointed  me  acting  Archdeacon  in  his  place.  In  pursuance  of  such  ap- 
pointment, at  the  meeting  of  Convocation  held  with  St.  John's  Church, 
Hampstead,  Charleston,  I  caused  the  Secretary  to  read  the  notice  of  said 
appointment,  and  presided  over  the  deliberations  and  services  of  the 
Convocation. 

The  reports  of  the  Missionaries  at  work  in  the  third  Convocation 
were  encouraging.  Some  of  them  are  working  on  the  Sea  Islands, 
others  in  Parishes  and  at  stations  where  once  the  Church  was  strong  in 
members,  wealth  and  influence,  but  now  is  weak  and  depleted  and  able 
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barely  to  survive.  Others  again  are  engaged  in  evangelizing  people  who 
hitherto  have  had  no  special  interest  shown  in  them  by  the  Church; 
while  others  still  are  at  work  in  the  city  of  Charleston  among  the  sub- 
merged tenth,  the  dismembered  wrecks  in  the  slums  and  alleys  of  the 
city. 

The  St.  Barnabas  Mission,  at  Summerville,  under  charge  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Glass ;  the  Sheltering  Arms  and  the  Farm,  under  charge  of  Mr.  Cor- 
nish; the  work  of  Mr.  Guerry,  on  Waccamaw  and  on  the  Pee  Dee,  are 
examples  of  what  is  here  referred  to. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Walsh  is  engaged  in  an  interesting  work,  distant  some 
miles  from  Walterboro,  among  a  prosperous  people  hitherto  strangers  to 
the  Church  and  her  ways. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Walker  is  covering  the  territory  west  of  the  Port  Royal 
and  Augusta  Railway,  towards  Savannah  River  and  Bluffton. 

These  do  not  include  several  who  receive  assistance  from  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  are  doing  essentially  missionary  work,  but  in  regularly 
organized  Parishes  which  could  not  get  on  without  this  assistance. 

There  are  26  Clergy  in  the  Convocation — three  who  have  no  parochial 
charge  or  work ;  14  in  charge  of  Parishes ;  2  engaged  in  city  mission 
work,  and  the  others  at  work  in  the  missionary  fields.  These  supply  32 
Parishes  and  organized  Missions ;  6  unorganized  Missions,  and  16  points 
of  work  among  the  colored  people. 

Reference  to  the  reports  of  these  brethren  to  be  published  in  the  Jour- 
nal will  give  particulars  that  would  be  out  of  place  here. 

Among  the  works  undertaken  by  this  Convocation  is  the  education  of 
a  young  lady,  a  doubly-orphaned  daughter  of  one  of  our  former  Clergy, 
at  St.  Mary's,  Raleigh,  at  a  cost  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  for 
the  year,  raised  by  voluntary  subscriptions  from  the  several  Parishes 
and  Mission  Stations  in  amounts  ranging  from  two  dollars  to  twenty- 
four  dollars.  The  reports  from  the  young  lady  are  of  the  most  encour- 
aging character.  It  is  purposed  to  continue  this  method  of  maintaining 
a  scholarship  at  St.  Mary's,  which  has  not  been  felt  as  a  burden  by  any 
of  the  Parishes  or  Missions  contributing,  and  which  is  respectfully  com- 
mended to  our  brethren  of  the  other  Convocations,  as  an  easy  and  prac- 
tical method  of  developing  an  interest  in  St.  Mary's,  of  aiding  in  the 
education  of  deserving  girls  who  otherwise  would  probably  be  without 
the  means  of  obtaining  what  is  so  necessary,  and  of  doing  a  work  than 
which  there  is  none  that  more  strongly  appeals  to  the  sympathy  of  our 
people.

After  prayer  by  the  Bishop,  Council  adjourned  to  meet 
to-morrow  at  10  o'clock.

THIRD  DAY. 

10  130  A.  M.,  Thursday,  May  9,  A.  D.  1901. 

Council  was  called  to  order  at  the  appointed  time,  the 
Bishop  in  the  Chair. 

The  minutes  of  previous  day's  session  were  read,  and, 
after  correction,  were  adopted. 

One  additional  lay  Deputy,  Dr.  R.  E.  Hughes,  was  re- 
ported present. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  the  Committee  on  the  Memorial 
Tablet  to  Bishop  Howe  in  St.  Phillip's  Church,  the  Rev. 
John  Kershaw,  the  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner,  and  Mr.  C.  S.  Gads- 
den. 

The  following  examining  Chaplains  were  appointed  by 
the  Bishop : 

First  District — Rev.  John  D.  McCollough,  D.  D.,  and 
Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher. 

Second  District — Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon,  Rev.  J.  H.  Tilling- 
hast. 

Third  District — Rev.  John  Johnson,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Robert 
Wilson,  D.  D.,  Rev.  John  Kershaw. 

In  Hebrew,  Rev.  H.  H.  Covington. 

The  Bishop  also  appointed  Rev.  John  Kershaw  Archdea- 
con of  the  Third  Missionary  District. 

A  letter  was  read  to  the  Council  by  the  Bishop,  from 
Bishop  Weed,  of  Florida,  setting  forth  the  great  need  which 
results  from  the  disastrous  fire  a  few  days  ago ;  and  the 
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Bishop  appointed  the  Sunday  after  Ascension  Day  as  the 
Sunday  for  taking  an  offering  for  the  Jacksonville  sufferers. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  George  H.  Johnston,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Mr. 
Joyner  was  requested  to  have  150  copies  of  this  letter  printed 
and  distributed  among  the  Clergy  and  the  Parishes. 

Mr.  John  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  presented  the  report  of  the 
Trustees.  It  was  received  and  ordered  printed.  (See  Ap- 
pendix IV.). 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  made  its  re- 
port.   On  motion,  it  was  received  and  ordered  printed. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  reports  that  it  has  gone  over  all  of  the 
report's  sent  in  to  the  Secretary  of  the -Council  from  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions. Unfortunately,  so  many  Clergymen  have  neglected  to  send  in 
reports,  that  it  is  impossible  to  form  any  intelligent  estimate  of  the  pro- 
gress of  the  Churclf  during  the  past  year.  Fourteen  Parishes  and  ten 
Missions  have  failed  to  send  statements,  including  some  of  our  larger 
congregations.  The  total  figures  at  hand,  therefore,  fall  far  below  the 
full  totals  for  last  year.  By  comparing  the  figures  sent  in  with  those  of 
1900,  for  the  same  Parishes,  however,  it  is  evident  that  the  total  number 
of  communicants  is  steadily  increasing.  Your  Committee  respectfully 
urges  all  Clergymen  to  have  their  reports  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary 
immediately  after  the  thirtieth  of  April,  in  each  year,  in  order  that  the 
statistics  may  be  available  for  the  use  of  the  Council. 

By  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Wilson,  D.  D.,  as  Rector  of  St. 
Luke's  Parish,  Charleston,  that  church  is  closed.  The  Vestry  have 
decided  not  to  call  another  Rector,  preferring  to  turn  the  property  over 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  for  missionary  purposes. 

Judging  by  the  Bishop's  report  to  the  Council,  the  condition  of  the 
Diocese  is  better  than  ever  before ;  and  with  so  many  new  and  well 
equipped  young  Clergymen  coming  in  to  fill  the  old  places,  and  to  build 
up  new  ones,  the  future  seems  bright. 

We  are  glad  to  see  a  new  mission,  called  "St.  Andrew's,"  started  in 
Greenville,  and  to  watch  the  steady  growth  of  St.  Timothy's,  Columbia. 

The  report  from  Holy  Trinity,  Clemson,  shows  the  wisdom  of  build- 
ing the  church  and  organizing  a  mission  there.  Another  mission  has 
been  started  at  Calhoun  Falls,  which  gives  good  promise.  Regular  ser- 
vices have  been  inaugurated  in  the  old  Brooks  Chapel,  near  Ninety-Six. 

The  building  up  of  industrial  communities  around  our  new  cotton 
mills  is  opening  fertile  fields  for  mission  work,  of  which  the  denomina- 
tions are  eagerly  availing  themselves.  Some  of  these  towns  are  already 
of  fair  proportions ;  Pelzer  and  Piedmost,  for  example,  having  four  or 
five  thousand  population  each,  with  a  number  of  churches.  We  regret 
to  see  that  our  own  Church  is  not  represented  there ;  we  should  be  lead- 
ing in  this  work ;  whereas,  we  are  not  even  keeping  pace  with  other 
organizations.  These  people  need  all  the  religious  influences  that  can  be 
brought  to  bear  upon  them ;  these  towns  are  growing  and  prospering — 
they  will  in  time  become  cities ;  the  future  of  our  Church  in  those  places 
will  depend  on  the  foundations  which  we  should  now  be  erecting  there. 
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It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  efforts  be  made  to  establish  Missions 

in  as  many  of  these  factory  towns  as  possible.

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  rendered  its 
report,  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  respectfully  report : 
That  they  have  considered  the  several  matters  referred  to  them,  and 
recommend 

1st.  In  respect  to  change  in  Article  III.  of  the  Constitution,  Section  2, 
they  consider  any  change  inexpedient. 

2d.  They  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  amendment  of 
Canon  XII.,  §  2,  authorizing  the  Board  of  Missions  to  fill  vacancies  in 
their  body. 

3d.  In  regard  to  the  proposed  amendment  of  Proviso  in  Canon  VI., 
the  Committee  recommend  that  it  be  not  adopted. 
Respectfully  submitted. 

Jno.  D.  McColeough,  for  the  Committee. 

This  Committee  had  previously  rendered  a  special  report. 

It  was  moved  and  carried,  that  the  consideration  of  the 
previous  report  should  be  postponed  until  this  report  was 
disposed  of. 

Discussion  was  entered  into  on  the  first  recommendation 
of  the  report  of  the  Committee. 

Rev.  Mr.  Porcher  moved  to  reject  the  recommendation. 

Rev.  Dr.  McCullough  moved  as  an  amendment,  that  the 
Bishop  appoint  a  Special  Committee  to  take  into  considera- 
tion Section  2,  Article  III.,  of  the  Constitution,  and  report 
at  the  next  Council. 

Rev.  Mr.  Brown  moved  as  an  amendment,  that  the  Com- 
mittee report  to  this  Council. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Prioleau,  Mr.  Brown's  amend- 
ment was  laid  upon  the  table. 

Discussion  was  resumed  on  the  amendment  offered  by  Dr. 
McCollough. 

A  vote  was  taken  and  division  called  for,  resulting  in  a 
vote  of  28  affirmatively  and  17  negatively. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  to  reconsider  the  vote  taken  on 
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Dr.  McCollough's  amendment,  and  discussion  was  resumed 
on  the  original  motion. 

Mr.  Porcher  offered  as  a  substitute,  to  amend  Article  III., 
Section  2,  as  follows  : 

"That  the  words  'organized  Mission'  be  inserted  after  the  words 
'organized  Parishes,'  so  that  it  may  read,  'Rector,  Minister  or  Assistant 
Minister  of  an  organized  Parish  or  organized  Mission  that  is,  or  has 
been,  or  hereafter  may  be  in  union  with  the  Council." 

Dr.  McCollough  accepted  Mr.  Porcher's  amendment  as  a 
substitute  and  withdrew  his  motion,  whereupon  Mr.  Por- 
cher's amendment  was  carried  by  a  unanimous  vica  voce 
vote. 

The  Rev.  J.  W.  C.  Johnson  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment to  Article  III.,  Section  2,  of  the  Constitution  : 

Article  III.,  Sectioned,  of  the  Constitution:  "That  in  line  2,  the 
words  'actually  as  #well  as'  be  omitted ;  that  in  line  8,  after  the  words 
'with  the  Council,'  be  inserted  the  words,  'or  as  professor  in  an  institu- 
tion of  learning,  controlled  or  partly  controlled  by  this  Diocese.'  " 

The  amendment  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Canons. 

The  second  recommendation  of  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Constitution  and  Canons  was  next  discussed. 

The  Rev.  W.  N.  Tillinghast  moved  its  adoption,  and  the 
motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

The  third  recommendation  of  the  Committee's  report  was 
then  considered.- 

It  was  suggested  that  the  consideration  of  this  question  be 
postponed  until  the  next  Council. 

Mr.  John  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  moved  to  proceed  at  once  to  act 
upon  the  proposed  change  in  the  Canon. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast  moved  to  postpone.    Motion  lost. 

The  question  under  discussion  was  to  strike  out  the  word 
"male"  in  the  Proviso  of  Canon  VI. 

The  question  was  fully  discussed  by  Mr.  John  P.  Thomas, 
Jr.,  Mr.  McCrady,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon,  the  Rev.  J.  H.  and 
W.  N.  Tillinghast. 

The  discussion  was  interrupted  by  a  telegram  of  greetings 
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from  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia,  and  the  Sec- 
retary was  instructed  to  send  a  suitable  reply  to  the  greet- 
ings, and  also  to  send  greetings  to  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi 
in  Convention  assembled. 

Discussion  was  resumed  on  the  question. 
A  vote  was  called  for  by  Orders  with  the  following  result : 
Twenty-one  of  the  Clergy  voted ;  fifteen  affirmatively,  six 
negatively. 

Twenty-one  Parishes  voted;  eleven  affirmatively,  nine 
negatively,  one  divided.

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The  amendment  having  failed  to  receive  the  necessary 
two-thirds  majority  of  both  Orders,  was  laid  over  for  final 
action  at  the  next  Council. 

The  following  amendment  to  Section  2,  Article  III.,  of  the 
Constitution,  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast : 

"Provided :  That  no  Presbyter  once  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Council,  and  who  being  Canonically  resident  is  still  engaged  in  Mission- 
ary work  in  the  Diocese,  shall  forfeit  such  right  and  privileges  because 
no  longer  connected  with  an  organized  Parish." 

On  motion,  the  amendment  was  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Discussion  on  the  proposed  Canon  XX.,  as  submitted  by 
the  Committee  on  Canons  and  Constitution,  was  entered 
upon. 

Mr.  John  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  moved  to  strike  out  the  clause, 
"except  that  real  property,"  &c,  to  the  words  "meeting  of 
the  Board,"  inclusive. 

Motion  carried. 

Motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  just  taken  was  carried,  and 
Mr.  Thomas  moved  to  strike  out  the  entire  Section  4,  and  the 
motion  was  carried. 

The  proposed  Canon  was,  on  motion,  considered  by  sec- 
tions. 

Rev.  Mr.  Porcher  offered  the  following  amendment  in  the 
first  line  of  the  first  section :  To  insert  the  words  "the 
Bishop  ex  officio,  and"  between  "consists  of"  and  "eight 
communicants." 

The  amendment  was  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  moved  to  amend  by  substituting 
"six"  for  "eight"  in  the  number  of  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Porter  Military  Academy  asked  and 
obtained  leave  to  present  their  report,  which  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Magrauder ;  received  and  ordered  printed. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Porter  Academy  elected  by  this  body  beg  leave 
to  report  as  follows : 
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The  founder  of  this  noble  institution,  the  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D., 
owing  to  ill-health,  has  turned  over  the  management  of  the  Porter 
Academy  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  body — in  turn — has  elected 
an  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  as 
Chairman,  and  the  Rev.  John  Johnson,  the  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  the  Rev. 
Jas.  G.  Glass,  Mr.  R.  G.  Rhett,  Mr.  E.  H.  Pringle,  and  Mr.  F.  A. 
Mitchell.  These  gentlemen  of  the  Executive  Committee  have  most  suc- 
cessfully carried  on  the  institution  thus  far,  and  at  the  approaching 
annual  meeting  of  the  Board  on  July  2d,  it  is  proposed  to  make  such 
changes  as  it  is  thought,  will  conduce  to  the  development  and  progress 
of  the  institution. 

One  hundred  boys  have  been  on  the  roll  of  the  Academy  during  the 
current  year ;  of  these  thirty  were  day  students.  Twenty  of  the  remain- 
der were  entire  beneficiaries. 

The  financial  status  is  as  follows :  The  Trustees  hope  to  close  the  year 
without  debt,  although  there  is  a  present  deficit  of  $800  to  $1,000. 

The  closing  exercises  of  the  Academy  will  take  place  the  26th  of  June. 
This  institution,  with  its  magnificent  equipment,  has  great  possibilities 
before  it,  and  it  is  heartily  commended  to  the  patronge  and  support — 
moral  and  material — of  the  Church. 

We  regret  to  report  the  continued  ill  health  of  the  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter, 
D.  D.,  Rector  Emeritus,  and  of  the  Rev.  T.  A.  Porter,  a  clerical  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.

Council  reassembled  at  the  appointed  time. 
The  discussion  on  proposed  Canon  XX.  was  resumed. 
On  motion,  a  recess  was  taken  for  ten  minutes. 
Council  reassembled. 

Mr.  Hayne  moved  that  further  consideration  of  this  re- 
port on  Canon  XX.  be  deferred  until  next  Council.  Car- 
ried. 

Rev.  J.  W.  C.  Johnson  presented  the  report  of  St.  Luke's 
Brotherhood  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry,  as  follows : 

In  presenting  the  annual  statement  of  the  South  Carolina  Branch  of 
the  St.  Luke's  Brotherhood  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry,  I  take  occa- 
sion to  say  that  the  Brotherhood  in  our  Diocese  has  sustained  itself,  but 
has  not  made  the  progress  worthy  of  the  cause  of  theological  education. 

I  have  the  following  suggestion  to  make,  after  some  study  of  the  pur- 
poses of  this  organization.  In  this  Diocese,  it  has  been  the  case  several 
times  in  recent  years  when  the  income  of  vested  scholarship  funds, 
added  to  the  liberal  gifts  of  the  Advancement  Society,  proved  insuffi- 
cient, to  meet  our  needs  in  assisting  theological  students.  This  is  not 
true  always  and  is  not  true  now.  Consequently  the  force  of  our  plea  for 
aid  for  South  Carolina  students  is  at  times  much  weakened.    I  shall 
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propose  at  this  Council  to  do  away  with  the  requirement  of  the  resolu- 
tion under  which  I  am  acting  as  your  Bishop's  agent,  that  limits  funds 
raised  by  this  Branch  to  South  Carolina  students.  The  effect  of  this 
will  be  that,  unless  expressly  designated,  funds  sent  to  this  Treasury 
will  be  returned  annually  to  the  General  Treasury  at  Sewanee,  to  be 
disbursed  for  the  aid  of  Theological  students  in  general,  and  that  South 
Carolina  students  will  take  their  share  with  the  men  from  our  sister 
Southern  Dioceses.  I  believe  this  to  be  the  better  plan :  a  broader  and  a 
wiser  comprehension  of  our  obligations  that  will  stimulate  more  and 
larger  contributions,  and  brings  before  our  people  the  facts  of  the  cease- 
less demand  for  aid  to  theological  students  at  Sewanee,  and  a  generous 
response  to  such  a  worthy  cause  is  sure  to  be  made.

The  following  resolution  was  offered1  by  Mr.  John  R. 
London,  and  carried : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Council  records  its  appreciation  of  the  gracious 
hospitality  extended  by  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  and  by  its  members, 
during  this  meeting." 

Mr.  H.  K.  Jenkins  moved  that  the  Secretary  be  author- 
ized to  have  printed  750  copies  of  the  Journal,  or  more  if 
needed.      Motion  carried. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Kershaw  moved  to  reconsider  the  date  of 
the  meeting  of  the  next  Council.  Carried. 

Motion  was  then  carried  that  the  Bishop  should  fix  the 
date.* 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Brown,  and  carried : 

"Resolved,  That  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Council  be  tendered  to  the 
organist  and  choir  of  this  Parish,  for  the  music  rendered  during  the 
meeting  of  this  Council." 

Upon  a  call  for  a  quorum  being  made,  it  was  found,  after 
an  official  count,  that  a  quorum  was  not  present. 

Mr.  H.  K.  Jenkins  moved,  and  the  motion  was  carried, 
that  after  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  day's  sessions 
and  their  approval,  and  after  prayers  by  the  Bishop,  the 
Council  adjourn  sine  die. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved,  and  after  prayer 
and  a  few  parting  remarks  by  the  Bishop,  Council  ad- 
journed sine  die.

APPENDIX  L 


Bishop's  Annual  Address,  May  7th,  X90X. 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  met  together  in  the  One  Hundred 
and  Eleventh  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Diocese,  I  greet  and  welcome 
you  with  all  confidence,  and  affection.  I  give  you  the  Apostle's  bene- 
diction : 

Grace  be  with  you  all ! 

And  with  all  them  that  love 

Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity ! 

This  is  the  fourth  time  that  the  Annual  Council  has  met  in  Greenville. 

It  will  not  be  inappropriate  in  me  to  give  you  the  facts  which  belong 
to  the  beginnings  of  Church  life  in  Greenville.  They  bring  us  a  valua- 
ble lesson  in  Church  work,  and  are  especially  appropriate  to  our  meeting 
to-day  in  this  beautiful  and  growing  city,  and  in  this  Parish,  now  be- 
come one  of  the  strong  and  helpful  Parishes  of  our  Diocese. 

The  first  mention  of  Greenville  in  the  Journals  of  the  Convention  will 
be  found  in  the  Journal  of  1821,  by  which  it  appears  that  the  Society 
for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina  through  its  Mis- 
sionary, the  Rev.  Rudolphus  Dickinson,  then  a  Deacon,  who  had  re- 
moved to  the  Diocese  from  the  North,  had  organized  an  "Episcopal 
Church"  in  June,  1820,  at  Pendleton,  Greenville,  and  the  South  Carolina 
Armory,  viz :  St.  Paul's,  Pendleton ;  St.  James,  Greenville ;  and  St. 
Peter's,  at  the  Armory.  In  this  Convention  (1821)  St.  James,  Green- 
ville, was  represented  by  Mr.  John  Dawson,  and  St.  Peter's,  Greenville 
District,  by  Mr.  Charles  Kershaw. 

Mr.  Dawson  represented  St.  James,  Greenville,  in  1822,  in  Convention, 
but  St.  Peter's  is  not  represented,  and  is  not  again  mentioned.  Indeed, 
St.  James  and  St.  Peter's  seem  each  to  have  had  a  name,  but  neither  of 
them  a  local  habitation  !  Yet  they  each  had  a  representative  in  the  Con- 
vention, 182 1. 

Bishop  Bowen  made  his  first  visitation  to  Greenville  in  the  summer  of 
1821,  and  speaks  of  Mr.  Dickinson's  earnest  work  in  organizing  the 
congregations  at  Greenville  and  Pendleton.  In  1824,  Mr.  Dickinson  is 
put  down  as  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Pendleton,  and  St.  Paul's  is  repre- 
sented in  Convention,  but  no  mention  is  made  of  Greenville.  The 
church  in  Pendleton  had  been  built  in  1820,  and  was  consecrated  in 
November  of  that  year,  but  nothing  is  said  of  Greenville  in  the  Journals 
of  '23,  '24,  or  '25. 

In  1826,  the  Rev.  Edward  Thomas,  Deacon,  is  put  down  as  Mission- 
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ary  to  Greenville,  but  he  removed  the  year  following  to  Edisto  Island, 
and  the  Rev.  Thos.  J.  Young  was  sent  to  Greenville  by  the  Bishop  in 
1827,  the  Advancement  Society  paying  his  salary  and  traveling  expenses. 

In  his  address  to  Convention  in  February,  1828,  Bishop  Bowen  says, 
after  referring  to  Mr.  Young's  removal  to  the  low  country,  that  the  few 
members  of  the  church  at  Greenville  had  commenced  to  build  a  church; 
that  they  were  unable  to  complete  it;  that  they  need  $500;  and  the 
Bishop  asked  that  this  sum  be  given  to  encourage  the  little  flock  at 
Greenville. 

In  1829,  the  Bishop  reports  to  Convention,  that  he  had  consecrated  in 
November,  1828,  "at  Greenville  Court  House  village,  the  substantial  and 
commodious  church  which  had  been  erected  within  the  last  two  years," 
although  it  was  not  then  completed.  The  Bishop  thus  continues  his 
reference  to  Greenville :  "This  station  of  Missionary  service,  instituted 
by  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina, 
has  wanted  the  advantage  of  a  settled  resident  Minister ;  and  exhibits, 
therefore  as  yet,  a  much  less  prosperous  appearance  than  that  of  Pen- 
dleton. Efforts  to  attain  this  advantage  hitherto  unsuccessful  are  not 
relaxed."  The  Bishop  refers  to  the  unflagging  interest  of  Mr.  Edward 
Croft,  and  to  the  loss  to  the  church  in  Greenville  by  the  death  of  Mr. 
EeBruce. 

The  year  following,  1830,  the  name  of  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  first 
appears  in  the  Journal,  and  the  Rev.  Patrick  H.  Falker,  who  had 
resigned  Trinity,  Columbia,  is  put  down  in  the  list  of  Clergy  as  Rector 
of  Christ  Church,  Greenville.  The  name  Christ  Church  was  given  at 
the  consecration,  in  November,  1828.  The  following  is  the  memoran- 
dum in  the  Bishop's  book :  "A  brick  church  erected  at  Greenville  Court 
House  was  consecrated  by  the  title  of  Christ  Church,  Greenville ;  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Dickinson,  of  Pendleton,  and  the  Rev.  P.  Gadsden,  of  St. 
Paul's,  Stono,  assisting."  The  first  report  of  the  congregation  appears 
in  this  Journal  of  1830,  as  given  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Falker: 
Families,  14  white,  1  colored ;  communicants,  10 ;  children  under  14 
years,  32. 

And  so,  beloved,  this  strong  Parish  had  its  beginning ;  and  if  you  will 
read  the  old  Journals  you  will  see  how  all  the  strong  Parishes  of  to-day 
were  planted,  and  cherished,  and  helped,  and  encouraged,  until  like 
Christ  Church,  Greenville,  they  have  become  strong,  self-sustaining 
Parishes,  helping  as  they  were  helped,  and  planting  as  they  were 
planted,  that  so  by  willing  hands  and  generous  hearts  the  Kingdom  of 
God  may  come  to  men,  and  His  saving  truth  to  our  children  and  to  our 
children's  children. 

But  what  changes,  brethren,  since  this  Parish  made  its  first  report! 
The  beautiful  church  in  which  we  are  now  assembled,  with  its  splendid 
organ,  and  its  handsome  chancel  furniture,  its  131  church  families,  and 
307  communicants,  is  a  good  illustration  of  the  difference  between  now 
and  then;  1901  and  1830!    Bishop  Bowen  traveled  over  his  Diocese  in 
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his  carriage,  and  drove  from  Charleston  to  Philadelphia  to  attend  a  Gen- 
eral Convention,  visiting  the  Mission  at  Greenville  on  his  way  North. 

This  Parish  then  had  10  communicants !  The  churches  at  Pendleton, 
Greenville,  and  Cheraw,  were  the  only  Episcopal  Churches  in  South 
Carolina  North  of  an  East  and  West  line  through  Columbia ! 

Your  fathers  laid  foundations  under  many  discouragements  and  dis- 
advantages ;  and  as  we  read  the  story  of  their  work,  the  one  lesson  we 
will  be  sure  to  learn,  if  we  read  wisely,  is  the  lesson  we  need  most  to 
learn :  The  Church's  work  is  done  by  those  men  and  women  who  are  in 
earnest — who  have  a  deep  and  true  sense  of  its  essential  importance — 
who  are  willing  to  make  sacrifices,  because  they  see  and  feel  that  only 
by  sacrifice,  and  sacrificing,  can  the  Church  be  built  up  and  made  strong 
— who  are  patient,  and  believing,  and  brave,  and  true ! 

As  we  meet  then,  beloved,  in  the  mth  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
assembled  in  the  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  of  1901,  let  us  hail  and 
welcome  the  spirit  of  eighty  years  ago ;  the  spirit  that  animated  the 
minds  of  the  Bishop,  and  his  missionaries,  and  that  kept  the  little  flock 
at  Greenville  faithful  to  their  purpose  of  founding  a  Parish ! 

I  need  not  assure  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church  and  his  flock,  of  our 
glad  appreciation  of  their  warm  welcome  to  this  Parish,  and  to  Green- 
ville !  Your  Bishop  feels  at  home  within  these  hallowed  walls,  and  with 
his  brethren  of  the  Council,  rejoices  in  your  prosperity. 

I  turn  now,  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  laity,  to  give  you  an  account  of 
my  stewardship  since  we  last  met  in  Council.  The  following  is  a  list  of 
my  visitations  within  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year,  with  the  numbers 
of  the  confirmed  at  each  visitation :

Let  me  take  this  opportunity  to  call  attention  of  the  Clergy  to  the 
matter  of  instructing  the  candidates  for  Confirmation  in  the  order  of 
the  service  days.  This  seems  a  small  matter,  and  yet  no  little  confusion 
will  be  seen  to  follow  when  some  of  the  candidates  kneel  instead  of 
standing  before  the  Chancel,  when  they  first  present  themselves;  when 
a  woman  comes  up  with  her  hat  on ;  when  the  candidates  have  to  be  told 
again  and  again  by  the  Bishop  when  to  kneel ;  to  hold  up  their  heads ; 
when  the  people,  for  want  of  previous  instruction,  kneel  at  the  wrong 
time,  and  sit  when  they  should  be  standing.  These  irregularities  occur 
so  often  that  I  am  constrained  to  notice  them  in  this  way.

ORDINATIONS. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  held  15  Ordinations.  On  Mav  II,  1900, 
I  advanced  to  the  sacred  order  of  Priests,  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Boyd  and  the 
Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell.  On  June  22,  1900,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Virginia 
Theological  Seminary,  and  upon  their  graduation  at  the  Seminary,  I 
ordained  to  the  Diaconate,  Messrs.  B.  M.  Anderson,  H.  H.  Covington, 
J.  B.  Walker,  and  G.  C.  Williams.  On  July  22,  1900,  in  Trinity  Church, 
Columbia,  upon  his  graduation  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  I 
ordained  Deacon,  Albert  S.  Thomas.  On  July  28,  1900,  at  St.  Augus- 
tine's Chapel,  Sewanee,  and  upon  his  graduation  at  St.  Luke's  Hall,  I 
ordained  Deacon,  Mr.  John  Beean.  On  September  23,  1900,  in  Christ 
Church,  Greenville,  and  upon  his  graduation  at  St.  Luke's  Hall,  Se- 
wanee, I  ordained  Deacon,  Mr.  Crosswell  McBee ;  and  at  the  same  time 
advanced  to  the  Priesthood,  the  Rev.  Harold  Thomas.  In  considera- 
tion of  the  important  work  they  were  doing  as  Missionaries,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  at  my  request,  shortened  the  term  of  five  of  these 
Deacons  mentioned  above,  and  I  advanced  to  the  Priesthood  on  March 
3,  1901,  in  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  B.  M.  Anderson, 
H.  H.  Covington,  Albert  S.  Thomas,  J.  B.  Walker,  and  G.  C.  Williams. 

CLERICAL  CHANGES. 

I  regret  very  much  to  report  that  there  have  been  an  unusual  number 
of  Clerical  changes  during  the  past  year.  In  June,  1900,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
W.  E.  Evans  resigned  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  to  accept  a  call  to  the 
Monumental  Church,  Richmond,  Va.  In  July,  the  Rev.  T.  P.  Baker 
resigned  St.  David's,  Cheraw,  and  the  Missions  at  Bennettsville  and 
Society  Hill,  to  accept  a  call  to  the  Diocese  of  Washington.  In  January 
of  this  year,  the  Rev.  Robert  Wilson,  D.  D.,  for  many  years  past  the  able 
and  devoted  Rector  of  St.  Luke's,  Charleston,  worn  down  by  long  con- 
tinued ill-health,  against  which  he  had  faithfully  battled,  was  con- 
strained, greatly  to  his  own  regret  and  to  the  sorrow  of  his  devoted 
Parish,  to  resign  St.  Luke's  Church,  Charleston.  At  the  same  time,  the 
Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast  resigned  his  charge  of  the  Mission  at  Orange- 
burg. In  March  following,  the  Rev.  Sanders  R.  Guignard  resigned  the 
Church  of  the  Nativity,  Union,  to  accept  a  call  to  Greensboro,  N.  C. 
In  April,  the  Rev.  Wm.  Theoditus  Capers  resigned  Grace  Church, 
Anderson,  to  accept  a  call  to  Trinity  Church,  Vicksburg,  Miss.  The 
Rev.  J.  C.  Waring,  Missionary  in  charge  of  St.  James,  Santee,  and  the 
Church  of  the  Messiah,  North  Santee,  to  whom  I  had  given  a  letter  dis- 
missory  to  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  returned  to  this  Diocese,  greatlv  to 
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my  gratification,  and  resumed  his  work  on  the  Santees,  in  January  last. 
The  Rev.  Churchill  Satterlee  was  called  from  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  to  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  to  take  Dr.  Evans'  place,  and  has 
most  efficiently  assumed  his  duties.  The  Rev.  C.  W.  Boyd  resigned  his 
Missions  at  Gaffney  and  Blacksburg,  and  has  taken  charge  of  Mr. 
Baker's  work.  I  have  appointed  the  Rev.  Crosswell  McBee,  with  the 
hearty  concurrence  of  the  Vestry,  to  take  the  place  of  Mr.  Guignard  at 
Union.  He  is  to  begin  his  Rectorship  on  the  1st  of  August.  I  have 
appointed  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Walker  to  be  Missionary  to  the  churches  at 
Grahamville,  Hardeeville,  Bluffton,  and  on  the  Okatee.  The  Rev.  H. 
H.  Covington  has  been  called  to  the  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter,  and  I 
have  appointed  him  Missionary  in  charge  of  the  churches  at  Bradford 
Springs  and  Summerton.  The  Rev.  B.  M.  Anderson  has  been  called  to 
St.  Paul's,  Pendleton,  and  I  have  appointed  him  in  charge  of  the  Mis- 
sions at  Fort  Hill  and  Seneca.  I  have  appointed  the  Rev.  Albert  S. 
Thomas  to  be  Missionary  in  charge  of  the  churches  at  Darlington, 
Society  Hill,  and  Marion.  I  have  also  appointed  the  Rev.  G.  C.  Wil- 
liams to  be  Missionary  in  charge  of  the  churches  at  Gaffney  and  Blacks- 
burg. The  Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell  having  resigned  his  charge  of  the  Mis- 
sions at  Greenwood  and  Willington,  and  having  accepted  a  call  to  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Columbia,  I  have  appointed  the  Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher  to 
the  Mission  at  Greenwood,  where  he  now  resides,  having  resigned,  at  my 
request,  his  charge  of  the  church  at  Pendleton.  In  addition  to  Green- 
wood, Mr.  Porcher  is  the  Missionary  in  charge  at  Willington.  At  his 
own  request,  I  transferred  the  Rev.  John  Beean  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
Western  Texas.  The  letters  dismissory  given  to  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Evans,  Baker,  Guignard,  Capers,  and  Beean,  have  all  been  duly  accepted. 
At  present  the  old  Parish  of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Denis  is  vacant,  as  also 
the  churches  at  Orangeburg  and  Anderson.  The  resignation  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Wilson  has  practically  dissolved  the  small  and  devoted  congregation 
that  sustained  his  ministry  in  that  Parish,  and  I  am  now  endeavoring  to 
organize  a  Mission  there. 

CONSECRATION  OF  CHURCHES. 

During  the  year  past  I  have  consecrated  five  churches.  Two  of  these, 
St.  Ann's  Memorial  Chapel,  Lexington,  and  St.  Mary's  Church,  Colum- 
bia, have  been  built  for  some  time,  but  have  recently  been  completed  and 
made  ready  for  consecration.  The  new  chapel,  St'.  Simon's,  Peake's, 
has  just  been  built.  These  three  churches  are  connected  with  the  work 
of  Archdeacon  Joyner,  amongst  our  colored  people.  Each  of  them 
represents  a  congregation  of  intelligent  church  people,  and  good  schools, 
taught  by  intelligent  teachers,  and  in  each  case  directed  and  supervised 
by  the  Missionary  in  charge. 

I  have  also  consecrated  the  new  St.  Mark's  Church,  Chester,  recently 
purchased  by  the  congregation  from  the  Lutherans,  and  refitted  for  our 
use.    On  the  17th  of  April,  I  consecrated  the  beautiful  chapel  just  com- 
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pleted  on  North  Santee,  to  take  the  place  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah 
destroyed  by  fire  years  ago. 

BAPTISMS,  MARRIAGES,  AND  BURIALS. 

During  the  year,  I  have  baptized  nine  infants,  and  three  adults ;  have 
given  the  blessing  or  officiated  entirely  at  seven  marriages ;  and  have 
been  present  and  officiated  in  part  or  whole  at  five  funerals. 

CONSENTS  FOR  CONSECRATION  OF  BISHOPS. 

In  June  last  I  gave  my  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the 
Rev.  R.  W.  Barnwell,  elected  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Ala- 
bama. Before  the  date  fixed  for  his  consecration,  the  venerable  Bishop 
of  Alabama,  having  departed  this  life,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Barnwell  was  con- 
secrated Bishop  of  Alabama,  in  St.  Paul's,  Selma,  on  St.  Tames  Day, 
July  25th,  1900.  I  had  the  honor  and  pleasure  of  preaching  the  sermon 
at  his  consecration  in  St.  Paul's,  Selma,  of  which  church  Mr.  Barnwell 
had  been  for  long  years  the  devoted  and  beloved  Rector,  and  where  I 
once  had  the  honor  to  serve  as  Rector. 

CONVOCATIONS. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  present  at  two  of  our  Convocations, 
greatly  to  my  edification  and  pleasure.  These  Convocations  were  held 
at  Marion,  in  October  last,  and  at  Union,  in  November  following.  If 
my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  will  give  me  due  notice  of  the  meeting  of 
Convocation,  and  will  prepare  their  Confirmation  Classes  so  that  I  can 
make  my  visitation  to  the  Parish  or  Mission  where  the  Convocation  is  to 
be  held,  I  will  promise  for  the  coming  year,  God  willing,  to  visit  each 
of  the  Convocations  in  the  Diocese.    I  cannot  promise  to  do  more. 

I  am  sorry  to  note  that  the  Convocations  are  almost  absolutely 
ignored  by  the  lay  Delegates  elected  to  attend  them,  except  by  those 
belonging  to  the  Parish  or  Mission  where  Convocation  meets.  The 
Columbia  Convocation,  at  its  late  meeting  in  St.  Stephen's,  Ridgeway, 
passed  admirable  resolutions  upon  this  important  subject,  and  sent  them 
to  me  for  my  approval.  I,  of  course,  approved  them,  as  they  forcibly 
call  attention  to  the  very  matter  which  I  think  of  so  much  importance 
to  the  zeal  and  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  I  have  never  been 
able  to  appreciate  the  readiness  with  which  our  lay  brethren  will  leave 
their  business,  and  their  homes,  to  attend  upon  Convocations  of  the 
Masons,  the  Knights  of  Phythias,  Shriners,  and  the  like,  and  yet  cannot 
find  time  to  attend  upon  the  vastly  more  serious,  important  and  impera- 
tive work  of  the  Church  of  God.  Speaking  with  one  of  our  Rectors 
recently  about  the  representation  of  his  Parish  in  this  very  Council,  he 
said  he  feared  that  the  Parish  would  not  be  represented ;  and  added, 

"There  is  Mr.   ,  as  good  a  man  as  he  is,  never  fails  to  attend  upon 

the  frequent  gatherings  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  yet  he  told  me 
that  he  could  not  spare  the  time  to  attend  the  Council."  I  feel  very 
sure,  dear  brethren  of  the  laity,  that  you  do  not  think  seriously  enough 
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about  your  duties  in  this  particular.  There  surely  cannot  be  any  com- 
parison in  your  more  serious  thought  between  the  claims  of  these  earthly 
societies  upon  your  time,  your  money  and  your  interest,  and  the  claims 
of  the  Divine  Kingdom  of  the  Church,  into  which  you  have  been  bap- 
tized and  confirmed  in  the  Name  of  the  Most  Holy  Trinity.  The  Bishop 
and  his  Clergy  need  your  presence  at  Convocation  and  Council,  because 
they  need  your  counsel  and  your  active  support  in  carrying  on  the  work 
of  the  Master's  Kingdom. 

It  is  not  only  a  mortifying  spectacle  but  a  most  discouraging  fact  to 
be  considered  by  the  Bishop  and  the  Clergy  when  the  Convocation 
assembles,  that  the  Church  in  the  Convocational  District  is  not  repre- 
sented by  the  people  to  whom  the  Church  is  appointed  to  minister. 
What  would  become  of  your  Masonic  conventions,  and  your  assemblies 
of  Knights,  and  other  like  societies,  if  only  your  officers  met  when  you 
are  summoned  to  your  quarterly  or  annual  meetings  ?  True,  the  Church 
is  a  Divine  institution,  and  will  survive  the  neglect  or  indifference  of 
man,  but  there  is  no  promise  of  God  that  the  Church  will  increase  or 
flourish  without  the  active  love  and  zealous  support  of  her  lay  people. 

bishop's  permanent  fund. 

You  will  remember,  brethren  of  the  Council,  that  at  the  late  Council 
held  in  St.  David's,  Cheraw,  the  following  resolution  was  passed: 

"Resolved.  That  the  Fund  known  as  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund, 
now  in  the  custody  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society 
for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  be  transferred 
and  delivered  by  the  said  Trustees  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  to  be  held  by  them  subject  to  the 
order  of  this  Council." 

I  have  cited  this  resolution  in  order  that  you  may  fully  understand 
what  I  am  now  about  to  say.  You  will  see,  dear  brethren,  that  the 
resolution  adopted  by  Council,  is  mandatory  in  its  nature,  and  yet  it  has 
not  been  executed,  because  of  certain  well  known  legal  difficulties  in  the 
way.  This  state  of  affairs  makes  a  conflict  between  the  judgment  of  the 
Council,  and  the  judgment  and  sense  of  responsibility  firmly  held  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  venerable  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity 
in  South  Carolina. 

With  a  view  towards  coming  to  some  common  understanding  on  this 
whole  subject,  so  that  we  may  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  conclusion  of 
what  I  must  feel  to  be  an  unprofitable  agitation  in  our  Council.  I  met 
with  certain  gentlemen  representing  the  resolutions  passed  by  the  Coun- 
cil, and  the  views  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Advancement  Society,  on 
the  15th  of  August  last.  After  fully  discussing  the  whole  subject,  and 
carefully  looking  into  the  legal  point's  involved,  we  came  to  the  unani- 
mous conclusion  that  the  law,  as  it  now  stands,  makes  it  impossible  for 
Council  to  possess  itself  of  any  funds  now  in  the  custody  of  chartered 
Boards  of  Trustees,  and  that  we  could  see  no  way  whatever  of  executing 
the  resolution  passed  by  Council.    It  was  proposed  that  we  should  sub- 
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mit  the  whole  question  involved  to  a  friendly  suit  before  the  Courts, 
with  a  view  to  a  final  settlement  of  our  differences.  After  fully  discuss- 
ing this  proposition,  the  lawyers  present,  who  represented  both  sides  of 
the  question,  agreed  that  such  a  suit  could  only  be  brought  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  on  a  demand  upon  the  Trustees  of  the  Advance- 
ment Society,  for  the  transfer  and  delivery  to  the  Diocesan  Trustees  of 
the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  by  the  gen- 
tlemen above  referred  to,  and  with  whom  I  was  consulting,  that  such  a 
suit  could  have  but  one  result,  under  the  charter  of  both  Boards ;  and 
that  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  would  have,  under  your  resolution,  no 
case  in  Court,  unless  the  Trustees  of  the  Advancement  Society  agreed  to 
surrender  the  Fund. 

I  respectfully  lay  these  facts  before  Council,  with  the  expression  of 
my  sincere  hope,  that  the  agitation  of  this  matter  be  laid  aside,  as  being 
both  futile  and  profitless. 

SEWANEE. 

In  July  last  I  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South  at  Sewanee,  and  was  present  throughout  the 
session.  I  made  the  address  before  the  Grammar  School,  and  presided 
at  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone  of  the  Bishop  Quintard  Memorial 
Dormitory.  This  Dormitory  is  a  splendid  stone  building,  the  largest 
yet  erected  at  Sewanee,  and  is  a  memorial  of  a  brother's  reverence  and 
love  for  the  late  Bishop  of  Tennessee.  It  is  to  be  the  home  of  the 
Grammar  School  boys.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  say  that  the 
Church's  work  at  Sewanee  moves  steadily  and  faithfully  on.  The 
struggle  with  untoward  circumstances,  and  innumerable  discourage- 
ments, only  fires  the  zeal  and  quickens  the  energies  of  the  friends  of 
this  noble  church  University.  We,  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina, 
can  never  repay  the  debt  we  owe  to  St.  Luke's  Hall,  Sewanee,  where  so 
many  of  our  Clergy  have  been  trained  in  the  work  they  are  doing  in  this 
Diocese,  and  where  we  now  have  three  (3)  of  our  candidates  matricu- 
lated. 

CHURCH  COUNCILS. 

In  October  last  I  attended  the  Annual  Missionary  Council  held  in 
Louisville,  Ky.  Our  venerable  brother,  the  Rev.  Dr.  McCullough,  the 
Nestor  of  our  clergy,  accompanied  me. 

I  called  special  attention  to  these  Annual  Missionary  Councils  in  my 
last  address,  and  I  will  not  repeat  here  what  I  said  then.  But  I  will  say, 
dear  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  laity,  that  no  clergyman  or  layman  who 
attends  this  annual  gathering  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  through 
its  representative  men  and  women,  will  fail  to  have  his  zeal  stimulated, 
his  interest  in  his  own  Diocese  quickened,  and  his  sense  of  obligation  to 
spread  the  Gospel  of  the  Kingdom  among  men,  deepened  and  strength- 
ened. This  quickening  of  our  zeal,  this  inspiring  of  our  faith  in  our 
work,  this  ennobling  and  elevating  of  our  purpose,  are,  dear  brethren, 
the  best  and  truest  forces  which  any  of  us  can  have  as  ministers  and 
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servants  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Without  them  our  ministry  is  but 
a  fruitless  because  a  heartless  service ;  with  them  we  are  girded  with  the 
true  armor  for  the  battle  and  the  victory. 

THE  PORTER  MILITARY  ACADEMY. 

Last  November  I  was  summoned  to  Charleston  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Por- 
ter, whom  I  found  in  a  weak  condition  of  health,  and  wholly  unable  to 
discharge  his  duties  as  head  of  the  P.  M.  A.  The  state  of  the  Doctor's 
health  was  such  as  to  discourage  him  in  the  hope  of  a  speedy  recovery, 
and  to  unfit  him  totally  for  the  work  of  directing  his  school,  and  pro- 
viding for  its  support.  Under  medical  advice,  he  resigned  to  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Academy,  his  active  direction  of  the  school,  and  requested 
the  Trustees  to  take  charge  of  the  same.  I  called  a  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  immediately,  and,  as  you  know,'  we  assumed  charge  and  direc- 
tion of  this  important  school. 

The  status  of  the  Porter  Military  Academy  is  clearly  defined  in  the 
Act  of  Congress  donating  the  Arsenal  and  grounds  to  certain  Trustees 
(ten  in  number),  and  their  successors,  to  have  and  to  hold  the  same,  "so 
long  as  said  property  shall  be  inviolably  dedicated  to  educational  pur- 
poses, and  to  no  other  purpose." 

The  only  qualification  in  the  gift  is  that  stated  in  these  words : 
"Whenever  said  property  shall  cease  to  be  used  for  educational  purposes, 
or  shall  be  devoted  to  any  other  use,  or  purpose,  such  use,  or  failure  to 
use,  as  aforesaid,  shall  operate  as  a  defeasance  of  the  grant  herein  made, 
and  said  property  shall  thereupon  revert  to  the  United  States."  Under 
this  grant,  conveyed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  Mr.  Endicott,  on  the  7th 
of  April,  1888,  Dr.  Porter,  whose- name  is  first  among  the  Trustees,  took 
charge  of  the  property,  and  its  subsequent  history  is  well  known  to  the 
Diocese. 

The  strong  will,  the  active  mind,  the  persistent  enegry,  which  have 
hitherto  directed  and  controlled  the  property  "for  educational  purposes," 
have  failed,  and  Dr.  Porter  is  wholly  unable  longer  to  provide  for,  and 
direct  the  Academy.  This  responsibility  has  devolved  upon  the  Trus- 
tees, and  they  have  taken  up  the  duty,  and  assumed  the  control  and 
direction  of  the  school. 

st.  mary's  school. 

St.  Mary's,  at  Raleigh,  is  the  Church  School  for  girls  and  young 
women,  in  which  this  Diocese  is  most  interested,  as  being  the  school 
officially  recognized,  and  at  whose  head  is  one  of  our  own  Clergy,  who 
accepted  his  Rectorship  of  St.  Mary's  with  the  understanding,  that  while 
serving  the  cause  of  Christian  Education,  he  could  serve  his  own  Dio- 
cese by  training  her  daughters  in  the  nurture  of  the  Church. 

I  commend  this  school  to  every  family  of  the  Church  in  which  there 
may  be  girls  ready  for  the  training  and  culture  of  St.  Mary's,  and  I 
request  the  Clergy  to  commend  this  Church  School  to  their  people,  and 
their  friends. 
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CHURCH   HOME  AND  ORPHANAGE. 

On  the  ist  of  May,  St.  Philip's  and  St.  James'  Day,  I  presided  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage  in  Charleston,  'and 
at  this  meeting  reports  were  made  by  all  the  officers  of  the  Institution, 
touching  every  department  of  its  life  and  work.  The  report  of  the 
Executive  Committee  will  be  duly  published  in  the  Journal,  and  I  speci- 
ally ask  that  it  be  carefully  read  by  all  our  people.  This  Institution, 
dear  brethren,  is  very  near  my  heart.  Here  we  have  fifty  (50)  children 
from  infancy  up  to  young  womanhood,  all  under  the  care  of  the  Church, 
their  only  guardian  and  mother.

The  sum  of  $117.66  from  visitation  offerings  does  not  represent  the 
offerings  of  all  churches  at  my  visitations,  but  only  such  sums  as  were 
actually  handed  to  me.  I  have  for  the  most  part  left  the  offerings  with 
the  Rectors,  and  requested  them  to  forward  the  same  to  the  Treasurer 
of  our  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions.  My  accounts  and  vouchers  I  have 
submitted  to  the  Finance  Committee. 


GALVESTON   AND  JACKSONVILLE. 

Immediately  after  the  great  disaster  at  Galveston  I  published  a  pas- 
toral address  to  the  Diocese  and  requested  that  offerings  should  be  taken 
throughout  the  Diocese  to  aid  the  sufferers.  At  my  request  Dr.  W.  H. 
Prioleau  kindly  acted  as  Treasurer  of  this  fund,  and  I  requested  that  all 
offerings  should  be  sent  to  him,  and  that  he  should  remit  them  to  the 
Bishop  of  Texas.  The  offerings  sent  Mr.  Prioleau  amounted  to 
$1,106.07.  This  sum  was  sent  by  Mr.  Prioleau  to  Bishop  Kinsolving, 
who  duly  acknowledged  its  receipt,  and  requested  through  Mr.  Prioleau, 
that  his  grateful  and  loving  thanks  be  given  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Dio- 
cese. And  now  another  calamity,  of  appalling  nature,  has  befallen  a 
Southern  city,  and  thousands  of  our  neighbors  are  without  homes,  and 
subjected  to  want  and  suffering!  I  recommend  that  this  Council  fix  an 
early  date,  by  resolution,  on  which  our  Parishes  and  Missions  should 
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make  their  offerings  in  aid  of  the  suffering  people  of  Jacksonville, 
Florida. 

GENERAL  CEERGY  RELIEF  FUND. 

I  wish  particularly  to  call  the  attention  of  Council  to  a  communica- 
tion which  I  have  recently  received  from  the  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Clergy  Relief  Fund  for  widows  and  orphans,  aged,  infirm  and 
disabled  clergymen.  The  Treasurer  under  date  January  5th,  1901, 
writes  as  follows : 

"We  want  the  cordial  co-operation  and  remembrance  of  the  Bishop 
by  at  least  an  annual  reference  in  the  conventional  address  and  a  line  in 
Diocesan  Journals,  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  society  and  its 
Treasurer. 

"After  a  careful  study  of  all  the  Diocesan  Journals  I  have  prepared  a 
table  as  nearly  correct  as  the  many  times  divers  and  partial  informa- 
tion obtainable  permits.  This  table  shows  the  number  of  beneficiaries 
in  South  Carolina  to  be  14,  the  annuities  granted  from  the  fund  to  South 
Carolina  to  be  $1,250,  the  number  of  churches,  clergy  and  individuals 
contributing  to  the  fund  as  follows :  9  churches,  9  clergy,  and  no  indi- 
viduals, $56.36.  During  the  last  25  years  the  General  Clergy  Relief 
Fund  has  distributed  over  $400,000."  The  address  of  my  correspondent 
is  The  Rev.  Alfred  J.  P.  McClure,  Assistant  Treasurer,  etc.,  Church 
House,  12th  and  Walnut  streets,  Philadelphia. 

May  I  ask  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  to  bear  in  mind  during  coming 
years  this  helpful  Society  and  remember  our  obligations  to  it. 

STATE  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Let  me  now,  dear  brethren,  look  over  the  whole  field,  and  see  what 
the  signs  of  promise  are.  I  have  reported  a  few  of  our  places  vacant, 
and  yet,  I  am  thankful  to  say,  they  will  not  be  vacant  long,  for  the  men 
are  in  sight  who  will  be  ready  to  occupy  them. 

But  there  are  other  places  in  the  Diocese  where  we  have  left  us  the 
simple  duty  of  keeping  together  a  few  faithful  people,  scattered  here 
and  there  in  feeble  old  Parishes,  wholly  unable  to  maintain  themselves, 
and  yet  as  dependent  as  their  fathers  were  before  them,  upon  the  nurture 
and  teaching  of  the  Church,  for  themselves  and  their  children.  I  con- 
fess I  love  to  visit  these  old  churches ;  the  devotion  of  the  little  handful 
of  people  that  assembles  to  meet  the  Bishop  and  the  missionaries,  in 
these  depleted  and  almost  deserted  Parishes  has  something  inspiring  as 
well  as  pathetic  in  it.  If  the  Board  of  Missions  were  to  desert  these  old 
Parishes,  the  church  buildings  would  soon  fall  into  ruins,  and  the  church 
people  would  soon  go  elsewhere  for  divine  worship.  Take,  for  instance, 
the  Parish  of  All  Saints,  Waccamaw,  of  St.  James,  Santee,  St.  Ste- 
phen's, Pineville,  St.  Stephen's  Church,  St.  Stephen's  Parish,  and  the 
Church  of  the  Cross,  Bluffton.  These  were  once  self-sustaining 
Parishes,  but  if  all  of  them  were  put  together,  they  would  not  number 
forty  (40)  families,  nor  one  hundred  (100)  communicants,  which  is  less 
than  the  strength  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia. 
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There  is  no  bright  future  that  we  can  see  before  these  old  Parishes, 
and  yet  who  of  us  can  say  what  the  future  may  have  in  store  for  them  ? 
Our  work,  dear  brethren,  is  to  see  to  it  that  the  things  that  remain  are 
strengthened  by  tfs,  so  that  the  generation  which  is  to  take  up  our  work, 
shall  have  transferred  to  them  the  organization  of  the  Church  in  its 
entirety,  the  faith  in  its  purity,  and  the  worship  so  dear  to  us  all,  pure 
and  undefiled. 

There  are  signs  and  tokens  of  growth  in  other  parts  of  the  Diocese,  I 
am  glad  to  report,  on  every  side.  The  beautiful  new  church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Columbia,  is  nearing  its  completion.  St.  Timothy's 
Chapel,  Columbia,  has  added  transepts  to  accommodate  the  increasing 
congregations.  One  of  the  most  beautiful  of  our  chapels  has  been 
recently  erected  on  North  Santee.  The  church  in  Chester  is  more  alive 
and  active  than  I  have  ever  known  it.  The  Missions,  under  the  active 
and  zealous  care  of  our  young  Missionaries,  are  increasing  in  numbers 
and  interest.  And  here,  where  we  are  assembled,  this  Parish  is  estab- 
lishing its  Mission  in  West  Greenville,  and  has  built  the  most  beautiful 
rectory  in  the  Diocese.  At  Greenwood,  where  a  few  years  ago  the 
Greenville  Convocation  undertook  a  Mission,  we  have  an  earnest  con- 
gregation worshipping  in  the  Church  of  the  Resurrection,  and  a  most 
devoted  Missionary  about  to  occupy  his  new  rectory. 

The  Rector  and  Vestry  of  Trinity,  Columbia,  are  about  to  begin  the 
erection  of  a  church  among  the  mill  people,  which  is  to  cost  $5,000,  and 
the  Mission,  about  to  be  established,  will  have  a  hearty  support  and  be 
well  equipped  for  its  work. 

The  report  of  Archdeacon  Joyner  will  show  to  Council  what  has  been 
done  and  what  is  now  being  done  amongst  the  negroes  and  colored 
people  of  our  Diocese.  Archdeacon  Joyner  devotes  himself  unsparingly 
to  this  work,  and  as  his  reoort  will  show,  God  is  blessing  his  devoted 
labors. 

I  wish  to  take  this  occasion  to  express  to  my  dear  Rev.  Brother,  Arch- 
deacon Joyner,  the  grateful  appreciation  of  his  Bishop,  not  only  for  the 
work  which  he  is  doing  to  further  the  best  interests  of  the  colored 
people,  but  for  the  constant  and  valuable  aid  he  extends  to  his  Bishop  in 
relieving  him  of  many  cares. 

I  have  never  known  the  congregations  which  assemble  at  my  visita- 
tions to  manifest  as  much  interest  as  during  the  past  year,  and  have 
never  felt,  for  myself,  more  encouraged  in  my  own  work,  and  more 
hopeful  of  the  growth  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  blessing  of  God  upon  our 
labors. 

RUBRICAL  OBSERVANCE. 

I  wish  now,  dear  brethren,  to  call  attention  to  a  subject  upon  which 
I  have  been  consulted  by  several  of  the  Clergy  during  the  past  year,  and 
upon  which  I  wish  to  deliver  this  my  unqualified  judgment: 

I  have  been  several  times  asked  if  it  was  Rubrical  to  omit  Morning 
Prayer  on  Sunday  when  the  Holy  Communion  is  to  be  administered. 
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Again :  If  it  is  Rubrical  to  omit  Morning  Prayer  on  Ash  Wednesday, 
and  substitute  the  Litany  and  the  Penitential  Office. 

And  again :  If  it  is  admissible  to  omit  the  Collect,  Epistle  and  Gospel 
for  the  day  (on  Sunday),  when  they  have  been  said  at  an  early  Com- 
munion. 

My  answer,  dear  brethren,  is  that  neither  of  these  practices  is  admis- 
sible under  our  Rubrical  law.  The  mind  of  the  Church  respecting  the 
service  on  Sunday  is  expressed  in  the  Rubric,  which  provides  for  a 
shortened  form  of  Morning  Prayer  when  the  Communion  is  immediately 
to  follow.  It  is  unrubrical,  in  my  judgment,  to  omit  Morning  Prayer 
on  Sunday  at  the  usual  hour  for  Divine  service  when  the  Communion 
is  to  follow.  The  form  of  shortened  prayer  provided  for  by  the  Rubric 
is  the  authorized  service  of  the  Church,  and  to  omit  Morning  Prayer 
at  such  a  time,  and  to  have  only  the  Communion  office,  and  the  sermons, 
is  to  deprive  the  congregation  of  the  full  service  of  edification  and  wor- 
ship which  the  Church  has  provided. 

To  substitute  the  Litany  and  the  Penitential  Office  for  the  Ash 
Wednesday  service  is  equally  inadmissible,  and  does  not  express  the 
worship  and  mind  of  the  Church  as  set  forth  in  the  regular  Ash 
Wednesday  service. 

So,  too,  it  is  my  judgment,  that  the  omission  of  the  Collect,  Epistle 
and  Gospel  for  the  day,  even  though  they  have  been  said  previously  at 
an  early  Communion,  is  equally  inadmissible. 

I  have  been  told  that  in  one  case  the  Ten  Commandments  are  rarely 
heard  read  on  a  Sunday  morning,  as  they  are  invariably  read  at  the 
early  Communion,  where  there  are  only  a  few  persons  present. 

By  such  a  practice  as  this  the  great  body  of  the  congregation  does  not 
hear  from  the  sanctuary  the  ordained  law  of  God  proclaimed  as  it  should 
be.  As  you  know,  the  Rubric  provides  that  the  Commandments  must  be 
said  once  on  a  Sunday,  and  my  judgment  is  that  they  ought  not  to  be 
said  more  than  once  a  month  at  an  early  Communion ;  and  when  so 
said,  I  think  it  would  be  proper  on  that  Sunday,  if  it  is  deemed  ad- 
visable, to  omit  them  at  the  morning  hour  and  to  say  instead  thereof 
the  Summary  of  the  Law. 

I  feel  assured,  dear  brethren,  that  these  remarks  from  your  Bishop 
will  be  duly  considered  by  his  brethren  of  the  Clergy. 

IN  MEMORIAM. 

Since  our  last  meeting  the  Clergy  list  has  been  changed  by  the  removal 
of  several  names  long  familiar  to  us  and  by  the  addition  of  several 
others. 

One  of  the  names  long  known  to  our  list  of  Clergy  is  that  of  the  Rev. 
R.  W.  Memminger.  Incapacitated  for  many  years  by  ill  health  from 
active  service,  Mr.  Memminger  was  known  only  to  our  older  Clergy. 
His  poor  health  has  confined  him  for  years  past  to  his  home.  In  his  last 
report  sent  to  the  Bishop,  just  before  the  meeting  of  Council  in  Aiken, 
he  reported  that  he  was  physically  incapacitated  for  the  exercises  of  any 
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clerical  function  whatever.  Our  Reverend  Brother  departed  this  life  in 
peace,  at  his  home  in  Flat  Rock,  on  the  19th  day  of  April  last,  in  the 
sixty-third  year  of  his  age. 

Of  our  Bishops,  two  are  gone  to  their  rest  during  the  past  year,  the 
Right  Rev.  Richard  Hooker  Wilmer,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  Alabama, 
and  the  Right  Rev.  William  Morris  Barker,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop 
of  the  District  of  Olympia.  Bishop  Wilmer,  venerable  in  years,  died 
one  of  the  senior  Bishops  of  the  Church.  Bishop  Barker,  yet  strong 
and  vigorous,  died  in  the  prime  of  his  manhood,  and  in  the  full  and 
active  exercise  of  his  Missionary  duties. 

The  Church  has  known  and  venerated  the  Bishop  of  Alabama  for  his 
godly  learning,  his  unique  character,  his  brilliant  mind,  his  strength  as 
a  preacher  of  the  Gospel  and  his  devotion  as  a  Bishop  of  the  Church. 

Bishop  Barker  entered  the  House  of  Bishops  with  your  own  Bishop, 
and  we  sat  near  each  other  at  the  last  session  of  the  House  in  Wash- 
ington. When  we  parted,  in  his  hearty  and  earnest  manner,  he  ex- 
pressed the  cheerful  hope  that  we  would  meet  again  beyond  the  Rockies, 
where  the  Church  in  the  East  would  be  welcomed  by  the  Church  in  the 
West.  But  he  has  gone  to  the  Church  Triumphant,  and  with  the  great 
Bishop  of  Alabama  is  now  numbered  among  the  Saints  in  Glory  Ever- 
lasting. 

And  now,  dear  brethren  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Eleventh  Council 
of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  I  commend  you  to  the  work  which  is 
before  us,  and  invoke  for  you  all  the  presence  and  blessing  of  the  great 
Head  of  the  Church,  the  Bishop  and  Shepherd  of  our  souls.    Amen ! 


BISHOP'S  JOURNAL. 


May,  1900. 

1.  Attended  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Church  Home  and 
Orphanage,  and  presided  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Orphanage  Asso- 
ciation, at  the  Orphanage. 

2.  St.  Andrews,  Mt.  Pleasant.  Rev.  Mr.  Hartzell  said  Evening 
Prayer,  and  after  preaching  I  confirmed  three  persons  and  addressed 
them. 

4.  Received  intelligence  of  the  death  of  Bishop  Jackson,  at  his  home, 
Eufaula,  Ala. 

6.  Officiated  at  the  funeral  of  Bishop  Jackson,  assisted  bv  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Spaulding  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Adams,  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama, 

8.  Sent  the  papers  of  Albert  Sidney  Thomas  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. In  the  afternoon,  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, held  in  Aiken. 

9.  Council  meets  in  St.  Thaddeus  Church,  Aiken.  Celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion  at  the  opening  service.  Presided  in  Council,  and 
reading  annual  address.  At  night  presided  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Advancement  Society,  and  made  a  brief  address. 

10.  Presided  to-day  in  Council.  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Dio- 
cese. Received  the  recommendation  of  the  Standing  Committee  in 
favor  of  the  ordination  of  Messrs.  John  Beean,  Crosswell  McBee  and 
Albert  Thomas. 

11.  Ordained  this  morning,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Charles  W.  Boyd  and 
Wm.  P.  Witsell,  to  the  Priesthood,  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Johnson  preach- 
ing the  sermon.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  presented  Mr.  Witsell  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  McCollough  presented  Mr.  Boyd.  The  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Clift,  and  Drs.  McCollough,  Porter,  and  John  Johnson,  and  Rev. 
Messrs.  Mitchell,  Capers,  and  Porcher  united  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 
Council  was  called  to  order  at  12  M.,  and  I  presided  to  its  close.  In 
the  afternoon,  I  presided  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary. 

13.  James  Island.  I  visited  St.  James  Church,  on  the  island,  to-day. 
The  new  church  stands  in  the  place  of  the  old  St.  James,  and  is  in 
every  way  a  most  satisfactory  and  churchly  edifice.  Mr.  Cornish  said 
Morning  Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  six  persons,  addressed  them, 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  The  church  was  full  of  worship- 
pers, and  the  whole  service  very  delightful  to  me.  This  was  my  first 
visit  to  James  Island  since  the  first  of  May,  1863,  when,  as  a  Confederate 
soldier,  I  left  the  island  with  my  regiment  to  join  the  Western  army. 

14.  I  must  record  my  thanks  to  the  gentlemen,  Messrs.  Rivers  and 
Hinson,  who  took  me  over  the  battle  fields  of  the  island,  so  hallowed 
by  memories  of  departed  comrades,  and  dear  friends  !  How  changed 
the  scene  !  Fields,  and  homes,  and  churches  abandoned,  and  desolated 
by  war,  and  scarred  and  torn  to  pieces  bv  trenches  and  forts,  and  long 
lines  of  breastworks,  all  revived,  renewed,  restored !  The  island  of 
'62-'65,  a  military  camp,  and  a  splendid  fortress,  is  to-day  blooming  in 
beauty,  and  rich  in  its  bountiful  fields  of  well  ordered  culture,  and 
happy  in  it's  hospitable  homes  of  peace  and  comfort!  The  battle  fields 
and  forts  are  memorials  of  the  heroic  men  who  defended  them !  The 
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renewed  homes,  and  the  growing  crops,  and  the  beautiful,  bountiful 
island  of  to-day  is  the  witness  of  the  heroic  in  the  men  and  women  who 
survived  the  wreck  of  their  homes  and  their  fortunes.  At  night,  I 
visited  the  Church  of  the  Cross  on  Sullivan's  Island.  Mr.  W.  G. 
Mazyck,  the  devoted  "Lay  Reader  of  the  chapel,  assisted  me  in  the  ser- 
vice. I  baptized  a  little  child,  preached,  confirmed  six  persons  and 
addressed  them. 

20.  Charleston.  To-day  I  visited  St.  Philip's  and  Grace  Churches. 
At  St.  Philip's,  in  the  morning,  I  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pringle, 
the  Rector,  Dr.  John  Johnson,  being  detained  at  home  by  sickness, 
greatly  to  the  regret  of  his  Bishop  and  brethren.  I  preached,  confirmed 
fifteen  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  The  church  was 
unusually  full,  and  the  music  unusually  good.  In  the  afternoon,  I  made 
a  brief  address  to  the  congregation  at  Grace  Church,  welcoming  their 
newly  installed  Rector,  confirmed  a  class  of  thirteen,  and  addressed 
them.  My  Rev.  Brother,  Mr.  Gresham,  has  begun  his  ministry  in  Grace 
Church  under  promising  auspices,  and  enters  upon  his  work  with  enthu- 
siasm. The  Lord  abundantly  bless  him  and  his  people.  Sweeter  or 
more  becoming  music  I  never  heard  than  I  heard  at  Grace  Church. 

21.  Confirmed  a  sick  person  in  private,  of  St.  Philip's  congregation. 

24.  Ascension  Day.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  Trinity,  Co- 
lumbia. At  night,  preached  and  confirmed  one  person  at  St.  Timothy's 
Chapel. 

For  the  remained  of  the  month  I  will  be  at  Cedar  Mountain,  N.  C, 
settling  my  family  in  our  summer  home. 

June,  1900. 

10.  This  morning,  in  the  chapel  of  Clemson  College,  I  preached  the 
Commencement  Sermon  before  the  Faculty  and  students.  The  Rev, 
Mr.  Porcher  said  a  short  form  of  Morning  Prayer.  In  the  afternoon, 
Mr.  Porcher  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  in  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Trinity.  No  Mission  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  is  of  more 
importance  than  this  Mission,  located  just  outside  the  college  campus, 
and  well  attended  by  students  and  professors.  At  night,  I  preached 
again,  in  St.  Paul's,  Pendleton. 

14.  Presided  to-day  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  in  Co- 
lumbia. 

15.  Presided  to-day  at  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  held 
in  Charleston.  In  the  afternoon  attended  a  Prize  Drill  of  the  cadets  of 
the  Porter  Military  Academy,  and  at  Dr.  Porter's  request  presented  the 
medal  to  the  successful  cadet. 

17.  Visited  St.  Michael's,  Charleston,  the  Mission  in  St.  Andrew's, 
and  Calvary.  Charleston.  In  the  morning  at  St.  Michael's,  I 
preached — confirmed  a  large  class,  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon.  Dr.  Porter  drove  us  to  the  Mis- 
sion of  St.  Andrew's,  when  I  baptized  an  infant,  confirmed  one  person, 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  and  made  an  address.  At  night,  at 
Calvary  Church,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kershaw  said  Evening  Prayer,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hollings,  I  preached,  confirmed  a  class  of  nine  persons, 
and  addressed  them. 

22.  Friday.  This  was  Ordination  Day  at  the  Virginia  Theological 
Seminary.  By  Bishop  Whittle's  request.  I  preached  the  sermon  and 
ordained  our  four  graduates  to  the  Diaconate.  Messrs.  H.  H.  Covington, 
J.  B.  Walker,  B.  M.  Anderson,  and  G.  C.  Williams.  Thirteen  graduates 
were  ordained  Deacons,  and  one  advanced  to  the  Priesthood.  The 
venerable  Bishop  of  Virginia,  with  his  coadjutor,  and  the  Bishop  of 
West  Virginia,  with  his  coadjutor,  were  present  and  officiating. 

24.  Sunday.    Visited  the  Mission  at  Peake's.    Rev.  J.  S.  Quarles  said 
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Morning  Prayer,  I  confirmed  sixteen  persons,  addressed  them,  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Comumnion.  I  to-day  received  official  notice  of  the 
resignation  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Evans  of  the  Rectorship  of  Trinity,  Colum- 
bia, and  of  its  acceptance  by  the  Vestry,  to  take  effect  after  the  fifth 
Thursday  in  July.  Trinity  will  give  up  her  able  and  efficient  Rector 
with  great  regret,  and  his  Bishop  will  miss  his  genial  companionship,  his 
ever  ready  sympathy,  and  his  active  interest  in  the  Missions  and  work 
of  his  Diocese.  Dr.  Evans  goes  to  the  Monumental  Church  in  Rich- 
mond, Va. 

25.  I  have  to-day  given  the  Rev.  T.  P.  Baker  a  letter  dimissory  to 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  of  Washington.  Mr.  Baker 
has  been  a  faithful  and  most  effective  worker  in  this  Diocese  ever  since 
I  have  had  charge  of  it,  and  I  deplore  his  leaving  us.  He  will  be  suc- 
ceeded at  Cheraw  and  Bennettsville  by  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Boyd. 

July,  1900. 

1.  Sunday.  Morning  Prayer  with  my  family  at  our  summer  home, 
Cedar  Mountain,  N.  C.  In  the  afternoon,  preached  to  the  native  com- 
munity. 

8.  Sunday.  Said  Morning  Prayer  in  my  family,  and  preached  to  the 
native  community  in  the  afternoon. 

10.  Gave  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  R.  W. 
Barnwell,  Bishop-elect  of  Alabama. 

15.  Spartanburg.  Visited  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Rev.  J.  M. 
Magruder.  At  Morning  Prayer,  I  baptized  the  infant  son  of  the  Rector, 
and  preached.  In  the  afternoon,  I  visited  Epiphany  Mission,  for  colored 
people,  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  At  night,  I 
preached  again  in  the  Advent,  confirmed  a  class  of  thirteen  persons,  and 
addressed  them. 

17.  Sent  to  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Boyd  his  appointment  as  Missionary  in 
charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Bennettsville,  and  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher 
his  appointment  to  be  Missionary  in  charge  of  Greenwood. 

20.  I  this  day  admitted  Mr.  Wilkie  Memminger  a  Postulant  for  Holy 
Orders. 

21.  Sent  out  one  hundred  and  thirty  notices  to  subscribers  to  my 
emergency  fund,  asking  for  first  quarter  due  August  1st. 

22.  Sunday.  In  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  I  to-day  ordained  to  the 
Diaconate,  Mr.  Albert  Sidney  Thomas,  who  graduated  at  the  General 
Theological  Seminary  in  May  last.  The  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell  preached 
the  sermon  and  presented  the  candidate.  At  night,  I  made  a  special 
visit  to  Trinity,  at  the  Rector's  request,  preached  and  confirmed  a  class 
of  ten  persons.  With  this  service  Dr.  Evans  was  to  close  his  ministry 
as  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  and  at  my  request  he  addressed  the  class. 

25.  St.  James'  Day.  The  Rev.  R.  W.  Barnwell,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Selma,  Ala.,  was  to-day  consecrated  Bishop  in  the  Church  of 
God,  in  St.  Paul's.  Selma.  I  preached  the  sermon,  and  united  with  the 
following  Bishops  in  the  consecration :  The  Bishops  of  Mississippi, 
Florida,  Georgia,  Western  Texas,  and  Tennessee.  At  night,  a  Memo- 
rial Service  was  held  in  St.  Paul's,  commemorative  of  the  departed 
Bishop  of  Alabama,  at  which,  by  request,  I  made  an  address. 

27.  Took  my  seat  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  Sewanee. 

28.  In  St.  Augustine  Chapel,  this  morning,  I  ordained  to  the  Diaconate 
Mr.  John  Beean,  who  graduated  at  this  Commencement  from  St.  Luke's 
Hall.  The  sermon,  at  my  request,  was  preached  by  Dr.  DuBose  from 
St.  Paul's  words  to  the  Church  at  Corinth :  "As  though  God  did  by 
us."  I  shall  ask  the  Doctor's  consent  to  publish  this  sermon  in  The 
Diocese.  Wiser,  truer,  better  words  could  not  be  spoken  for  the  real 
Ministry  of  Jesus  Christ.    Mr.  Beean  was  presented  to  me  for  his  ordi- 
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nation  bv  the  Rev.  Mr.  Guerry,  Chaplain  of  the  University,  and  one  of 
the  Faculty  of  St.  Luke's  Hall. 

29.  Sunday.  United  in  Divine  Service  in  the  morning,  at  which  the 
Commencement  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Grant,  of  the 
Diocese  of  New  York.  At  night,  I  was  present  in  the  church  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  St.  Luke's  Brotherhood  for  the  Increase  of  the 
Ministry,  and  made  an  address.  In  the  afternoon,  I  presided  at  the 
laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  Quintard  Memorial  Dormitory,  Bishop 
Gailor,  Major  Fairbanks,  and  the  Head  of  the  Grammar  School  making 
the  addresses.  The  Dormitory  is  to  be  a  splendid  stone  building,  the 
largest  yet  erected  at  Sewanee.  and  will  be  the  home  of  the  Grammar 
School.  It  is  a  memorial  of  the  late  Bishop  Quintard.  and  is  th~  muni- 
ficent gift  of  his  brother,  Mr.  Geo.  Quintard,  of  New  York. 

30.  I  was  present,  and  officiated  in  the  chancel,  this  morning,  at  the 
annual  commencement  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  had  the  gratification 
of  making  the  address  to  the  school. 

August,  1900. 

2.  Cheraw.  United  a  couple  in  holy  matrimony  in  St.  David's  Church, 
and  confirmed  two  persons  in  private. 

3.  Columbia.  Issued  Lay  Reader's  license,  at  request  of  Rev.  W.  H. 
Barnwell.  Nominated  Mr.  R.  Maynard  Marshall  for  scholarship  at  St. 
Luke's  Hall,  Sewanee. 

5.  Sunday.  Celebrated  Holy  Communion  in  Faith  Chapel,  Cedar  Mt., 
this  morning.    Rev.  William  T.  Capers  preached. 

6.  The  Transfiguration.  I  attended  at  an  Early  Service  in  Faith 
Chapel.    Rev.  W.  T.  Capers  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

8.  Received  reports  from  Examiners  on  Academic  Examination  of 
Mr.  H.  C.  Mazyck,  and  Canonical  Examinations  of  Messrs.  Crosswell 
McBee  and  W.  B.  Sams. 

10.  Gave  Lay  Reader's  license  on  recommendation  of  Rev.  A.  R. 
Mitchell. 

12.  Sunday.  Morning  Prayer  in  Faith  Chapel.  Rev.  W.  T.  Capers 
preached.    In  the  afternoon.  I  preached  for  the  community. 

14.  Charleston.    Visited  the  Church  Home  Orphanage. 

15.  Attended  meeting  of  Executive  Committee  of  Trustees  of  Church 
Home  Orphanage.  Attended  a  conference  with  several  gentlemen 
touching  the  relations  of  the  Council  to  certain  vested  funds  of  the 
Diocese. 

19.  Sunday.  Morning  Prayer  in  Faith  Chapel.  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell 
preached. 

26.  Sunday.  Ditto. 

September,  1900. 

1.  Assigned  the  Rev.  G.  C.  Williams  to  the  charge  of  Missions  at 
Blacksburg  and  Gaffney. 

9.  Sunday.  Morning  Prayer  in  my  family.  "Faith  Chapel"  being  re- 
built.   In  the  afternoon,  I  preached  for  community. 

16.  Walhalla.  Preached  morning  and  night  in  St.  John's  Chapel,  cele- 
brated Holy  Communion,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

17.  Inspected  the  Rev.  Mr.  Anderson's  work  at  Clemson  College  and 
Pendleton. 

23.  Greenville.  Visited  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church  to-day.  Preached 
the  sermon  and  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  Rev.  Harold  Thomas,  and 
Mr.  Crosswell  McBee  to  the  Diaconate.  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell  presented 
Mr.  Thomas,  and  Rev.  Dr.  McCollough  presented  Mr.  McBee.  In  the 
afternoon.  I  held  a  special  service  for  the  colored  people.  The  Rev. 
Messrs.  Mitchell  and  Holmes  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  and 
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met  a  few  of  the  people  after  service  for  consultation.  At  night,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  McBee  preached,  and  I  confirmed  ten  persons. 

24.  Administered  the  Holy  Communion  to  a  venerable  and  beloved 
member  of  the  congregation,  in  private.  At  night,  I  attended  a  recep- 
tion in  the  Sunday  School  Chapel,  given  by  the  young  ladies  of  the 
Junior  Auxiliary  to  the  Bishop  and  visiting  Clergy.  It  was  to  me  a 
most  delightful  reunion  with  dear  friends  and  former  parishioners,  and 
a  manifestation  of  the  growth  of  the  Parish  since  I  had  the  honor  of 
being  its  Rector. 

30.  Sunday.  Said  Morning  Prayer  with  my  family  in  "Faith  Chanel," 
at  Cedar  Mountain. 

October,  1900. 
2.  Left  our  summer  home  for  Columbia. 

6.  Columbia.  Assisted  by  the  Rev.  Harold  Thomas,  I  said  the  burial 
service  at  the  funeral  of  Mrs.  Wm.  Childs  at  Trinity  this  afternoon. 

7.  Camden.  Visited  Grace  Church.  Preached  morning  and  night, 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  and  confirmed  four  persons.  In  the 
afternoon,  I  enjoyed  a  visit  to  the  Sunday  School  in  their  new  chapel, 
and  made  an  address  to  the  children. 

9.  Columbia.  Sent  out  one  hundred  and  thirteen  notices  for  the  first 
and  second  quarter's  Emergency  Fund  1900- 1901. 

10.  Marion.  Meeting  of  the  Columbia  Convocation  in  the  Chapel  of 
Advent.  Eleven  of  the  Clergy  present.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion at  the  opening  service  A.  M.,  and  preached  at  night.. 

11.  In  attendance  on  the  very  interesting  sessions  of  the  Convocation. 
In  the  afternoon,  with  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Barnwell,  addressed  the  children 
at  a  service  held  specially  for  them. 

15.  Sunday.  Consecrated  the  Chapel  of  St.  Ann's,  Lexington  County, 
and  preached  the  sermon.  Visited  the  Sunday  School,  and  addressed 
the  teachers  and  children.  At  night,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Howell  said  Evening 
Prayer  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Columbia,  and  I  preached. 

15.  Received  and  filed  p-uarantee  bond  of  the  U.  S.  Fidelity  Co.  in 
favor  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

16.  I  to-day  consecrated  the  Chapel  of  St.  Mary's  in  Columbia,  and 
preached  the  sermon.  This  was  the  opening  service  of  the  Convocation 
for  our  colored  brethren  in  the  'Diocese,  and  all  the  Clergy  (with  few 
exceptions)  engaged  in  Mission  work  among  them  were  present,  with 
Archdeacon  Joyner,  and  took  part  in  the  service.  After  the  service,  I 
called  the  Convocation  to  order,  and  made  an  address,  after  which  Mr. 
Joyner  took  the  Chair,  and  Convocation  held  its  first  session.  At  night, 
I  presided  at  a  Missionary  meeting  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  at  which  ad- 
dresses were  made  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Guerry.  Cornish,  and  Quarles. 

17.  I  attended  one  of  the  sessions  of  Convocation  to-day,  and  made  an 
address.  The  work  of  the  Church  among  our  colored  people  in  the 
Diocese  was  represented  in  Convocation  by  the  Archdeacon,  eleven  of 
the  Clergy,  Lay  Readers  and  delegates  from  several  of  the  Missions. 
The  work  was  well  and  thoroughly  presented,  and  the  discussions  on 
practical  topics  full  of  both  interest  and  instruction.  It  is  expected  that 
much  good  must  result  from  a  conference  of  brethren  in  which  sound 
interest  was  manifested  and  so  much  said  for  mutual  edification  and 
encouragement.  I  to-day  received  from  the  Bishop  of  Washington,  D. 
C.  his  acceptance  of  the  letter  dimissory  given  Rev.  T.  P.  Baker. 

21.  Sunday.  Said  Morning  Prayer  and  preached  in  Trinity  Church, 
Columbia.  In  the  afternoon,  I  attended  the  Sunday  School,  and  made 
an  address  to  the  teachers  and  children. 

22.  Left  Columbia  at  6:30  this  A.  M.  for  Louisville,  Ky.,  where  the 
Missionary  Council  convenes  to-morrow. 
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24-25.  In  attendance  upon  the  Missionary  Council.  Having  missed 
railroad  connection  en  route,  I  missed  the  first  day  of  the  Council. 

26.  Left  Louisville  at  night  to  meet  my  appointment's  for  Trenton, 
and  Sunday  in  Edgefield. 

28.  Sunday.  This  has  been  a  fall  day.  Early  in  the  morning,  I  gave 
the  Holy  Communion  to  a  sick  member  of  the  family  where  I  was  most 
hospitably  entertained,  in  the  country,  near  Trenton.  At  the  morning' 
hour,  in  the  Church  of  our  Saviour,  Trenton,  I  preached,  confirmed  two 
persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  A  good  congregation 
present,  good  music,  good  offering  for  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the 
church  newly  painted  within  and  without.  After  service,  drove  to 
Edgefield,  and  at  4  o'clock,  in  Trinity,  preached,  and  confirmed  two 
persons.  Here,  too,  we  had  a  good  congregation,  and  a  good  offering 
for  the  Board.  The  President  of  the  Co-Educational  College  of  Edge- 
field was  present  and  invited  me  to  address  the  students  at  the  College 
Chapel,  which  I  gladly  did,  at  night,  after  devotional  exercises  con- 
ducted by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Anderson. 

29.  Graniteville.  Visited  the  little  flock  here.  Mr.  Clift  said  Eve- 
ning Prayer,  and  I  preached. 

30.  Ridge  Spring.  Preached  at  Evening  Prayer,  Mr.  Anderson  say- 
ing the  service.  Here,  too,  there  are  a  faithful  few ;  and,  as  at  Granite- 
ville, two  confirmations.  The  Church  at  both  places  seems  to  be  at  a 
stand-still,  and  yet  we  had  spirited  services,  and  at  Ridge  Spring  a  full 
congregation.    So  it  has  been  for  years  past. 

November,  1900. 

1.  All  Saints'  Day.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  Trinity, 
Columbia,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Joyner. 

2.  Appointed  the  officers  of  the  Mission  at  Fort  Hill.  Went  to  Flor- 
ence. 

3.  Sunday.  At  St.  John's,  Florence,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  per- 
sons, and  celebrated  Holy  Communion,  Mr.  Barnwell  saying  the  service. 
It  was  a  rainy  day,  but  the  congregation  was  good,  and  the  music 
hearty.  In  the  afternoon,  Mr.  Barnwell  drove  me  out  to  Christ  Church, 
Mar's  Bluff,  where  we  had  a  very  pleasant  service.  I  preached  to  a 
good  congregation,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

5.  At  night,  in  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Darlington,  preached,  confirmed 
five  persons,  and  addressed  them. 

6.  Celebrated  Early  Communion.  The  Rev.  Mr.  A.  S.  Thomas  has 
just  begun  his  Ministry  under  cheering  auspices  here,  at  Marion,  and  at 
Society  Hill. 

7.  Said  the  marriage  service  in  Trinity,  Columbia. 

8.  I  said  the  burial  service  this  afternoon,  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Winnsboro,  and  we  laid  to  rest  in  the  cemetery  there  Mr.  Walter  Rob- 
ertson. 

9.  Visited  St.  Paul's,  Bennettsville.  Mr.  Boyd  said  Evening  Prayer, 
I  preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

11.  Sunday.  At  St.  Philip's  Church,  Bradford  Springs,  Mr.  Coving- 
ton said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  baptized  one  infant,  preached,  confirmed 
one  person,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion.  The  church  was  well 
filled,  though  we  have  but  six  communicants.  After  dinner,  Mr.  Cov- 
ington and  I  drove  to  Sumter,  where  he  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I 
preached  and  confirmed  three  persons.  The  church  was  filled  with  peo- 
ple, and  the  service  most  satisfactory. 

12.  In  private,  I  confirmed  a  venerable  member  of  the  congregation, 
and  gave  him  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  went  to  Sum- 
merton. 

13.  Mr.  Covington  said  Morning  Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  two 
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persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Glad  to  find  this 
Mission  growing.  In  the  afternoon,  went  down  to  Wilson's,  on  the 
Central  Railroad,  and  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Joseph  James,  baptized  an 
infant. 

15.  Solemnized  a  marriage  in  Trinity  Church,  Columbia. 

17.  Preached  at  Evening  Service  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Newberry, 
Rev.  Mr.  Holmes  saying  Evening  Prayer. 

18.  Sunday.  Mr.  Holmes  said  Morning  Prayer,  I  preached,  and  con- 
firmed one  person.  In  the  afternoon,  we  went  to  Laurens.  In  the 
Church  of  the  Epiphany,  at  night,  Mr.  Holmes  said  Evening  Prayer, 
and  I  preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons.  The  church  was  filled  be- 
yond its  seating  capacity.  Our  Methodist  and  Presbyterian  brethren, 
having  closed  their  churches  for  the  evening,  came  with  their  pastors  to 
worship  with  us,  and  service  throughout  was  spirited  and  encouraging. 

20.  Went  down  to  Charleston  by  evening  train. 

21.  United  in  holy  matrimony  a  couple,  in  Trinity  Church,  Columbia. 

22.  Went  up  to  Union  by  early  train,  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Convocation  of  the  First  District.  Said  the  Creed  and  Prayers  at 
the  10  A.  M.  service  and  presided  in  Convocation.  Rev.  Dr.  McCol- 
lough  read  a  carefully  prepared  paper  on  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the 
past,  sketching  the  growth  of  population  and  the  increase  in  the  Church, 
in  the  United  States  and  in  the  Dioceses,  especially  of  North  and  South 
Carolina,  Virginia  and  Georgia.  The  essay  traced  the  life  and  growth 
of  the  Church  in  South  Carolina  from  its  first  planting  in  old  Charles- 
town  to  the  end  of  the  Revolution,  and  from  1783  to  the  end  of  the  Epis- 
copate of  Bishop  Howe.  The  paper  was  full  of  historical  interest,  and 
though  it  was  over  two  hours  long,  was  listened  to -with  unflagging 
attention.    At  night,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

23.  Said  the  Litany  at  10  o'clock,  and  attended  the  morning  session  of 
Convocation.  An  essay  bv  Mr.  Mitchell,  on  the  work  of  the  Church  in 
the  present,  and  one  by  Mr.  Magruder,  on  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the 
future,  made  this  a  most  interesting  session.  At  the  close  of  the  morn- 
ing session,  I  made  an  address.  To  the  Bishop  it  was  an  inspiring  and 
helpful  Convocation.  A  body  of  young  Clergy,  full  of  ability  and  zeal 
for  their  work,  happy  in  it,  loyal  and  true,  is  at  once  the  Bishop's 
strength  in  the  present  and  his  cheer  and  hope  for  the  future.  I  could 
but  think,  when  Dr.  McCollough  was  reciting  the  discouragements  of 
the  past,  how  much  we  have  in  the  present  to  make  us  strong  in  our 
work,  and  fill  our  hearts  with  grateful  humility  towards  God  for  the 
promise  of  the  future. 

December,  1900. 

1.  Received  from  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  acceptance  of  Rev.  John 
Beean's  transfer  to  his  jurisdiction-. 

2.  Georgetown.  Visited  Prince  George,  Winyah.  At  morning  ser- 
vice, I  preached,  confirmed  three,  and  administered  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion. In  the  afternoon,  attended  the  Sunday  School,  spoke  to  the  teach- 
ers and  children,  and  at  the  Rector's  request  I  gave  to  each  member  of 
the  school  one  of  the  Advent  mite  envelopes,  for  our  Diocesan  Board  of 
Missions.  At  night,  I  attended  a  service  in  the  church  especially  held 
for  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew's.  Mr.  Kennedy  Marshall,  of 
Charleston,  made  the  address,  and  the  service  was  interesting  through- 
out. The  Parish  of  Prince  George,  under  the  faithful  and  able  Rector- 
ship of  Dr.  Johnston,  is  doing  well,  the  congregations  and  services  to- 
day, and  the  spirit  of  the  Parish,  being  most  encouraging. 

3.  Drove  down  to  Annandale,  on  the  Santee,  Dr.  Johnston  with  me. 

4.  Held  services  to-day  in  the  new  Church  of  the  Messiah,  North 
Santee.    This  was  the  first  service  held  in  the  new  church,  which  has 
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been  recently  completed.  It  is  in  every  way  a  most  becoming  edifice, 
and  does  great  credit  to  the  builders,  Messrs.  McCollough  and  Pagan. 
We  had  a  very  pleasant  service,  Dr.  Johnston  saying  Morning  Prayer. 
I  preached,  and  administered  Holy  Communion.  After  service,  I  met 
the  Vestry  for  consultation.  The  Rev.  J.  C.  Waring  is  happily  expected 
to  resume  the  charge  of  the  churches  on  the  Santee  .by  the  ist  of  Janu- 
ary, 1901.    In  the  afternoon,  we  drove  back  to  Georgetown. 

5.  Went  up  to  Columbia  A.  M.    At  my  desk  rest  of  the  day. 

6.  Went  to  Charleston  by  morning  train,  and  gave  the  blessing  at  a 
marriage  in  St.  Michael's  Church,  and  returned  to  Columbia  by  night 
train. 

7.  Ridgeway.  Visited  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Rev.  W.  N.  Tillinghast. 
We  held  services  morning  and  night,  at  which  I  preached,  celebrating 
the  Holy  Communion  at  the  morning  hour.  Went  to  Columbia  by  night 
train. 

8.  In  my  office  all  morning.  Issued  Lay  Reader's  license  to  Messrs. 
Jos.  C.  Rabb  and  F.  R.  Bullock.    Went  to  Charleston  by  evening  train. 

9.  Christ  Church.  Mr.  H.  P.  Archer,  Lay  Reader.  I  said  the 
Prayers  at  Morning  Service,  preached  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 
At  night,  I  preached  at  a  special  service,  held  at  Grace  Church,  in  the 
interest  of  a  more  hearty  lay  co-operation  in  Church  work.  All  the  city 
Clergy  were  present,  and  the  large  congregation  was  addressed  by 
Messrs.  Bacot  and  Stephen  Barnwell,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Johnson,  Rev.  Mr. 
Gresham,  and  myself.  I  went  to  Charleston  especially  to  attend  this 
service. 

11.  Aiken.  Married  my  niece,  Videau  Legare,  to  the  Rev.  Cary  Beck- 
with,  of  Virginia,  at  her  mother's  home  in  Aiken. 

12.  Attended  to-day,  at  the  Citadel  in  Charleston,  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Military  Academy. 

13.  Attended  to-day  an  important  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Por- 
ter Military  Academy.    Went  up  to  Columbia  by  night  train. 

14.  Busy  at  my  desk  all  day. 

15.  Went  up  to  Rock  Hill. 

16.  Drove  over  to  Yorkville,  fifteen  miles,  in  time  for  Morning  Ser- 
vice, in  the  Good  Shepherd,  Rev.  Mr.  Johnes.  Weather  very  cold. 
Preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon, 
attended  the  Sunday  School,  and  addressed  the  teachers  and  children. 
At  night,  Mr.  Johnes  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed four  persons. 

17.  Went  over  to  Rock  Hill,  and  at  the  Mission  for  Colored  People  I 
preached,  confirmed  one  person,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson  and  Archdeacon  Joyner  were  both  present  and 
assisting  in  the  services.  At  night,  at  the  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Mr. 
Johnson  and  Mr.  Joyner  said  Evening  Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  five 
persons,  and  addressed  them.    Weather  very  cold. 

18.  At  the  request  of  the  President,  I  addressed  the  young  ladies  of 
Winthrop  College,  at  chapel,  this  morning.  At  11  o'clock,  made  an 
address  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  the  Parish  Church. 
Went  to  Columbia  by  night  train. 

19.  All  day  at  my  desk. 

20.  Went  to  Charleston  by  early  train,  and  attended  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Porter  Military  Academy.  Attended  chapel 
at  P.  M.  at  the  Academy,  and  addressed  the  cadets.  Went  home  by 
night  train. 

21.  At  my  desk  most  of  the  day. 

22.  Went  up  to  Abbeville. 

23.  Visited  Trinity  Church,  the  Rev.  Edward  McCrady.  Services 
morning  and  afternoon.  I  preached  at  these  services,  and  in  the  morn- 
ing, confirmed  five  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 
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24.  Went  home. 

25.  Christmas  Day !  I  held  the  service  for  Christmas  Day  in  Trinity, 
Columbia,  and  preached.  The  conegregation  was  very  good,  the  music 
especially  fine,  and  a  large  communion. 

26.  Baptized,  at  the  font,  in  Trinity,  a  grand-son  of  General  Hamp- 
ton's. 

29.  Went  up  to  Anderson. 

30.  Visited  to-day  Grace  Church.  Rev.  W.  T.  Capers.  Rector.  Weather 
was  very  inclement.  Mr.  Capers  said  Morning  Prayer,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed two  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the 
afternoon,  at  Evening  Prayer,  the  Sunday  School  had  a  Christmas  cele- 
bration, sang  their  bright  carols,  and  the  zealous  Rector  gave  to  each 
child  a  token  of  love  from  their  Rector  and  teachers,  and  the  children 
brought  up  their  mite  envelopes  for  the  Board  of  Missions.  It  gave  me 
great  pleasure  to  address  the  children,  and  to  congratulate  the  Rector  on 
the  increased  numbers  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  growing  interest  in 
the  work. 

31.  I  to-day  forwarded  to  the  Standing  Committee  the  letters  of 
Messrs.  Marshall  and  Mazyck.  with  my  approval,  asking  for  recommen- 
dations to  be  admitted  candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  And  this  is  my  last 
official  act  for  the  year  of  our  Lord  1900 ! 

January,  1901. 

1.  Took  earl}-  train  for  Pendleton.  Celebrated  the  Feast  of  the  Cir- 
cumcision in  St.  Paul's.  Pendleton.  Rev.  Mr.  Anderson  said  Morning 
Prayer.  I  confirmed  two  persons,  addressed  them,  preached,  and  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion.  The  weather  was  very  inclement,  and 
the  congregation  small.    In  the  afternoon,  went  up  to  Fort  Hill. 

2.  A  rainy,  cold  day.  Service  at  3  P.  M.  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy 
Trinity.  Mr.  Anderson  said  the  services.  I  preached,  confirmed  three 
persons  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  The  chapel  was  well 
filled  and  the  service  spirited.  The  students  of  the  College  were  all 
absent  on  furlough  on  account  of  the  scarlet  fever  scare. 

3.  Went  up  to  Seneca.  At  11  o'clock.  I  preached  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion.  We  had  a  congregation  of  some  twenty  persons, 
only  three  of  whom  were  Church  people.  It  seems  impossible  for  the 
Church  at  Seneca  to  grow,  though  the  congregations  are  good  and  much 
interest  is  manifested  in  the  services,  and  every  respect  and  considera- 
tion is  shown  the  Missionary.  In  the  afternoon.  I  went  down  by  rail  to 
Greenwood. 

4.  In  the  Chapel  of  the  Resurrection,  I  had  service,  and  preached,  Mr. 
Porcher  saying  the  Prayers.    Weather  clear  and  cold. 

5.  Preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  Mr. 
Porcher.    In  the  afternoon,  went  to  Wellington  by  rail. 

6.  The  Epiphany.  Service  in  St.  Stephen's  Church.  I  preached  and 
celebrated.  Church  well  filled  and  delightful  service.  Visited  in  the 
neighborhood  in  the  afternoon. 

7.  Went  down  to  Columbia,  and  found  Mrs.  Capers  suffering  from 
an  attack  of  erysipelas. 

12.  Went  down  to  Charleston  by  early  train,  and  presided  at  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Porter  Military  Academy,  and  re- 
turned to  Columbia  by  night  train. 

13.  I  was  due  to-day  at  Summerville.  but  I  recalled  my  appointment 
on  account  of  sickness  in  my  family. 

16.  Engaged  all  day  with  the  Examining  Chaplains  in  the  examination 
for  Priest's  Orders  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Anderson.  Covington.  Walker 
and  Williams. 
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17-  Engaged  all  day  as  above,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  A.  S.  Thomas  and  J. 
S.  Quarles  being  also  examined. 

18.  Went  up  to  Littleton  with  Archdeacon  Joyner,  and  visited  the 
Missions  for  Colored  People  near  that  place.  The  Rev.  J.  S.  Quarles 
read  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  confirmed  six  persons  and  addressed  them. 
I  preached,  and  assisted  by  Archdeacon  Joyner  I  administered  the  Holy 
Communion. 

19.  Went  to  Orangeburg. 

20.  Said  Morning  Prayer,  preached,  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion in  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer.  After  service,  I  met  the  Vestry 
and  members  of  the  Parish,  and  conferred  with  them  respecting  the  fill- 
ing of  their  vacant  Parish.  In  the  afternoon,  I  conducted  the  exercises 
of  the  Sunday  School  and  catechised  the  children.  In  the  evening,  I 
baptized  an  infant.  The  prayers  of  the  Church  for  the  sick  were  offered 
to-day  for  the  good  Queen  of  England,  whose  illness  the  papers  had 
reported. 

22.  Engaged  to-day  in  sending  out  notices  for  the  payment  of  the 
third  quarter  of  the  Emergency  Fund. 

24.  Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  South  Carolina 
Military  Academy,  and  addressed  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  behalf  of  a  more  liberal  support  of 
the  Academy. 

25.  St.  Paul's  Day.  Went  by  early  train  to  Cheraw.  Confirmed  two 
persons,  preached,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion  in  St.  David's, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Boyd.  At  night,  Mr.  Boyd  said  Evening 
Prayer,  and  I  preached.  We  had  good  congregations,  sweet  music,  and 
pleasant  services  in  old  St.  David's. 

26.  Made  visits  in  the  Parish  with  Mr.  Boyd  in  the  forenoon,  and  in 
the  afternoon  went  down  to  Society  Hill. 

27.  Visited  Trinity  Church.  This  old  Parish  is  now  one  of  the  Mis- 
sions of  the  Diocese,  and  has  a  service  from  the  Missionary  in  charge, 
Rev.  A.  S.  Thomas,  on  one  Sunday  in  the  month.  For  years  past  the 
venerable  Mr.  John  Witherspoon  has  been  the  devoted  Lay  Reader  of 
the  Parish,  but  the  infirmities  of  age  have  of  late  incapacitated  him  for 
this  service.  Mr.  Thomas  being  absent  at  one  of  his  Missions  to-day,  I 
took  the  services  in  Trinity,  preached,  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, eight  persons  communicating.  After  service,  I  administered 
the  Communion  in  private  to  a  sick  member  of  the  congregation. 

28.  Gave  a  Lay  Reader's  license  to  Mr.  J.  J.  Lucas  for  Trinity  Church, 
Society  Hill.  I  officiated  at  the  funeral  of  Mr.  Lucas  Mcintosh,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas.    Went  to  Columbia  by  the  night  train. 

30.  Went  up  to  Laurens.  Confirmed  one  person,  and  made  address  in 
the  Church  of  the  Epiphany  at  Evening  Prayer ;  and  at  night,  at  the 
request  of  the  President,  I  made  an  address  to  the  mill  operatives  in  the 
large  auditorium  of  the  mill. 

31.  Went  to  Columbia. 

February,  iqoi. 

1.  Received  report  of  the  Examining  Chaplains  on  the  Examinations 
held  January  16th  and  17th. 

2.  Went  to  Charleston. 

3.  Officiated  at  the  funeral  of  a  dear  relative,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Campbell.    Went  to  Colombia  by  night  train. 

4.  Notified  candidates  for  the  Priesthood  of  the  report  on  the  examin- 
ations. 

6.  Met  the  Vestry  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Charleston,  at  9  P.  M. 

7.  Officiated  at  the  baptism  of  an  infant,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  H.  J. 
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Mikell.  At  night,  presided  at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Porter  Academy. 

9.  Went  from  Columbia  to  Clarendon. 

10.  Visited  St.  Mark's,  Clarendon.  A  beautiful  day,  and  good  con- 
gregation. Four  confirmed.  Preached,  made  address  to  the  class,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Assisted  in  the  services  by  Mr. 
Barnwell. 

11.  Brother  Barnwell  and  I  drove  in  the  rain  to  St.  Augustine's 
Chapel,  where  we  held  service.  I  preached,  and  confirmed  nine  persons, 
and  celebrated  the  Communion.. 

12.  Visited  the  Church  at  Stateburg.  Before  service,  I  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  meeting  the  Sunday  School,  and  of  addressing  the  teachers  and 
the  young  people.  The  church  was  well  filled  and  the  whole  service  a 
very  pleasant  one.  Six  persons  were  confirmed.  I  addressed  them, 
preached,  and  administered  the  Communion.  In  the  evening.  Mr.  Barn- 
well and  I  drove  through  the  mud  to  the  vicinity  of  Hagood,  where  we 
were  most  kindly  entertained. 

13.  The  service  this  morning  was  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension, 
Hagood.  The  church  was  filled  by  a  large  congregation.  Mr.  Barn- 
well baptized  two  adults.  I  preached,  confirmed  one  person,  and  admin- 
istered the  Communion.    Went  to  Sumter  by  the  evening  train. 

14.  This  evening  I  made  the  opening  address  before  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  at  Sumter. 

15.  Went  up  home. 

16.  Went  down  to  Charleston  and  on  to  Wadmalaw  Island,  arriving 
at  Rockville  at  night. 

17.  Visited  St.  John's  Church,  John's  Island.  The  church  was 
crowded  by  a  large  congregation.  During  the  service,  at  Mr.  Sams'  re- 
quest. I  called  up  the  children  and  young  people,  and  gave  them  their 
mite  chests  for  their  Easter  offering  to  Missions.  Confirmed  three  per- 
sons and  addressed  them,  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Communion. 
Full  a  hundred  persons  communicated.  In  the  afternoon,  at  Rockville, 
I  visited  the  Sunday  School,  and  at  night,  Mr.  Sams  said  Evening 
Prayer,  and  I  preached  in  the  chapel. 

18.  Went  to  Walterboro. 

19.  Morning  service  in  St.  Jude's.  Confirmed  four  young  men,  ad- 
dressed them,  preached,  and  administered  the  Communion.  The  vener- 
able Rev.  E.  E.  Bellenger  could  not  be  present  with  us  at  service,  being 
confined  by  an  attack  of  grippe.  The  prayers  for  the  sick  were  offered 
for  his  recovery.  At  night,  I  visited  the  Mission  for  the  Colored  Peo- 
ple, preached,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

20.  Ash  Wednesday,  morning  service  in  St.  Jude's.  I  said  the  Litany 
and  penitential  office,  and  preached.  In  the  afternoon,  Mr.  Walsh  drove 
me  down  to  Hendersonville,  twelve  miles,  where  we  held  service  at 
night,  in  the  school  house  of  the  settlement.  Mr.  Walsh  said  Evening 
Prayer,  and  I  preached.  We  have  a  handful  of  faithful  communicant's 
here,  and  Mr.  Walsh  is  hopeful  of  establishing  an  organized  Mission  at 
this  point. 

21.  An  early  drive  to  the  railroad,  and  went  on  to  Charleston.  Met 
the  Vestry  of  St.  Luke's  Church  at  8:30  P.  M.,  and  took  night  train  for 
home. 

23.  Went  down  to  Fort  Motte. 

24.  Visited  St.  Matthew's  Parish  this  morning.  Mr.  Tillinghast  said 
Morning  Prayer.  I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons,  and  celebrated 
Holy  Communion.  The  snow  covered  the  ground  to  the  depth  of 
three  inches,  and  it  was  very  cold,  but  the  little  flock  assembled  faith- 
fully, and  we  all  enjoyed  the  service.  I  had  appointed  my  visitation  for 
to-day  at  the  Heavenly  Rest,  Hampton  County,  but  was  requested  to 
postpone  it,  on  account  of  the  absence  of  most  of  the  little  congregation 
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there,  called  away  to  Augusta  by  a  sad  affliction  in  Mr.  Martin's  family. 
The  Lord  be  their  Comforter. 

27.  Visited  St.  Timothy's,  Columbia,  at  night.  Mr.  Thomas  said 
Evening  Prayer,  I  preached  and  confirmed  a  class  of  nine  persons,  and 
addressed  them.  Since  my  last  visit  St.  Timothy's  has  been  enlarged  by 
the  addition  of  transepts,  and  is  now  no  longer  a  chapel.  As  I  sat  in 
the  chancel  and  looked  over  the  full  congregation,  and  contemplated  the 
orderly  and  impressive  service,  with  the  memorials  around  me,  in  loving 
memory  of  our  late  Bishop,  I  could  but  contrast  the  situation  and  its 
condition  with  the  beginning  of  St.  Timothy's,  in  the  little  parlor  of  one 
of  the  flock  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  some  ten  or  twelve  years  ago ! 

28.  Went  down  to  Charleston  on  the  early  train,  and  officiated  at 
Magnolia  at  the  funeral  service  of  the  late  Dr.  Mitchell  King,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kershaw. 

March,  1901. 

1.  I  to-day  consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God  the  new 
chapel  erected  at  Peak,  under  the  name  of  St.  Simon's,  Peak.  The 
Archdeacon,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Churchill  Satterlee,  William  T. 
Capers,  J.  S.  Quarles,  G.  E.  Howell,  and  J.  B.  Mancebo,  were  present, 
and  took  part  in  the  services.  I  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion.  Before  the  service,  I  visited  the  church  school,  under  the 
charge  of  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Quarles.  catechised  and  addressed  the  children, 
greatly  to  my  gratification.  Under  the  faithful  ministry  of  Mr.  Quarles, 
the  school  and  the  Mission  are  doing  well. 

3.  This  was  Ordination  Sunday,  in  Trinity,  Columbia.  I  ordained  to 
the  sacred  order  of  Priests,  five  of  our  young  men — the  largest  number 
ever  ordained,  at  one  time,  in  the  history  of  our  Diocese.  They  all  came 
up  for  Ordination  from  their  posts  of  service  to  which,  as  Deacons,  I 
had  assigned  them  early  last  fall :  The  Rev.  B.  M.  Anderson,  from  Pen- 
dleton, Clemson  College,  and  Seneca ;  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Covington,  from 
Sumter,  Summerton,  and  Bradford  Springs  ;  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Thomas, 
from  Darlington,  Marion  and  Society  Hill ;  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Walker,  from 
Grahamville,  Hardeeville,  Bluffton,  and  Oketee ;  and  the  Rev.  G.  C. 
Williams,  from  Gaffney  and  Blacksburg.  The  sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Kershaw,  at  my  request,  and  the  candidates  were  presented 
by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Kershaw.  Mitchell,  W.  B.  Capers,  Dr.  Johnson,  and 
W.  P.  Witsell.  These  Presbyters,  with  Archdeacon  Joyner,  and  the 
Rector  of  Trinity,  Mr.  Satterlee,  united  in  the  laying  on  of  hands.  This 
impressive  Ordination  service  was  preceded  by  the  service  of  "Institu- 
tion," in  which  I  instituted  the  Rev.  Churchill  Satterlee  as  the  Rector 
of  Trinity  Church,  Columbia.  In  the  afternoon,  I  made  a  visitation  to 
the  Parish  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  confirmed  fourteen  persons,  and  ad- 
dressed them.  At  this  service  the  former  Rector  of  the  Parish,  Rev. 
Mr.  Mitchell,  preached  the  sermon. 

4.  Issued  Lay  Reader's  license  to  Dr.  Wm.  Anderson,  for  the  church 
at  Blacksburg. 

5.  Visited  the  Mission  at  Kingst'ree.  Mr.  Barnwell  said  Morning 
Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  one  person,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion.   Preached  again  at  night'. 

6.  Held  service  in  Old  St.  Stephens  Church,  St.  Stephens.  I  said 
Morning  Prayer,  preached,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
The  people  of  the  town  generally  attended  the  service,  and  I  gave  the 
Communion  to  our  little  flock.  It  was  a  bitter  cold  day,  and  so  many 
glasses  broken  in  the  windows,  that  but  for  the  reverence  and  good  be- 
havior of  the  congregation,  I  would  have  found  it  a  most  uncomforta- 
ble service.  The  school  children  of  the  town  were  all  there,  and  refer- 
ring to  the  broken  panes  of  glass,  and  the  respect  due  to  the  Lord's 
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House,  and  this  old  church,  I  appointed  the  boys  of  the  town  a  com- 
mittee of  honor  to  see  that  no  more  glass  should  be  broken,  after  they 
were  all  replaced  by  the  Vestry.    Nous  Verrons! 

7.  St.  Stephens,  Pineville.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Brown  said  the  services,  I 
confirmed  one  person,  preached,  and  administered  Holy  Communion. 
We  have  four  families  in  Pineville,  where  once  a  large  and  happy  con- 
gregation worshipped  under  the  Ministry  of  DeHon,  Gadsden  and  John- 
son ! 

8.  Learned  of  the  burning  of  the  Residence  at  the  Rescue  Mission  over 
in  Lexington,  by  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Howell  and  his  family  lost  all  their 
household  effects,  books,  etc.  The  wife  of  the  Missionary  was  ill  in  her 
chamber,  and  narrowly  escaped  with  her  life,  by  the  good  Providence  of 
God. 

9.  Gave  the  Communion  to  a  sick  person. 

10.  Visited  the  Parish  of  Trinity,  Black  Oak,  the  service  in  Pinopolis. 
Rev.  Mr.  Brown  said  Morning  Prayer,  I  preached  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  A  rain  storm  in  the  afternoon  prevented  the  service. 
I  said  the  Litany  with  Mr.  Brown  and  one  of  the  congregation.  Went 
to  Charleston  by  night  train. 

11.  Went  up  to  Blackville  and  visited  the  Mission.  Mr.  Prentiss  said 
Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  and  administered  Holy  Communion. 
We  drove  to  Barnwell  in  the  afternoon, 

12.  In  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  Barnwell,  I  held  two  ser- 
vices to-day — morning  and  night.  Preached  at  both  services,  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion  at  the  morning  hour,  and  confirmed  a  class  of 
seven  persons  at  night.  In  the  afternoon,  I  administered  the  sacrament 
of  baptism  to  an  infant,  in  private. 

13.  At  Allendale,  at  night,  Mr.  Prentiss  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I 
preached.  At  last  the  little  congregation  at  Allendale  are  to  begin  the 
building  of  their  church,  on  a  lot  recently  purchased  and  satisfactorily 
located.  I  hope  by  my  next  visitation  to  confirm  a  class  in  the  new 
church. 

14.  Went  to  Charleston  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Visitors 
of  the  South  Carolina  Military  Academy,  and  went  up  to  Columbia  by 
night  train. 

16.  Went  down  by  evening  train  to  Wappaoolah,  for  service  at  Straw- 
berry to-morrow. 

17.  Visited  St.  John's,  Berkeley,  to-day.  Service  at  the  church,  at 
Strawberry  Ferry.  Mr.  Brown  said  Morning  Prayer,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed one  person,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  We  had  a  full 
church,  and,  as  always  to  me,  an  impressivef  and  sweet  service.  There  is 
a  sacredness  and  solemnity  attaching  to  these  venerable  old  churches, 
with  their  honored  associations  and  hallowed  graves ;  and  so  many  me- 
morials of  the  past  history  of  the  State  and  the  Church,  that  I  always 
feel,  when  I  visit  them,  that  I  am  holding  communion  with  the  genera- 
tions that  have  long  ago  entered  into  rest,  and  who  are  yet  lingering 
with  us  in  the  worship  of  the  Church. 

18.  Went  down  to  Charleston  and  on  to  Young's  Island. 

19.  Visited  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Wilton,  the  service  being  in 
the  Church  at  Adam's  Run.  Mr.  Pringle  said  Morning  Prayer,  I 
preached,  confirmed  two  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Communion.  A 
good  congregation  assembled,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  this  is  a  busy  time 
with  farmers. 

20.  In  the  morning,  I  visited  the  Parish  at  Grahamville.  Mr.  Walker 
read  the  service,  and  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
In  the  afternoon,  we  went  to  Hardeeville,  where  I  held  service  at  night. 
A  rain  prevented  the  most  of  the  people  from  assembling,  but  we  held 
the  service  with  more  than  "two  or  three,"  and  I  preached. 

21.  Mr.  Walker  and  I  were  driven  down  to  Bluffton  for  morning  ser- 
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vice,  eighteen  miles.    At  this  service  an  adult  was  baptized.    I  preached, 
confirmed  two  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Communion.    I  left  Mr. 
Walker  in  Bluffton,  and  drove  back  to  Hardeeville. 
22.  Went  up  to  Columbia. 

24.  This  was  a  full  day  in  Charleston.  Grace  Church,  morning  and 
afternoon,  and  St.  Mark's  Church  at  night.  I  preached  at  Grace  in  the 
morning  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  more  than  200  persons 
communicating.  In  the  afternoon,  I  confirmed  a  class  of  forty-eight 
persons  and  addressed  them.  This  is  the  largest  class  I  have  ever  had 
presented  to  me  for  confirmation  in  the  Diocese.  The  congregations, 
morning  and  afternoon,  filled  the  church,  and  there  was  every  indica- 
tion that  the  zealous  ministry  of  the  new  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gresham, 
was  meeting  a  sympathetic  response  from  the  people  of  the  Parish.  May 
the  Lord  abundantly  bless  his  work  among  them !  At  night,  I  visited 
St.  Mark's  Parish.  Rev.  Mr.  Hollings  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I 
preached  and  confirmed  a  class  of  twelve  persons.  The  church  was 
filled  with  people,  the  service  reverent,  and  the  singing  of  choir  and 
people  most  becoming  and  admirable.  I  think  St.  Mark's  is  in  a  pros- 
perous condition,  under  the  laborious  and  faithful  ministry  of  its  Rector. 
I  left  Charleston  by  the  midnight  train,  to  get  a  few  hours  in  my  office, 
before  going  to  Aiken,  for  my  next  appointment,  on  the  26th. 

26.  Aiken.  I  privately  confirmed  one  person  at  11  A.  M.  At  night,  I 
visited  St.  Thaddeus,  confirmed  a  class  of  six  persons,  addressed  them, 
and  preached. 

27.  I  attended  Morning  Prayer,  said  by  Mr.  Clift,  and  immediately 
afterwards  administered  the  Holy  Communion  to  the  sick  person  I  con- 
firmed yesterday  morning.  At  5  P.  M.,  I  confirmed  one  person  in  the 
church.  At  8  P.  M.,  I  visited  the  Mission  for  the  Colored  People,  con- 
firmed a  class  of  five,  addressed  them,  and  preached. 

29.  In  Trinity  Church,  Columbia.  I  said  the  Creed  and  Evening 
Prayers,  and  confirmed  one  person  by  special  request  of  the  Rector. 

31.  Charleston.  Visited  and  addressed  the  Sunday  School  of  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Communion.  At  the  morning  hour,  I  preached, 
confirmed  a  class  of  twenty-one,  addressed  them,  and  preached,  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion.  Immediately  after  service  drove  out  to 
the  Mission  for  Colored  People  in  St.  Andrews,  accompanied  by  the  Lay 
Reader,  Mr.  P.  J.  Lindeau ;  here  I  baptized  an  adult,  confirmed  twenty- 
one  persons,  preached,  and  administered  the  Communion.  At  night, 
I  visited  the  Parish  of  St.  John's,  Charleston.  Mr.  Cornish  presented  a 
class  of  twenty-two  persons,  whom  I  confirmed. 

April,  1901. 

1.  Presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Porter  Mili- 
tary Academy. 

3.  St.  John's,  Richland.  Visited  this  Parish  to-day.  Preached  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Most  of  the  congregation  were 
present. 

4.  I  visited  the  Mission  of  Mr.  Tillinghast,  near  Eastover,  among  the 
sand  hills,  and  confirmed  five  persons,  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion.  At  my  last  visit  to  this  Mission  we  held  the  service  in  a 
school  house,  but  to-day  we  had  a  neat  chapel. 

5.  Good  Friday.  Held  the  services  of  this  Holy  Day  in  Zion  Church, 
Richland.  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion. 

7.  Easter.  Visited  the  Parish  and  Mission  at  Spartanburg.  During 
Morning  Prayer,  I  consecrated  the  beautiful  font,  given  by  Mr.  W.  B. 
W.  Howe,  as  a  memorial  to  God  for  the  gift  of  a  child,  now  safe  in 
Paradise.    I  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.    In  the 
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afternoon,  I  visited  Epiphany  Mission  for  Colored  People,  confirmed 
four  persons,  and  made  an  address.  The  faithful  Lay  Reader,  and  his 
faithful  helpers  in  the  Gospel,  from  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  have  their 
Bishop's  warmest  appreciation  for  their  constancy  and  devotion  to  the 
work  their  Lord  has  given  them  to  do,  in  His  Name.  At  night,  I  con- 
firmed eleven  persons  at  the  church,  and  addressed  them. 

8.  I  attended  this  morning  the  annual  Parish  meeting  of  the  Church 
of  the  Advent.  Went  to  Gaffney  in  the  afternoon.  At  night,  Mr.  Wil- 
liams said  Evening  Prayer,  I  preached. 

9.  In  the  early  morning,  at  the  church,  I  baptized  an  infant.  In  the 
afternoon,  went  to  Blacksburg.  At  night,  I  visited  the  Church  of  the 
Atonement.  Mr.  Williams  said  Evening  Prayer,  I  confirmed  two  per- 
sons, and  preached  to  a  full  congregation. 

10.  Went  down  to  Columbia,  and  at  night  gave  the  blessing  at  the 
marriage  of  two  young  friends,  in  Trinity  Church. 

11.  Went  up  to  Chester  by  early  train,  and  consecrated  the  new 
Church  of  St.  Marks.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Tohnes,  and  the  Missionary  in 
charge,  Mr.  Johnson,  assisted  in  the  service.  I  made  an  address  on  the 
Consecration  service,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  At  night, 
the  church  was  crowded  to  overflowing.  Mr.  Johnes  and  Mr.  Johnson 
said  Evening  Prayer,  I  confirmed  a  class  of  six  oersons,  and  preached. 

12.  Gave  letters  dismissory  to  the  Rev.  W.  T.  Capers,  to  Mississippi, 
and  to  the  Rev.  S.  R.  Guignard,  to  North  Carolina. 

14.  I  had  an  appointment  for  St.  James,  Goose  Creek,  to-day,  but 
unhappily  my  train  was  detained  over  two  hours  by  the  failure  of  the 
engine,  and  I  reached  the  church  too  late  for  service.  I  had  only  time 
to  make  a  brief  address,  say  a  few  Collects,  and  give  the  blessing. 

15.  Went  to  South  Santee,  for  a  visitation  to-morrow  to  St.  James 
Parish. 

16.  At  the  old  Parish  Church,  this  morning,  Mr.  Waring  said  Morning 
Prayer,  and  I  confirmed  three  persons,  and  addressed  them,  preached, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

17.  Said  good-bye  to  friends  "on  the  shore,"  and  took  the  boat  at  8 
o'clock  for  North  Santee.  At  the  morning  hour,  I  consecrated  the 
beautiful  new  Church  of  the  Messiah,  North  Santee.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Johnston,  of  Georgetown,  and  the  Missionary  in  charge.  Rev.  Mr. 
Waring,  with  the  Rev.  L.  F.  Guerry,  John  Kershaw,  and  H.  J.  Mikell, 
were  present  and  assisting  in  the  services.  Mr.  Mikell  preached  a  most 
appropriate  sermon.  Went  by  boat  to  Georgetown,  on  my  way  to  Pee 
Dee.  At  night,  I  preached  in  old  Prince  George  to  a  large  congrega- 
tion, and  confirmed  a  fine  class  of  sixteen  oersons,  and  addressed  them. 
The  improvement  here  is  very  manifest,  in  every  way.  The  old  church 
was  lit  by  electricity,  the  service  was  hearty,  the  music  admirable,  and 
the  whole  spirit  of  the  occasion  encouraging  for  the  Rector  and  congre- 
gation. 

21.  Prince  Frederick,  Pee  Dee.  Service  this  morning  in  the  church  at 
Plantersville.  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  After 
lunch,  Bro.  Guerry  and  I  drove  up  to  St.  Peter's  Mission,  where  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons.  The  Church  on  Waccamaw  had 
sent  to  this  Mission  (among  the  poor  white  people)  a  box  of  necessaries, 
which  Mr.  Guerry  distributed  after  the  service. 

23.  Visited  "Faith  Mission,"  among  the  Negroes  of  Parkersville. 
Preached  and  confirmed  a  lad. 

24.  Visited  the  Parish  Church,  "All  Saints,"  preached,  confirmed  two 
persons  and  made  an  address  to  them.  This  was  once  a  populous 
Parish,  but  now  there  are  not  more  than  seven  or  eight  families  who 
make  up  the  Parish.  In  the  afternoon,  Mr.  Guerry  drove  me  to  Brook 
Green,  where  we  held  service  in  the  Mission  Chapel,  for  the  Negroes, 
and  I  preached. 
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25.  Visited  the  school  at  Brook  Green,  and  catechised  the  children. 

20.  At  "Rose  Hill,"  on  Waccamaw,  I  administered  the  Communion 
to  a  venerable  communicant,  confined  to  her  chamber.  Passing  through 
Georgetown  in  the  afternoon,  I  confirmed  at  the  church,  by  special 
request  of  the  Rector,  a  class  of  five  persons,  and  addressed  them. 

28.  Beaufort.  I  visited  to-day  the  old  Parish  of  St.  Helena.  I 
preached  at  the  morning  hour  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
In  the  afternoon,  I  visited  the  admirable  Sunday  School  of  the  Parish, 
and  addressed  the  young  people  and  their  teachers.  Mr.  Githens  has  a 
large  Bible  Class,  and  is  himself  the  head  and  soul  of  his  fine  Sunday 
School.  At  the  Rector's  request,  I  went  over  to  the  church,  and  bap- 
tized a  young  man  for  whom  he  stood  as  witness.  At  night,  I  preached 
again,  and  confirmed  a  fine  class  of  eighteen  persons.  Old  St.  Helena, 
newly  painted,  with  handsome  chancel  furniture,  dressed  in  greens  and 
flowers,  never  looked  better,  nor  have  I  ever  known  the  worship 
heartier.    Congratulate  Rector  and  people. 

29.  In  the  morning,  by  special  request,  I  went  over  to  St.  Helena 
Island,  and  baptized,  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  MacDanal,  his  infant  chil- 
dren. The  island  seems  to  be  in  a  good  state  of  cultivation.  There  are 
six  thousand  Negroes  on  the  island,  and  six  white  families,  one  of  whom 
belongs  to  our  Church  families.  There  are  six  public  schools,  and  the 
celebrated  "Penn  School,"  for  the  Negroes.  The  "Penn  School,"  which 
I  visited,  and  which  is  admirably  conducted  and  organized,  has  nearly 
three  hundred  pupils.  A  Church  woman  from  the  North  is  at  its  head. 
Our  church  on  St.  Helena  is  in  ruins,  and  the  large  brick  church,  be- 
longing to  the  Baptists,  and  in  which  the  eloquent  Dr.  Fuller  once 
preached,  is  now  used  by  a  congregation  of  Negro  Baptists.  At  night, 
I  had  the  gratification  of  meeting  the  congregation  of  St.  Helena,  Beau- 
fort, and  many  of  its  friends,  at  a  reception  given  by  the  Rector  at  his 
home  at  the  Sea  Island  Hotel. 

30.  In  Charleston,  confirmed  a  sick  person,  in  private,  for  Rev.  Mr. 
Cornish. 

May,  1 90 1. 

1.  St.  Philip's  and  St.  James'  Day.  At  the  morning  hour,  I  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion,  and  confirmed  one  of  the  girls  at  the  Church 
Home  and  Orphanage,  and  made  an  address  to  the  children.  In  the 
afternoon,  I  made  the  prayer  at  the  unveiling  of  the  Memorial  to  the 
Poet  Timrod,  erected  by  his  friends  in  the  City  Hall  Park,  Charleston. 
I  also  presided  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Church 
Home  and  Orphanage.  At  night,  I  presided  at  the  regular  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Porter  Military  Academy. 

5.  Being  in  Columbia  to-day,  I  officiated  at  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd  in  the  morning,  and  at  St.  Timonthy's  at  night,  preaching  at 
these  services,  and  confirming  classes ;  at  the  Good  Shepherd  twelve  per- 
sons, and  at  St.  Timothy's  four.  In  the  afternoon,  I  confirmed,  in 
private,  a  sick  member  of  the  Parish  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 


APPENDIX  IL 


Report  of  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

It  is  most  pleasing  to  the  Board  of  Missions  to  appear  before  the 
Council  this  year  with  a  report  which  is  gratifying  to  all  who  have  had 
the  work  of  Missions  in  the  Diocese  at  heart.  Rarely  has  so  large 
amount  been  raised  in  the  Diocese  in  one  year,  and  after  meeting  all  our 
obligations  to  the  Missionaries,  we  still  have  over  five  hundred  dollars 
to  our  credit  in  bank.  The  Board  desires  to  express  its  sincere  thanks 
for  the  interest  manifested  and  the  generous  aid  given  by  all  the 
Parishes  and  Missions. 

Again  has  the  Bishop's  Emergency  Fund  been  of  material  aid  to  the 
Board,  and  we  most  earnestly  recommend  and  urge  that  the  Rectors 
and  Missionaries  bring  this  plan  of  assistance  before  their  people,  and 
endeavor  to  secure  more  regular  subscribers  to  this  Fund.  But  for  this 
Fund,  we  most  certainly  would  have  appeared  before  you  this  year  with 
a  deficit.  The  Board  would  be  lacking  in  appreciation  did  it  not  thank 
sincerely  the  children  of  the  Sunday  Schools  throughout  the  Diocese 
for  their  substantial  support,  giving  this  year  $744.80,  the  largest  amount 
ever  given  by  them.  We  desire  to  say  that  the  apportionment  plan  has 
worked  admirably,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  the  Clergy  and  laity  will 
support  it  with  the  same  zeal  and  earnestness  this  year  as  they  have  done 
in  the  last.  We  recommend  that  when  the  apportionments  are  made 
and  adopted  to-night,  that  they  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Dio- 
cese. We  are  pleased  with  the  good  work  done  this  year  by  all  the  Mis- 
sionaries who  receive  stipends  from  the  Board.  If  we  had  more  funds 
at  our  disposal,  we  feel  assured  that  we  could  show  even  better  results 
in  the  Diocesan  Missionary  field.  We  close  this  report  with  our  sin- 
cere thanks  to  Almighty  God,  the  giver  of  all  good  gifts.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese* 

Columbia,  S.  C,  May  6,  1901. 
To  the  Diocesan  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina: 

During  the  past  year,  among  the  various  matters  which  have  come 
before  them,  the  Trustees  deem  the  following  of  sufficient  importance  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  Council : 

Messrs.  Edward  McCrady  and  John  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  were  on  June  15, 
1900,  appointed  a  Committee  to  prepare  a  Bill  to  be  presented  to  the 
Legislature,  carrying  out  the  amendments  to  the  charter  of  the  Diocese, 
proposed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council. 

On  March  2,  1901,  the  Trustees  received  official  notice  of  the  reorgan- 
ization of  the  Vestry  of  the  Old  Sheldon  Church  Parish,  and  the  funds 
of  that  Parish  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  was  authorized  to  be  turned 
over  to  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  that  Vestry.  At  the  request, 
however,  of  the  Vestry,  the  Trustees  have  retained  the  custody  of  these 
funds,  the  interest  to  be  paid  over  to  the  said  Vestry  as  it  accrues. 

On  March  2,  1901,  the  Trustees  received  an  offer  from  the  Vestry  of 
St.  Luke's  Church,  Charleston,  S.  C,  to  turn  over  their  Church  property 
to  the  Trustees.  The  offer  was  accepted  and  a  transfer  of  the  property 
to  the  Trustees  was  authorized. 

Authority  was  given  on  March  2,  1901.  for  the  sale  of  the  Rectory  lot 
at  Darlington,  S.  C,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  to  be  applied  to  the  pur- 
chase of  another  lot  in  a  more  suitable  location. 

During  the  past  year  the  question  came  up  as  to  the  advisability  of 
having  the  Court's  adjudicate  the  question  as  to  the  custody  of  the 
Bishop's  Permanent  Fund,  now  held  by  the  Advancement  Society. 
After  a  consideration  of  the  matter,  it  was  finally  decided  that  it  was 
advisable  that  no  action  be  taken  in  the  matter. 

The  bond  for  $10,000,  issued  by  the  United  States  Fidelity  and  Guar- 
antee Company,  conditioned  that  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall 
faithfully  discharge  his  duties,  has  been  rendered  for  the  year  beginning. 
The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  has  during  the  year  received  fifteen  deeds 
to  Church  property  in  various  parts  of  the  Diocese.  The  usual  appro- 
priations from  the  several  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  have  been 
made  during  the  past  year. 

The  financial  report  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  is  appended 
hereto.

TENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  THE  BISHOP,  BY  THE  ARCH- 
DEACON, MAY  i,  1901. 

Rt.  Rev.  Ellison  Capers,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  South  Carolina. 

My  Dear  Bishop  :  It  is  an  honor  and  pleasure  to  report  to  you  that 
during  the  past  year  I  have  conducted  and  assisted  in  the  following 
services  and  offices  of  the  Church:  Public  services,  118;  sermons  and 
addresses,  151;  celebrated  Holy  Communion,  public,  49,  private,  7; 
baptisms,  12;  burials,  5;  visitations  of  schools,  Missions,  institutions,  91; 
corner-stone,  1,  assisted  at  1 ;  assisted  at  consecration  churches,  3 ;  in 
Ordination  of  Priests,  1  ;  in  institution  of  Minister,  1.  The  summary  of 
statistics  is  appended  to  this  report.  It  is  far  from  complete.  My  books 
have  been  audited  by  your  appointment,  and  the  result  stated  as  beyond. 

There  are  now  engaged  with  us  in  this  field  3  colored  and  13  white 
Clergy ;  6  colored  and  1  white  Lay  Readers ;  catechists,  in  Sunday  and 
day  schools,  65 ;  industrial  schools,  25 ;  making  a  total  of  Clergy  and 
lay-helpers  of  125. 

The  Rev.  James  Joyner  has  removed  from  the  Waccamaw  to  Charles- 
ton. Dr.  W.  D.  Tardif  has  gone  from  the  work  in  Columbia,  at  St. 
Mary's  and  the  medical  dispensary. 

Mr.  John  G.  Shoolbred,  so  long  and  nobly  laboring  on  his  remote 
plantation  in  Berkeley  County,  has  gone  to  his  reward  on  high.  Unseen 
of  men,  with  heavy  burdens  laid  upon  him  of  pain  and  poverty,  he  toiled 
with  saintly  fortitude,  like  the  high-born  Carolinian  that  he  was,  and 
having  "endured  as  seeing  Him  Who  is  invisible,"  surely  the  clearer  vis- 
ion is  vouchsafed  him  in  Paradise  of  The  King  in  His  beauty. 

We  have  suffered  a  destructive  fire  at  St.  Ann's  Rescue  Mission,  the 
house  occupied  by  the  Superintendent  and  family  having  been  burned, 
with  all  of  its  contents,  on  the  6th  of  March.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Howell 
and  household,  including  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Mancebo's,  sustained  a  com- 
plete loss.  This  has  been  restored  to  them  in  part  by  the  bounty  of 
God's  good  people,  but  they  endure  much  inconvenience  still.  The 
building  destroyed  was  leased  for  our  purposes,  and  was  well  covered 
by  insurance  for  its  owners,  so  that  will  be  no  real  loss  to  any  one.  But 
the  use  of  it  was  important  to  us,  and  now  we  shall  be  compelled  to  take 
steps  for  enlarging  the  shelter  for  those  connected  with  this  Mission  and 
for  its  forced  development. 

St.  Luke's,  Columbia,  which  last  year  sought  the  support  of  our  Arch- 
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deaconry,  has  again  withdrawn.  I  give  the  Parish  such  aid  as  is  in  my 
power. 

An  ample  lot  has  been  donated  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  for  the 
Mission,  named  The  Mediator,  on  Edisto  Island,.  Mrs.  M.  C.  LaRoche 
being  the  donor.  The  Vestry  of  Trinity  Parish,  which  has  adopted  this 
Mission,  under  the  guide  of  the  Rev.  B.  B.  Sams,  Rector,  had  also 
appropriated  $50  to  buy  a  lot ;  and  since  one  has  been  provided,  the 
Vestry  has  thoughtfully  diverted  its  gift  for  building  a  chapel.  This, 
with  $200  appropriated  from  our  funds,  will  enable  us  to  soon  have  such 
a  building.  And  it  is  well,  for  this  is  a  stragetic  point  for  much  which 
may  be  done  on  this  and  adjacent  islands. 

The  log  chapel  at  St.  Mark's,  Willington,  under  the  heroic  manage- 
ment of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher,  has  been  rebuilt  and  much  improved. 

The  chapel  at  St.  Ann's  Rescue,  and  that  for  St.  Mary's,  Columbia, 
have  been  consecrated ;  and  a  new  chapel  and  parsonage  have  been  built, 
and  the  former  consecrated,  for  St.  Simon's,  Peake. 

A  new  chapel  has  been  erected  for  the  Mission  of  the  Redeemer,  near 
Pineville,  where  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Brown  has  been  voluntarily  giving  an 
occasional  service,  which  is  much  appreciated  by  the  people  there. 

At  a  considerable  cost,  met  by  a  generous  friend  of  our  Mission  field, 
there  has  been  provided  for  St.  Andrew's  Mission,  near  Charleston,  an 
artesian  well.  Of  this  Mission,  with  Calvary,  Charleston,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Cornish  has  been  placed  in  charge,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  James  Joyner. 

One  of  the  most  helpful  incidents  of  our  year's  work  was  the  organi- 
zation, last  October,  of  a  Convocation  of  the  laborers  in  our  field.  This 
was  held  at  St.  Mary's,  Columbia,  and  was  characterized  by  much  which 
must  needs  tend  to  solidify  and  further  the  general  interests  and  affairs 
of  our  Archdeaconry.  I  can  but  thank  those  who  attended  it,  you,  your- 
self, included,  for  all  that  it  was,  in  its  proceedings  and  promise. 

My  own  labors  in  the  Archdeaconry  have  been  limited,  first  by  the 
service  you  sent  me  to  for  six  weeks,  at  Grace  Church,  Charleston,  then 
without  a  Rector,  and  then  by  an  expedition  to  the  Northward,  hoping 
for  help.  Both  of  these  interruptions  became  to  me,  personally,  most 
joyous,  for  in  Charleston,  on  the  part  of  the  congregation  of  Grace 
Church,  every  cordial  consideration  was  accorded,  and  during  the  other 
there  came  to  me,  as  your  representative,  nothing  but  kindness,  warm 
and  abundant,  from  all  sorts  and  all  sources. 

Suffer  one  or  two  "generalities,"  though  they  may  not  be  wholly  "glit- 
tering." Gazing  into  the  field  from  my  closer  standpoint,  there  appear 
paths  yet  unstraitened,  and  the  severe  contrast  still  of  mountain  and 
valley.  We  have  not  men  and  women  enough.  We  have  not  means. 
Skimp  as  we  may,  there  is  ever  a  lack.  Our  Missionaries  are  over- 
loaded. We  do  not  dare  adventure  into  inviting  regions  beyond.  We 
must  too  often  treat  "Macedonian  cries"  with  a  cruel  disregard,  while 
the  pathos  of  it  is  an  echo  from  The  Master's  yearning  heart.  The  fact 
that  throughout  the  Diocese  our  white  people  have  arisen  much  more 
largely  to  a  sense  of  obligation,  lets  us  feel  the  power  yet  in  reserve,  and 
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hope  for  its  further  development.  That  a  considerable  number  of  our 
Clergy  have  recognized  this  sort  of  Mission  work  as  a  part  of  their  pas- 
torship under  Christ,  "The  Good  Shepherd,"  cheers  us  no  less  by  what 
is  being  done  by  some,  than  by  what  may,  and  yet  is  to  be  done,  by 
others.  Among  the  colored  people  themselves,  where  we  have  found  a 
foothold,  we  find  a  warmth  of  co-operation,  and  loyalty  and  fruit,  which 
make  us  sure  of  their  own  heart-hunger,  of  their  confessed  need  of  our 
nursing  care,  and  of  their  capacity  to  profit  by  it.  That  we  meet  with 
stern  and  aggressive,  sometimes  unscrupulous,  opposition  from  many  of 
the  ministers  of  the  divers  sects,  is  to  be  expected,  as  a  part  of  the  har- 
vest of  our  own  past  neglect ;  and  now,  if  we  have  His  spirit,  should 
serve  to  make  us  mindful  of  the  uplifted  Redeemer's  prayer :  "Father, 
forgive  them ;  they  know  not  what  they  do."  For  if  these  our  brethren 
did  but  seek  the  truth  of  it,  our  efforts  are  the  best  surety,  not  only  of 
our  desire  to  strengthen  their  people,  but  would  be  a  vast  help  to  them, 
wherever  they  are  sincere. 

At  this  day  there  is  no  reason,  no  pretext,  to  look  backward,  but 
onward  and  upward.  And  so  must  we  front  forward,  by  the  help  of 
God,  Who  always  couples  His  grace  with  His  commands. 

To  all  who  have  aided  in  this  work  by  gifts,  by  cheering  words,  by 
supporting  sympathy,  by  hoi"  intercession ;  to  our  fellow-Missionaries, 
of  all  orders  and  degrees,  who  have  wrought  together  with  me  so 
unselfishly,  and  to  you,  beloved  Bishop,  whose  confidence  and  encour- 
agement are  unfailing,  I  devote  my  hearty  thanks.  And  to  God,  The 
Holy  Trinity,  to  Whose  blessed  Name  of  Love  be  all  we  do  consecrated, 
be  praise  and  thanksgiving  and  obedience,  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen.

During  the  year,  including  a  balance  at  the  close  of  the  preceding, 
there  has  been  charged  against  me  on  my  books  $13,757.17.  The  balance 
referred  to  was  $3,226.29,  being  in  part  a  balance  of  the  Graff  legacy  and 
some  special  funds.  I  have  paid  out  during  the  past  year,  on  all  ac- 
counts, the  sum  of  $11,472.17;  leaving  a  balance  of  $2,284.97.  My 
accounts,  bank  books  and  securities  have  been  submitted  to  Mr.  Heath, 
by  your  appointment,  and  his  report  accompanies  this.

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Report  of  Executive  Committee  of  the  Church  Home  Or- 
phanage* 

The  Executive  Committee  asks  leave  to  present  the  following  report : 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  Church  Home  has  progressed  in 
a  most  satisfactory  manner,  and  the  Committee  finds  no  incident's  of 
unusual  interest  to  report. 

The  only  change  of  importance  that  has  taken  place  is  the  serious  loss 
that  has  been  sustained  by  the  Church  Home  in  the  resignation  and 
removal  from  our  midst  of  our  Treasurer  during  many  eventful  years, 
Mr.  A.  F.  dejersey.  Compelled  by  the  exigencies  of  business  duties 
and  relations,  Mr.  dejersey  has  found  it  necessary  to  remove  his  resi- 
dence to  another  city,  which  rendered  it  impossible  for  him  to  continue 
longer  his  official  connection  with  our  work,  and  it  became  our  duty  to 
accept  with  great  reluctance  the  resignation  which,  with  no  less  unwil- 
ingness,  he  had  tendered.  There  could  have  been  no  more  efficient 
officer,  no  more  faithful  devoted  friend  to  our  Institution,  or  more 
genial  and  agreeable  fellow-worker  in  the  Master's  service,  than  the 
officer  whose  invaluable  services  have  thus  been  lost  to  us.  During  the 
years  of  struggling  and  uncertain  effort  which  constituted  the  earlier 
career  of  our  consolidated  enterprise,  the  earnest  diligence,  self-abnegat- 
ing labor,  clear  judgment  and  exceptional  business  ability  of  Mr.  de- 
Jersey  were  of  the  greatest  value  in  helping  us  to  overcome  seemingly 
unsurmountable  obstacles  and  to  accomplish  successfully  apparently 
hopeless  results.  It  is  pleasant  to  know,  however,  that  although  de- 
prived of  his  active  co-operation,  we  still  enjoy  his  strong  and  effection- 
ate  sympathy.  For  awhile  the  duties  of  the  vacated  office  were  efficiently 
and  carefully  performed  by  our  Secretary,  Mr.  T.  M.  Waring,  and  then, 
with  his  valuable  advice  and  assistance,  by  the  Chairman,  until  in  Janu- 
ary of  the  current  year,  Mr.  E.  S.  Vaux  kindly  consented  to  assume  the 
responsibility  and  was  elected,  with  the  Bishop's  approval,  to  fill  the 
vacancy  in  the  Committee.  A  safe-deposit  box  has  been  procured  to 
hold  the  securities  and  valuable  papers  of  the  corporation,  in  which  they 
are  now  kept.  It  is  our  pleasing  duty  to  call  attention  to  the  most  liberal 
response  of  the  Diocese  to  our  various  Thanksgiving  appeals,  the  amount 
of  which  will  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer.  This  has  been  a 
most  encouraging  testimony  to  the  increasing  interest  in  our  work, 
which  has  been  shown  by  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions. 

The  Laurens  Street  Home  has  been  looked  after  by  Miss  Dismukes, 
and  kept  in  necessary  repair.    The  same  policy  of  non-admittance  has

been  observed,  under  the  hope  of  a  speedy  sale  of  the  property,  which, 
however,  has  not  been  secured,  although  offered  at  public  auction.  As 
heretofore,  we  have  been  deeply  indebted  to  the  kind  attention  of  Mrs. 
W.  G.  Jeffords  and  the  other  ladies  of  Grace  Church  Relief  Society,  for 
looking  after  and  generously  providing  for  the  comfort  of  the  few  ladies 
whom  it  shelters. 

The  Orphanage  Department  has,  as  usual,  been  conducted  in  a  man- 
ner satisfactory  to  us  all  by  the  devoted  Matron,  Miss  LaBorde,  and  her 
diligent  and  efficient  Assistant,  Mrs.  Schirmer.  The  health  of  the  chil- 
dren has  been  excellent,  and  the  moral  and  general  condition  of  the 
household  are  all  that  we  could  desire.  Four  of  the  children  have  been 
restored  to  the  custody  of  their  parents,  now  able  to  provide  for  them, 
viz  :  Helen  and  Guy  Cook,  Annie  Gordon  and  Mizpah  Smith.  In  July, 
the  Committee  indentured  three  applications  for  admission,  viz :  Helen 
and  Pearl  Gilbert,  nine  and  seven  years  old,  and  Walter  F.  Mattson,  aged 
two  years.  An  application  for  the  adoption  of  one  of  our  girls  was 
carefully  considered,  and  after  due  examination  and  deliberation  was 
refused. 

Necessary  repairs  have  been  authorized  and  made,  and  a  portion  of  the 
interior  of  the  building  has  been  painted  at  a  cost  of  $60. 

The  Committee  has  given  its  consent  and  approval,  and  desires  to 
give  its  most  hearty  co-operation,  to  the  Church  Orphanage  Association 
in  building,  as  an  annex  to  the  Orphanage,  an  Infirmary  to  cost  about 
$400,  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Vaux.  to  superintend  the  work.  Estimates 
have  been  submitted,  and  the  construction  will  begin  as  soon  as  war- 
ranted by  the  contributions  already  secured  and  confidently  hoped  for. 
This  addition  we  regard  as  a  simple  necessity  of  our  work,  and  we  most 
earnestly  commend  it  to  the  liberality  of  the  Diocese. 

To  Miss  Neufville,  the  ladies  of  the  Church  Orphanage  Association, 
the  Ascension  Guild  of  St.  Michael's  Parish,  and  all  others  who  have 
especially  assisted  in  this  great  work  of  love  and  mercy,  our  most  sin- 
cere thanks  are  due,  and  they  are  hereby  tendered  to  them.

At  the  91st  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
regard  to  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund  and  the  complaint  in  the 
friendly  suit  invited  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  be  printed  as  an  Appendix 
in  the  Journal  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  that  the  Society  assume  the 
extra  expense  therefor. 

Charleston,  S.  C,  October  8th,  1900. 
To  the  Board  of  t  rustees  of  the  Advancement  Society. 

Gentlemen  :  As  Solicitor  of  the  Board,  I  have  to  report  that  in  pur- 
suance of  the  resolution  adopted  on  the  4th  of  June  last,  to  wit : 

"Be  it  resolved,  (1)  That  the  Solicitor  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be, 
and  is  hereby,  requested  and  instructed  to  take  such  legal  measures  as  he 
may  deem  proper  to  obtain  the  instructions  of  the  Courts  of  the  State  as 
to  the  nature  and  character  of  the  said  trust  (to  wit:  that  relating  to  the 
Bishop's  Permanent  Fund,  held  by  the  said  Board  as  Trustees  thereof) 
and  of  their  duties  thereunder." 

I  approached  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  constituting  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  and  that  at  a  meeting  held  on  the  15th  of  June,  they  adopted  a 
resolution  cordially  agreeing  to  join  this  body,  in  an  effort  to  obtain  an 
adjudication  of  the  matter,  and  requested  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese 
to  appear  and  answer  for  that  body  in  such  friendly  suit.  That  the 
Bishop  having  requested  Mr.  John  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  to  represent  him 
officially  in  the  same,  I  drafted  a  complaint,  a  printed  copy  of  which  I 
hereto  append,  in  which  I  set  forth  a  brief  history  of  the  founding  of 
the  Bishop's  Fund,  and  the  trust  under  which  the  care  of  it  was  imposed 
upon  this  body,  setting  out  the  questions  which  have  recently  been 
raised  as  to  the  right  of  the  Diocesan  Council  to  control  the  same,  and 
the  action  of  that  body  in  May.  1899,  demanding  that  these  funds  be 
transferred  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  to 
be  held  by  that  body  subject  to  the  order  of  Council,  and  asking  the 
instructions  of  the  Court  as  to  the  duties  of  this  Board  in  regard  thereto. 

In  my  opinion,  the  complaint  as  prepared  by  me  presented  the  question 
in  a  form  which  might  have  obtained  from  the  Courts  a  judicial  con- 
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struction  of  the  trusts  and  direction  to  this  Board  as  to  its  duties  in 
regard  to  the  same,  for  the  attainment  of  which  so  strong  a  desire  has 
been  expressed  by  those  questioning  the  rights  and  duties  of  this  Board 
in  regard  thereto. 

Having  drafted  the  complaint,  I  sent  copies  of  it  to  the  Bishop,  to  Mr. 
Shand,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  Mr.  John  P.  Thomas,  Jr., 
as  the  Bishop's  representative. 

On  the  3d  of  July,  I  met  Mr.  Shand  and  Mr.  Thomas  in  Columbia, 
and  had  a  conference  with  them  upon  the  draft  of  the  Complaint,  and 
from  the  conference  had  hoped  that  the  friendly  suit  proposed  would  be 
arranged  and  carried  out. 

But  subsequently  Mr.  Thomas  desiring  other  counsel,  Mr.  A.  M.  Lee 
was  associated  with  him,  and  they  after  consultation,  hesitating  to  pro- 
ceed, a  conference  was  held  in  this  city  on  the  15th  of  August,  at  which 
the  Bishop,  Messrs.  Thomas,  Lee  and  myself  were  present,  when 
Messrs.  Thomas  and  Lee  expressed  it  as  their  opinion:  (1)  That  in  no 
case  could  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  under  their  charter,  demand  or 
receive  if  offered,  the  funds  in  question ;  and  (2)  That  that  being  appar- 
ent upon  the  face  of  the  charter  of  the  said  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  it 
was  their  opinion  that  the  proposed  proceedings  would  be  immediately 
dismissed  by  the  Court  upon  the  reading  of  the  pleadings. 

That  this  being  their  opinion,  they  advised  against  any  further  prose- 
cution of  the  proposed  amicable  suit,  as  one  to  which  no  proper  parties 
could  be  made  in  order  to  obtain  the  adjudication  desired. 

I  do  not  concur  with  these  gentlemen  in  the  opinion  they  have  ex- 
pressed. I  believe  that  the  Complaint  I  drafted,  a  copy  of  which  I 
transmit,  if  not  demurred  to  by  the  parties  defendant,  the  Bishop  or  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  would  have  drawn  from  the  Court  a  judicial 
determination  of  the  questions  involved,  one,  at  least,  in  which  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Church  would  have  acquiesced ;  but  as  Messrs.  Thomas  and 
Lee,  as  counsel  representing  the  Bishop,  have  taken  this  position,  I  have 
not  considered  it  proper  to  press  the  matter  further  unless  expressly 
instructed  to  do  so  by  the  Board.

The  plaintiffs  above  named  complaining,  say : 

I.  That  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  South  Carolina  is  a  body  politic  and  corporate  under 
an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ten;  that  the  charter  of  the  same  has  been  from  time  to  time 
renewed  and  is  now  in  full  force  and  operation. 

II.  That  by  the  Constitution  of  the  said  Society  since  its  organization 
it  has  been  and  is  provided  that  for  carrying  the  purposes  of  the  Society 
into  effect  there  shall  be  appointed  annually  a  President,  Vice-President, 
a  certain  number  of  Trustees,  a  Corresponding  Secretary  and  a  Record- 
ing Secretary,  who  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Trustees. 

III.  That  under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  said  Society 
the  plaintiffs  now  constitute  the  said  Board  of  Trustees. 

IV.  That  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South 
Carolina  appointed  a  Committee  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  estab- 
lishing a  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  of  the  said  Diocese,  upon 
the  report  of  which  it  was  Resolved  by  the  said  Convention : 

"ist.  That  it  is  expedient  to  raise  a  fund  by  subscription,  to  be  called 
the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund,  for  the  support  of  a  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina ;  and  they  recommend  that  a  person  be 
appointed  in  each  Parish  of  the  Diocese  by  the  President  of  the  Conven- 
tion, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  call  upon  the  Episcopalians  in  his  Parish 
and  to  transmit  such  monies  as  he  shall  collect  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in 
South  Carolina,  to  be  invested  by  him  in  bank  stock,  government  secu- 
rity, or  otherwise,  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  that  Society  shall  deem 
expedient.  That  the  certificates  of  stock,  or  evidences  of  property  pur- 
chased, shall  be  in  the  incorporated  name  of  the  Society,  in  trust  for  the 
Bishop's  Permanent  Fund.  That  not  more  than  three-fourths  of  the 
annual  income  of  the  said  fund  shall  be  applicable  to  the  support  of  a 
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Bishop,  and  that  the  remaining  one-fourth  shall  go  toward  the  accumu- 
lation of  the  fund. 

"2d.  That  whenever  the  annual  income  of  the  fund,  liable  to  appropria- 
tion, shall  augment  to  the  sum  of  $4,000,  the  excess  shall  be  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Convention  of  the  State.  And  the  Bishop  shall  then  imme- 
diately cease  to  be  the  Rector  of  any  particular  church,  unless  the  re- 
striction be  removed  by  the  Convention.  And  that  it  be  recommended 
to  the  President  of  the  Convention  to  write  a  circular  letter  to  each 
person  whom  he  may  appoint  as  above  mentioned,  stating  the  views  and 
designs  of  the  Convention  as  regards  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund,  and 
that  the  letter  be  signed  by  the  members  of  the  Committee. 

"3d.  That  within  five  months  from  this  time  in  the  present  year,  and 
that  in  every  year  hereafter,  a  sermon  shall  be  preached  in  every  church 
in  this  Diocese  in  aid  of  the  support  of  a  Bishop,  until  the  Bishop's 
fund  shall  be  adequate  thereto  ;  and  that  the  sums  collected  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society,  and  be 
applicable  to  the  immediate  support  of  the  Bishop. 

"4th.  That  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  and  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Widows  and  Orphans  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  be  requested  to  contribute  to  this  object. 

"5th.  That  the  Rev.  Mr.  Muller  be  requested  to  deliver  to  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  the  money,  notes  and  orders 
received  by  him  on  account  of  the  Bishop's  fund,  and  that  the  thanks  of 
the  Convention  be  given  to  Mr.  Muller  for  his  exertions  and  zeal  in 
behalf  of  the  Church  in  obtaining  contributions  for  the  fund. 

"6th.  That  it  be  recommended  to  every  Parish  in  which  there  is  an 
Episcopal  congregation,  and  in  which  no  funds,  or  insufficient  funds, 
have  been  provided  for  a  Minister,  to  agree  to  pay,  each  member  of  the 
congregation,  a  certain  percentage  on  the  amount  of  his  general  tax,  or 
to  adopt  any  other  mode  which  may  be  deemed  most  advisable  to  raise 
a  permanent  fund  for  the  decent  support  of  a  Minister,  the  said  fund 
shall  be  allowed  to  accumulate  until  there  shall  be  an  income  therefrom 
sufficient  for  the  objects  proposed;  and  that  the  monies  received  on  the 
accounts  be  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society,  to  be  invested  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
said  Board  in  bank  stock,  government  securities  or  other  property,  in 
trust  for  the  Ministers  of  the  Parishes,  from  which  the  said  sums  shall 
be  received  respectively,  and  that  the  funds  received  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  appropriated  to  the  support  of  the  Ministers  as  aforesaid,  who  shall 
always  be  obliged  to  comply  with  the  Rubrics  and  Canons  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina  as  authorized  by  the  author- 
ity of  the  Convention  of  the  same. 

"7th.  That  the  Treasurer  be  allowed  such  compensation  as  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  deem  proper." 

V.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  the 
Advancement  of  Christianity  in   South   Carolina   and   the  Treasurer 
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thereof  undertook  the  trusts  under  the  resolution  of  the  said  Conven- 
tion, and  that  sermons  were  preached,  circulars  issued  and  appeals  made 
whereby  considerable  sums  and  amounts  of  money  were  from  time  to 
time  collected  and  turned  over  to  and  received  by  the  said  Treasurer, 
and  invested  by  the  said  Trustees  in  pursuance  of  the  trusts  set  out  and 
declared  in  the  aforesaid  resolutions  of  the  said  Convention — the  said 
Treasurer  and  Trustees  reporting  to  each  Convention  the  amounts  re- 
ceived by  them  and  disbursed  for  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund,  and  of 
those  invested  by  them  for  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund. 

VI.  That  in  or  about  the  year  1824,  doubts  arose  whether  the  charter 
of  the  said  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  South  Carolina  authorized  the  said  Trustees  of  the  said 
Society  to  act  as  Trustees  for  the  said  trusts,  whereupon  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature  was  obtained  on  the  seventh  day  of  December,  1825,  whereby 
it  was  provided :  "That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Society,  either  by  an  act  of  the  said 
Society  itself  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting,  or  of  its  corporate 
agents,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  any  like  meeting,  to  accept  and  execute 
the  office  of  Trustee  for  and  on  behalf  of  any  other  association,  whether 
corporate  or  not,  but  being  a  part  of  or  connected  with  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  and  having  for  the  end  of  their  institu- 
tions objects  and  views  consistent  with  the  character  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  as  a  religious  community,  and  with  purposes  and  field  of  use- 
fulness prescribed  to  the  said  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christi- 
anity in  South  Carolina.  And  that  it  shall  in  like  manner  be  lawful  for 
the  said  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  to  become  Trustees  for  the  preser- 
vation and  improvement  of  such  funds  as  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be 
dedicated  to  pious  or  charitable  uses  by  individuals,  provided  such  uses 
shall  be  consistent  with  the  character  of  said  church  and  with  the  plan 
of  said  Society;  and  provided  likewise,  that  the  said  Society  and.  its 
corporate  agents,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  shall  have  no  other  control  over 
said  funds,  whether  principal  or  interest,  than  may  be  delegated  to  them 
by  the  person  or  association  confiding  the  same  to  them." 

VII.  The  Trustees  of  the  said  Advancement  Society,  under  the  terms 
of  this  Act,  continued  the  care  and  custody  of  the  said  Bishop's  funds, 
and  the  exercise  and  administration  of  the  trust  thereof,  and  from  time 
to  time  received  the  contributions  of  the  Parishes  raised  under  the  reso- 
lutions of  the  Convention  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

VIII.  That  in  1829  a  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Convention  of 
that  year  to  organize  a  societv  to  be  called  "The  Episcopal  Society,"  for 
the  purpose  of  devising  means  to  increase  the  Bishop's  fund.  That  this 
Society  was  organized,  and  Bishop  Bowen,  in  his  address  to  the  Con- 
vention of  the  year  1830,  suggested  that  "perhaps  it  might  be  admissible 
that  this  Society  should  be  intrusted  with  the  whole  care  and  manage- 
ment of  the  funds  of  the  Convention  instituted  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Episcopate  or  for  defraying  the  expenses  incident  to  its  administra- 
tion." No  action  appears  to  have  been  taken  upon  the  suggestion  of 
Bishop  Bowen,  nor  is  it  known  what  became  of  the  said  Society. 
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IX.  That  the  said  Trustees  of  the  Advancement  Society  have  con- 
tinued in  the  care  of  the  custody  of  the  said  funds  and  administration  of 
the  said  trusts,  receiving  not  only  the  contributions  and  collections  by 
the  Parishes,  but  also  specific  donations  by  individuals  and  legacies  by 
testators  given  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  trusts  as  set  forth  under 
the  resolutions  of  the  said  Convention,  and  had  so  managed  and  nursed 
and  cared  for  the  said  funds  that  in  the  year  1859  the  income  from  the 
same  amounted  to  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars,  as  originally  pro- 
posed by  the  scheme  provided  and  set  forth  by  the  resolutions  of  the 
Convention  of  1818 ;  but  by  the  disasters  of  the  late  war  between  the 
States — 1861-1865 — the  same  was  greatly  reduced,  and  does  not  now 
afford  such  an  income. 

X.  As  instances  of  the  legacies  bequeathed  under  the  said  resolutions 
of  the  said  Convention,  the  plaintiffs  quote  and  set  forth  the  following, 
to  wit : 

A  legacy  by  the  will  of  Mrs.  Catherine  Rush,  dated  9th  October,  1825, 
proved  19th  December,  1825,  in  the  following  words,  to  wit :  "I  give  and 
bequeath  to  the  Episcopal  Church  on  John's  Island  and  to  the  Bishop's 
Fund,  to  each  respectively,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars." 

A  legacy  by  the  will  of  Frederick  Kone,  dated  April  28th,  1829,  in 
these  words :  "To  the  said  Elias  Horry,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
in  trust,  to  be  paid  by  him  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being  of  the 
Bishop's  Fund  in  South  Carolina  for  the  uses  of  that  fund." 

And  the  following  bv  the  will  of  Mrs.  Eliza  Kone,  dated  April  14, 
1848 :  "I  annex  this  condition  to  the  several  legacies  contained  in  this 
will,  or  any  codicil  which  I  may  make  thereto,  that  is  to  say,  that  if  any 
legatee  dispute  my  will  or  claim  against  any  legacy  therein  written,  or 
undertake  by  any  legal  proceedings  to  have  any  legacy  contained  in  my 
will  or  any  codicil  thereto  declared  void,  I  revoke  every  gift  to  such 
legatee,  and  give  the  legacy  or  legacies  of  such  legatee  to  the  said  Soci- 
ety for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina  for  the  use 
of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund,  and  if  any  legacy  or  provision  made 
by  this  will  should  fail  as  being  contrary  to  law,  I  give  everything  which 
may  be  judicially  held  not  to  pass  to  the  object  of  my  bounty  as  herein 
declared  to  the  same  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in 
South  Carolina  for  the  use  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund."  And  by 
a  codicil  to  the  said  will,  dated  April  5,  1850,  the  said  testatrix,  Mrs. 
Eliza  Kone,  bequeathed  as  follows :  "In  case  my  estate,  with  the  aid  of 
my  marriage  settlement,  should  leave  a  surplus,  after  paying  all  the 
legacies  already  given  by  my  will  and  codicil,  then  I  give  the  following 
additional  legacies,  that  is  to  say,  *  *  *  Item  to  the  support  of  the 
Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  in  aid  of  the  Bishop's  Fund,  to  be  paid  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  said  fund  in  aid  of  the  objects  thereof,  nine  thousand 
dollars." 

XI.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  terms  of  the  said  trusts,  the  Treasurer 
of  the  said  Advancement  Society  has  made  regular  reports  to  the  annual 
Conventions  or  Councils  of  the  said  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Caro- 
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lina,  as  the  said  body  is  now  called  and  designated,  whereby  the  said 
Convention  or  Council  have  had  full  knowledge  of  the  conduct  of  the 
said  trusts  funds  and  of  the  income  derived  from  other  investments  of 
the  said  funds,  and  have  been  able  to  learn  whether  there  was  any  sur- 
plus subject  to  the  direction  of  the  said  Convention  or  Council. 

XII.  That  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  February  20, 
1880,  entitled  "An  Act  to  grant  certain  powers  to  the  Bishop  and  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Diocese  of 
South  Carolina,"  and  it  was  enacted : 

"1.  That  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  for  the 
time  being,  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina,  and  their  successors  in  office,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby 
appointed  Trustees  for  the  purpose  of  holding  in  trust  any  property  here- 
tofore given  or  acquired,  or  hereafter  to  be  given  or  acquired,  as  ac- 
quired for  objects  connected  with  said  Church,  or  said  Diocese,  other 
than  that  now  held  by  other  corporations,  and  also  for  all  property 
belonging  to  any  of  the  corporations  or  churches  or  dormant  Parishes 
formerly  connected  with  said  Church,  but  which  have  now  ceased  to 
have  active  operation,  and  also  of  any  property  now  or  hereafter  belong- 
ing to  other  churches  or  corporations  in  the  said  Diocese  which  may  de- 
sire to  surrender  or  convey  the  same  to  the  said  Trustees,  or  whose 
charter  of  incorporation  may  have  expired. 

"2.  That  the  said  Trustees  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  South  Carolina,  with  all  the  powers  of  a  corporate  body,  and 
may  from  time  to  time  make  such  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  govern- 
ment, and  for  the  management  of  the  property  under  their  charge,  as 
shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  said  Trustees. 

"3.  That  the  title  to  the  real  estate  and  personal  property  described  in 
the  first  section  shall  become  vested  in  the  said  Trustees  by  operation  of 
law  without  further  deed  or  conveyance  other  than  that  which  is  therein 
specified,  and  that  the  said  Trustees  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  said  Church." 

XIII.  The  plaintiffs  respectfully  show  to  the  Court  that  questions  have 
recently  been  made  in  regard  to  the  trusts  hereinbefore  set  forth.  That 
it  has  been  alleged  and  asserted  that  the  said  trust  funds  hitherto  and 
now  held  by  the  plaintiffs  and  administered  by  them  as  Trustees  of  the 
Bishop's  Funds,  Permanent  and  Common,  are  subject  to  the  orders, 
control  and  directions  of  the  Convention  or  Council  of  the  Diocese,  and 
may  be  taken  from  the  plaintiffs  as  Trustees  of  the  Advancement  So- 
ciety and  committed  to  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina  above 
mentioned,  or  otherwise,  and  may  be  divided  into  two  or  more  funds  for 
the  support  of  two  or  more  Bishops  as  the  said  Council  shall  deem  ad- 
visable; and  that  in  pursuance  of  the  said  purpose  the  annual  Council 
for  the  year  1899  adopted  the  following  resolution : 

"Resolved  1.  That  the  property,  assets  and  money  known  as  the 
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'Bishop's  Permanent  Fund,'  now  in  the  custody  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in 
South  Carolina,  be  transferred  and  delivered  by  the  said  Trustees  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  who 
are  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  receive  and  hold  the 
same  upon  the  same  trust  and  for  the  same  purposes  as  the  same  has 
hitherto  been  held,  and  that  upon  the  transfer  and  delivery  of  the  same, 
the  said  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina  be  released  from  all  accounta- 
bility in  connection  therewith. 

"2.  That  the  income  of  said  fund  be  applied  as  heretofore." 

XIV.  That  no  steps  have  been  taken  by  the  said  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina  upon  the  said  resolution 
of  the  said  Council,  nor  any  demand  been  made  by  any  one  in  pursuance 
thereof,  but  that  the  said  resolution  stands  upon  the  Journals  of  the  said 
Council  as  a  permanent  menace  to  the  complainants,  the  Trustees  of  the 
Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  in  the 
performance  of  their  trust's.  Therefore  the  plaintiffs  pray  the  advice, 
guidance  and  instructions  of  the  Honorable  Court,  sitting  as  a  Court  of 
Equity,  upon  their  duties  in  the  premises. 

1.  Whether  they  are  amenable  to  the  charter  or  control  of  the  said 
Council  or  Convention  of  the  said  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina  as  to  the  administration  of  the  said  funds  committed  to  their 
care  and  control  under  the  trusts  declared  and  created  under  the  resolu- 
tions of  the  Convention  of  the  said  Church  in  1818,  further  than  to  ac- 
count to  the  said  Convention  for  the  administration  of  the  same  as  a 
cestui  que  trust  for  any  surplus  which  may  at  any  time  remain  of  the 
income  of  the  said  funds  over  and  above  the  said  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars. 

2.  Whether  the  said  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
South  Carolina  have  any  right  to  demand  a  transfer  of  the  said  funds 
by  the  complainants,  or  in  any  way  to  direct  or  interfere  with  the  man- 
agement thereof. 

3.  Whether  the  trusts  declared  and  created  by  and  under  the  resolu- 
tions of  the  Convention  of  the  said  Church  in  1818,  and  under  which 
the  said  funds  have  been  collected  and  funded,  can  now  be  amended, 
changed  or  altered  by  the  said  Council  or  Convention,  or  by  any  other 
person  concerned  therein,  particularly  whether  the  said  fund  is  divisible 
by  the  said  Council  into  two  or  more  funds. 

4.  The  plaintiffs  pray  that  they  may  be  advised  by  the  Honorable 
Court,  so  that  in  case  the  Court  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  said  Con- 
vention or  Council  has  the  right  to  direct  and  control  their  administra- 
tion of  the  said  fund,  that  the  complainants  may  be  relieved  and  dis- 
charged of  the  same ;  but  that  if,  on  the  other  hand,  this  Court  shall  hold 
that  they,  the  Trustees  of  the  Advancement  Society,  are  the  proper 
Trustees  thereof,  not  subject  to  the  direction  or  control  of  the  said  Con- 
vex'.on  or  Council,  saving  as  above,  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  admin- 
ister the  said  funds  unembarrassed  by  directions  from  the  said  Conven- 
tion or  Council.  Edward  McCrady,  Plaintiffs'  Solicitor.

I 
have  administered  the  Holy  Communion  once  to  a  sick  member  of  St. 
Luke's.

Act  of  Incorporation. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina 
are  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  following  Act  of  the  General 
Assembly : 

An  Act  to  Grant  Certain  Powers  to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Diocese  of 
South  Carolina. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  now  met  and  sitting  in  General  Assem- 
bly, and  by  the  authority  of  the  same :  That  the  Bishop  and  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  Trustees,  for  the  purpose 
of  holding  in  trust  any  prooerty  heretofore  given  or  acquired,  for  objects 
connected  with  said  Church  in  said  Diocese,  other  than  that  now  held 
by  other  corporations,  and  also  for  all  property  belonging  to  any  of  the 
corporations,  or  churches,  or  dormant  Parishes,  formerly  connected  with 
said  Church,  but  which  have  now  ceased  to  have  active  operation,  and, 
also,  of  any  property  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  other  churches  or 
corporations  in  said  Diocese,  which  may  desire  to  surrender  or  convey 
the  same  to  said  Trustees,  or  whose  charters  of  incorporation  may  have 
expired. 

Section  2.  That  said  Trustees  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  with  all  the  powers  of  a  corporate 
body,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  rules  and  by-laws  for  their 
government,  and  for  the  management  of  the  property  under  their  charge, 
as  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  said  Trustees. 

Section  3.  The  title  to  the  real  and  personal  property  described  in  the 
first  Section  shall  become  vested  in  the  said  Trustees,  by  operation  of 
law,  without  further  deed  or  conveyance  other  than  that  which  is  herein 
specified,  and  the  said  Trustees  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  the  said  Church. 

Approved  February  20,  1880.  . 
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Rules  of  Order. 

I.  After  the  Council  has  been  declared  duly  organized,  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  appointed,  the  order  of  proceedings  for  the  first 
day  shall  be : 

1.  The  reading  of  the  "Rules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Assistant  Secretary. 

3.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

4.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  five  Standing  Committees, 
viz :  A  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes,  to  consist  of  one 
Clergyman  and  two  Laymen ;  a  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
Canons,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen ;  a  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman 
from  each  Missionary  District ;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  to 
consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen ;  a  Committee  on  Finance,  to 
consist  of  three  Laymen. 

5.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations  for  admis- 
sion into  the  Council. 

6.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  Preachers  for  the  first  day  of 
the  next  Annual  Council. 

7.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese. 

8.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council. 

10.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

II.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

11.  The  services  for  the  opening  of  the  Council  on  every  day  succeed- 
ing the  first  day,  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop,  and  every  day's 
session  shall  be  closed  with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by  the  Presi- 
dent. 

The  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  may  be  preached  on  the  second  day.  after 
Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  daily  order  of 
proceedings  after  the  first  day  shall  be : 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding  day. 
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3.  The  Missionary  Session  of  the  Council. 

4.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

5.  The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  when  in  order. 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  to  the  Diocesan  Seminary. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  when  in 
order. 

8.  Calling  upon  the  Deputies  to  pay  the  assessment  on  their  respect- 
ive Churches  or  Parishes  for  the  Bishop's  Fund,  and  the  expenses  of  the 
Council. 

9.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order : 
Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Council. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  Business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Council,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's 
proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  uo,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Council  unless  he  hath 
leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  to  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  without  advancing, 
shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  him- 
self to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  President 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question 
without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of 
the  Council,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  during  the  same 
session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and 
seconded  by  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one  shall  hold 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  Church. 
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XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Churches 
shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers,  as  called  for, 
and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the  Tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Council  unless  sec- 
onded and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  other  member 
require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not  second  a  motion  offered  by 
a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same  Church  with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone 
to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  or  amend ;  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike 
out  the  word  "Resolved"  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend, 
and  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolutions.  Sub- 
ject to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved  shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  postpone  indefinitely  shall  be 
decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a  speech, 
or  any  other  business  of  the  Council. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to  any  mem- 
ber, unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him  to  the  Council. 

XVIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Council. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he 
is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he  was  not 
present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of 
the  Council,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may  call  to  order ;  in 
which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down, 
unless  permitted  to  explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined 
in  the  first  instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President ;  but  any  member 
may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Council,  and  on  such  appeal  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  the  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  an 
adjournment. 

XXII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  Council,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not  be- 
longing to  the  Diocese,  Candidates  for  Orders,  and  all  Trustees  elected 
by  this  Body,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Council. 

XXIII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the  opening  of 
every  Council,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by  a  vote  of  the 
Council,  and  shall  not  be  altered  but  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both 
Orders,  after  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed  alteration. 
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Standing  Resolutions. 

1.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to  be  given 
by  the  Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by  the  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen,  the  Article  of  the  Constitution  requiring  that  members  of 
this  Council  be  communicants,  shall  be  read  to  the  congregation,  or,  if 
the  Parish  be  vacant,  shall  be  affixed  to  the  public  notice  of  election. 

2.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treasurer's  hand 
at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after  providing  for  the  quota 
of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the  same,  shall  be  paid  in  equal  por- 
tions to  the  Deputies  of  the  Diocese,  who  may  attend  such  meeting. 
(Passed  1875.) 

3.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Council.    (Passed  1870.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  Organist  offici- 
ating during  the  sessions  of  Council.    (Passed  1856.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  the  Sexton  acting  for  the  same 
period.    (Passed  1856.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  return  thanks 
for  sermons  preached  before  this  Body.    (Passed  1850.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  depart 
this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memorial  page  of  the  Journal. 
(Passed  1872.) 

8.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all  the 
Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and,  if  possible,  to  interdict,  the 
use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  unhallowed,  worldly  and  com- 
mon purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  members  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors  in  Baptism,  that  they 
should  select  persons  who  are  regular  communicants  of  the  Church. 
(Passed  1870.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the 
names  of  Deputies,  and  record  the  Clergymen  and  Laymen  voting  affirm- 
atively and  negatively.    (Passed  1877.) 
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11.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for  the  transportation  of 
members  to  and  from  the  Council.    (Passed  1882.) 

12.  Resolved,  That  the  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  Fund  be  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  November,  1890,  and  of  every  year  thereafter ;  and 
that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  do  notify  the  several  Clergy- 
men, Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  amount  payable,  not  later  than  Octo- 
ber 15th.    (Passed  1890.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  and  Missionaries  of  this  Diocese  be 
requested  to  interest  the  children  of  their  respective  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions, during  the  season  of  Advent,  in  raising  a  Special  Missionary 
Fund,  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  Missionary 
work  in  this  Diocese.    (Passed  1894.) 

14.  Resolved,  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  is  instructed  to  publish 
the  Statistics  and  Reports  of  each  Parish  and  Mission  separately,  as  in 
former  times.  He  may  make  a  table,  such  as  has  been  done  for  some 
time,  if  he  desires,  but  a  summary  is  deemed  sufficient.  These  reports 
to  be  printed  alphabetically,  according  to  the  name  of  Church  or  Mis- 
sion.   (Passed  1895.) 

15.  Resolved,  Before  publishing  the  Journal  of  the  Diocese,  the  Secre- 
tary is  directed  to  procure  from  the  Bishop  the  report  of  each  and  every 
Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  whether  the  same  be  in  union  with 
this  Council  or  not,  in  order  that  accurate  and  correct  state  of  the 
Church  may  be  known.    (Passed  1895.) 

16.  Resolved,  That  on  and  after  this  date,  the  Fund  known  as  the 
Bishop's  Common  Fund,  and  the  income  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund,  be  collected  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  disbursed,  with- 
out compensation,  under  the  orders  of  the  Council. 

Resolved,  That  this  be  a  Standing  Resolution,  printed  in  the  Journal, 
with  the  other  standing  Resolutions.    (Passed  1899.) 

17.  Resolved,  That  the  Rector  in  whose  Parish  the  Council  is  held  be 
authorized  to  secure  a  reporter  at  the  rate  of  three  ($3)  dollars  per  diem, 
who  will  report  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  for  the  principal  daily 
papers  in  the  State.    (Passed  1901.)
